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CLEVELAND AND REFORM 


THE GOVERNOR'S LETTER HEART- 
ILY COMMENDED, 
GOVERNMENT EMPLOYES PLEASED WITH 

ITS CONTENTS—DEMOCRATIC CONGRESS- 

MEN OUTSPOKEN IN ITS PRAISE. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—Gov. Cleveland’s 
fetter upon the civil service has been read 
to-day with more interest than anything 
else in the newspapers, and in the depart- 
ments it has been the talk of all employes, 
great and smail. The impression has been 
strengthened since the election among 
clerks who are within the classifications 
under the civil service rules that there 
is no occasion for fearing loss of employ- 
ment by those persons who are efficient 
or whose services are really needed. To 
the industrious and capable employes the 
letter published to-day is a new assurance. 
To those more prominent men, out of the 
ranks and protected by the rules, who 
made themselves conspicuous by their 
zealous efforts among other employes to 
secure contributions for the Republican 
campaign, to the neglect of the public 
service, the ietter sounds a note of warn- 
ing. It also alarms a great many em- 
ployes who are, by reason of the 
falaries paid them, supposed to share 
the protection of the civil service 
rules, but who are not the less barnacles 
and useless obstructions, who have been 
permitted to fasten themselves upon the 
Government, and who ought to be dis- 
pensed with. In the Treasury Department 
asin other departments of the Government, 
well-informed officers do not hesitate to 
assert that there are many superfluous 
clerks and much unnecessary repetition 
of checks and forms, which have been 
added apparently for no other purpose 
than to increase the number of employes. 
This was made known by the investigation 
prosecuted by the Cival Service Committee 
of the Senate. before the Pendleton bill be- 
came alaw. There is nothing in the law to 
prevent discharges, so that under the new 


Administration some personal discomfort 
may be caused by the dropping of clerks 
whose places the next Administration will 
not deem it necessary to fill. The ineffi- 
cient clerks, who in many instances are 
protected by the strongest of influences, 
regard with natural alarm the approach 
of March4and an Administration whose 
head is convincing the public that public 
office must be regarded asa public trust 
rather than a political reward. 

Several Democratic Representatives 
have allowed their opinions of the letter 
to be printed. Mr. Holman thinks the 
letter is ** timely, manly, and proper.’”’ He 
says the independents gave Cleveland val- 
uable support, and it was eminently 
proper for him to auswer their inquiry as 
to his course with regard to removals 
from and appointments to office. ‘1 be- 
lieve,” added Mr. Holman, “that Gov. 
Cleveland is entirely honest and sincere 
and that he will faithfully carry out the 
civil service law.’’ He said, further, that 
in indiana the Federal officials generally 
are very good men and good officers, with 
the exception of those in the internal rey- 
enue service, who, Mr. Holman thought, 
have been appointed mainly for partisan 
service. 

Representative Buckner, of Missouri, in- 
dorsed Mr. Holman’s commendations of 
the letter. He said Goy. Cleveland had 
done right in spreading his views upon 
civil service reform before,the country at 
this time. Representatives Nicholls and 
Buchanan, of Georgia, and Dibrell, of 
Tennessee, also expressed ere of the 
letter and its sentiments. They believe 
that Gov. Cleveland means precisely what 
he says. Mr. Eilis, of Louisiana, thinks the 
letver is ‘‘ the most magnificent production 
that has come from Cleveland’s pen. It 
is the voice of a statesman. It is the 
principle of the Democracy to sustain and 
enforce the law. The life of the Democ* 
racy depends upon its upholding the law. 
With the policy indicated in Cleveland's 
letter, 25 years from now the party 
will still be in power. Cleveland has 
proved himself to be a statesman of a high 
order. He will trample out this accursed 
spoils system; and I pray that every Dem- 
vcratic Senator and Representative will 
2ather around him and hold up his hands 
as Aaron held up the hands of Moses. They 
must sustain him and make the name of 
the Democratic Party a lasting insignia of 
honor and honesty.” 

‘Every Democrat and every Repub- 
lican,’’ said Mr. Pusey, ‘ will read that let- 
ter and say it has tbe right ring. Cleve- 
land has grown upon us.” Mr. Hopkins 
said it was a tine letter and fully met with 
his approval. Mr. Springer was well 
pleased with it. 

Mr. Dorman _B. Eaton, President of the 
Civil Service Commission, said of the let- 
ter: 

“It would be unpardonable presumption in 
me to assume to speak for Gov. Cleveland, but I 
may speak freely tor myself. 1 regard the letter 
as the deliberate. significant, and timely utter- 
ance ofa man who comprehends the situation 
and has the courage of his convictions and his 
duties. It isa piatform on the subject to which 
it relates. The views of the letter are those 
common to ali true statesmen of both parties. 
These views are those most rapidly growing in 
the hearts of the people. The policy dis- 
ciosed in the letter is that ty which 
alone his party can retain power or the 
country escape decay. It shows plainly that we 
are to have no mixed Cabinet and no timid or 
compromising policy, but a strong, positive, 
honest, courageous, and absolutely Democratic 
Administration. It will be one of convictions 
and principies,in broad contrast with the last 
Democratic Administration, which was weak, 
cowardly, evasive. aad scornful of a noble and 
growing sentiment, and was consequently ruin- 
ous to the party and disgracetul to the country. 
I may do injustice to my political oppo- 
nents, but i must think that many 
of them been hoping that Gov. 
Cieveland would be found ready _ to 
break his pledges and trifle wit his 
convictions. This letter ought to dispel all such 
illusions, and is, therefore, timely. The place- 
hunters of his party may yet give him much 
trouble, and perhaps may bring their party near 
toruin by their greed for otfice. The Demo- 
cratic Party now stands, as it did when Buchanan 
was elected, where two roads separate—one lead- 
ing to honor and victory, and the other to shame 
aud defeat. its fate depends on its choice of 
reads and of leaders. If I cared more for my 

sarty than for my country I should hope that 
the greed and clamor tor places and spoils would 
break through the civii service law and rules, 
and enzulf the new resident with all the states- 
men of his party. 

“The declaration of the Jetter ‘that the les- 
sons of the past shou!d be unlearned’ may well 
be pondered by Republicans as well as by Dem- 
ocrats. it is just 10 years since President Grant, 
through a special message, was asking a Repub- 
lican Congress to make a small appropriation 
for the enfercement of civil service ruies to 
which the Repubiican Party was solemniy 
pledged. Unfortunately there was then no 
statesman in Congress who couid see that a new 
cause, with elements of potency in tbe near 
future, was beginning to stir the hearts 
of the  peopre. in the eyes of the 
Republican Icaders. the early friends of the 
cause were ‘entiusiasts’ and ‘ductrinaires’ at 
whom the ra™*ican journals especially delighted 
tosneer. No wemberin either bouse cared to 
even call for the yeas and nays on the appropria- 
tion. Amid jecrs and laugbter, civil service re- 
form, inthe opinion of the leaders of its ene- 
mies, was consigned to the tomb of the capulets. 
About that time the Republican Party entered 
upon a slow decline, jobbery and patronage- 
mongering more and more fiourished. At that 
time, too, began on deliberate method (and 

soon after was carried forward through many 
aftiliated organizations) that broad appeal to the 
virtue and wisdoin of the country which, two 
years ago, convinced a reluctant Congress that 
the reform sentiment must be neeged. A civil 
service reform bill was prepared. Courageous 
and patriotic Deimocrats—Pendieton in the Sen- 
ate and W se, to whom the coun- 
try owes much---brougnt in that bill which the 
Republicans contributed by tar the most in 
speech, earnestness, and votes to make 
a = law. But their return to sound 
principles on this subject was rather 
ate; and their support of them in 
the last canvass was rather feeble and ecvivocai, 
tacts which, in my opinion, insured their defeat. 
They thus gave tne Democrats a chance to capt- 
urethat cause and now that reform: seatiment 
—baving grown to be a great political force; 


have 


having captured the Empire State and under the 
leadership of Gov, Cleveland, shaped its Admin- 
istration to reform methods—speaks in firm, 
decisive, and unmistakable language through 
the letter of the President-slect, wiuom that 
sentiment has thus early in its course 
brought to the head of the Nation. In 
these facts we may. see part of the 
lesson to be unlearned, It seems to me plain 
where the new President stands and which road 
he regards as the true road to honor and duty. 
But will his party unlearn the lessons of its own 
folly, or gain wisdom from the folly of its op- 
ponents? Will it resist his wise leadership? 
Under the new civil service law a Republican 
Administration, with a magnanimity unprece- 
dented in our history, has given official places 
to from 800 to 1,000 of its political opponents. 
Will a Democratic Administration have the 
patriotism and courage needed to foliow that 
example? These are the vital questions which 
that letter suggests and which impart to it a pro- 
found significance.”

MR. HENDRICKS SAYS HE LIKES IT. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 30.—Vice-President- 
elect Hendricks was asked to-day: ‘‘ Have 
you read Mr. Cleveland’s letter to the Na- 
tional Civil Service Reform Leazue.”’ 

“Yes, I have just finished reading it,” 
he replied. 

““What is vour opinion of it ?” 

‘Well, really,’’ remarked Mr. Hendricks, 
with a somewhat puzzled expression, * I 
did not examine it carefuily enough to dis- 
cuss the sentiments it contained. But,”’ 
after a pause, ‘‘you may say I am very 
favorably impressed with it. I like the 
spirit and tenor of the letter. I think it 
was well for him in adyance—” Here the 
interview was interrupted by a colored 
man, who called to ask alms. Mr. Hen- 
dricks went to the stairs and, recognizing 
the beggar, promptly dismissed him,saying: 
‘*T have nothing for you. it was only a 
short time agol gave youadollar. You 
must not come here again. I am as poor 
as you.”’ Returning, Mr. Hendricks spoke 
about the number of impostors who per- 
sisted in begging money from him, and 
who were never satisfied with one dona- 
tion. Then, recurring to the topic of con- 
versation suggested by the reporter, he re- 
marked: *\I think I need not add any- 
thing to what I have said about Mr. Cleve- 
land’s letter. Simply say that I like it.’’ 

Mr. and Mrs. Hendricks have not decided 
when they will start for New-Orleans, but 
they will not be gone more than a week, 
spending two or three days at the exposi- 
tion. It is their desire to be ‘** at home” to 
their friends during the principal part of 
the session of the Legislature.

GOV. CLEVELAND'S DOINGS. 


MR. VANDERPOEL URGED FOR ATTORNEY- 
GENERAL—A DINNER TO THE GOVERNOR. 
ALBANY, Dec. 30.—The name of Aaron J. 

Vanderpoel was urged to-day for the Cabinet 
position of Attorney-General by a commit- 
tee consisting of Nelson J. Waterbury F. R. 
Coudert, and Nelson Smith. Mr. Waterbury 
presented the memorial prepared in New-York 
and signed by many members of tke Bar and by 
Judges of the Supreme Court and of the Court 
of Appeais. Mr. Vanderpoel was one of the 
lawyers most conspicuous in the post-election 
proceedings undertaken by the two Democratic 
committees to prevent any Cleveland votes 
from straying over into the Blaine canvass 
sheets. The committee was courteously re- 
ceived, ana the memorial was duly filed with 
other documents which will, sooner or later, 
claim the attention of the President-elect. 

Awong the Governor’s visitors to-day were 
Gen. John S. Marmaduke, Governor-elect of 
Missouri, with whom he had a long and, as he 
afterward said, a most agreeabie conversa- 
tion concerning affairs in the West, and 
Col. Charies W. McCune, editor of the 
Buffalo Couricr, who was the General's 
companion. While they were in conversation 
with the Governor, William A. Poucher, of 
Oswego, and Senator John C. Jacobs, of Kings, 
were ushered in and introduced to the Missouri- 
an. Senator Jacobs is much improved in af- 
pearence after the sea voyage which his physi- 
¢ians ordered him to take to Halifax. 

A dinner was given to the Governor this even- 
ing by the Hon. and Mrs. Erastus Corning. 
Their guests were the Governor and his young- 
est sister, Miss Eliza Cleveland; Mrs John V. L. 
Pruyn, Miss Alice Rathbone, Judge Amasa J. 
Parker, his son, Col. Parker, Mayor Bleecker 
Banks and wife, Daniel Manning and wife, Bishop 
Doane, and a distant relative of the Cornings, 
Mr. Pendleton, of New-York. Senator Pen- 
dleton, of Ohio, had been invited, but was un- 
able to reach Albany in season. The dinner was 
followed by a reception, at which about 50 ladies 
and gentlemen of Albany were preseat. 
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ON TRIAL FOR, MURDER. 

WORCESTER, Mass., Dec. 30.—The Supreme 
Court, Justices Field and Allen sitting, con- 
vened in this city to-day to try Patrick Cunniff, 
an old man charged with the murder of Patrick 
McManus on the evening of July I4 last. Cun- 
niff had lived 30 years with his wife in a house in 
East Worcester, which they owned. He was dis- 
sipated and had frequent quarrels with his wife. 
A few weeks before the tragedy McManus, a 
nephew of Mrs. Cunniff, arrived from Ire- 
land. He was steady and industrious,and as he 
boarded with his aunt he frequently took her 
part against her husband. This action exasper- 
ated the old man, who threatened his life. On 
the afternoon of the murder Cunniff came 
home to supper drunk. His wife seized a fire 
shovel and ordered him out of the house. He 
took the shovel trom her, and just then Mc- 
Manus, who was blacking his boots in the yard, 
came in and stopped further hostilities. Both 
men went into the yard, and a few minutes after 
McManus came staggering in witha fatal wound 
on the back of the head, evidently made with a 
piece of cordwood. He was struck from behind 
while bending over blacking his boots. He 
said in a moment of consciousness dur- 
ing the evening that Cunniff struck 
him. He died next day. This is the 
story of tbe prosecution as brought cut in to- 
day’s testimony, The defense admit the en- 
counter in the kitchen, but say that Cunnitf, 
upon being ordered out of the house, went 
directly up the street and jate in the evening re- 
turned and slept in the barn rather than provoke 
another quarrel with his wife. He knew noth- 
ing of the assault until he was arrested next day. 
The prisoner swore that he was 80 years old. 
The wife of the prisoner, who testified at the 
preliminary hearing that she went to the door 
after McManus was struck and saw ber husband 
in the vard, and that he threw a stone at her, re- 
fused to testify to-day. She cannot be com- 
pelled to testify against her husband. The case 
tor the prosecution is made up of circumstantial 
evidence.

THE LIQUOR TRAFFIC IN DES MOINES. 

Des Morngs, lowa, Dec. 30.—The en- 
forcement of the temperance laws in Des Moines 
is by no means flattering to prohibition workers. 
Last June over 50 saloons paid licenses at the 
rate of $1,000 a year, and at the present time 
fully asmany places where spirits are sold, with 
little attempt at concealment, are running, 
making enormous profits. Many of these places 
have made application to the Board of Super- 
visors for a permit to sell at wholesale for 
“medicine, culinary, and sacramental purposes 
only,’ which wil] be considered at the January 
session. The board is Democratic by one major- 
ity. Whether an injunction would lie against 
the board gianting such permits has not been 
considered. One of the three dormant brew- 
eries has resumed operations, and a prominent 
hete] has refurnished its bar, which has been 
closed for six months.

RAILROAD EMPLOYES DISCHARGED. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dee, 30.--A prominent 

officer of the Pennsy:vania Railroad Company 
said to-day that since the beginning of Decem- 
ber the services of about 1.000 men, including 
clerks, train men, and trackmen, Lave been dis- 
pensed with on the company’s lines east of Pitts- 
burg and Erie, making a saving to the company 
of about $50.000 a month. This includes 75 clerks 
discharged from the company’s main office in 
this city. 
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THE SENATORIAL BOOMERS 


A COMBINATION AGAINST MORTON 
AND ERWIN. 

THE DONKEY AND CARROT FABLE ILLUS- 
TRATED — EVARTS AS A SENTIMENTAL 
CANDIDATE—ARTHUR’S FRIENDS. 

ALBANY, Dec. 30.—The Morton men have 
recently put into practical operation a 
little scheme which is as amazing asit is 
characteristic of the politicians who con- 
ceived it. They are no more familiar 
than others with the story of the man 
who only persuaded his obstreperous 
donkey to pull his load by dangling 
a carrot in front of the animal's nose and 
just beyond his anxious reach, though the 
donkey kept reaching for it just the same, 
much to his master’s delight and 
to the progress of the load. Assembly- 
man Erwin was deputed by ex-Senator 
Platt to give a_ practical illustra- 
tion of the fable. He _ therefore 
cailed upon Whitelaw Reid one day last 
week and spent several hours with him, 
outlining the details of the canvass for 
himself and for Mr. Morton. He hinted 
that his own election might  possi- 
bly lead to the sacrifice of Mr. Morton, 
and that the opportunity would then 
be presented for another candidate for 
Senatorial honors to appear in the field. 
The editor saw the vegetable and acknowl- 
edged that it had all the appearance of 
ripeness, and ought not to be neglected. 
He thereupon fell into a meditative mood, 
easting frequent furtive glances in the di- 
rection of the tempting bait and apparently 
coveting it. Mr. Erwin’s friends are in 
high glee over the sympathy which was 
expressed by the host on this occasion, and 
they are biding their time believing that 
when they are ready to start their load 
the motive power will not be wanting. 

The friends of Mr. Evarts are not so 
well satisfied with the “moral support’ 
given their candidate by Mr. Reid’s 
newspaper as they might be. They 
fancy they detect a disposition to in- 
dorse the distinguished lawyer up 
to a certain point and there leave 
him and his sympathizers to work out 
their own salvation—a very difficult 
thing, by the way, for persons who are 
urging a sentimental candidate as some 
of the politicians sneeringly characterize 
Mr. Evarts. This “dog in the man- 
ger’ policy is provoking some of 
the Mohawk Valley Republicans, and they 
are beginning to employ language that is 
slightly caustic in their characterization 
of the editor’s course. lt is no secret among 
politicians that Mr. Reid yearns for the 
seat of Mr. Lapham, notwithstanding 
his letter mildly denying any such 
desire. The opportunity of Mr. 
Evarts lies in the defeat of Mr. Erwin, a 
fact which perhaps will be appreciated 
when it is too late. The politicians who 
are laboring against Mr. Morton are 
shrewd enough to see that any chances of 
receiving the Senatorship for another are 
dependent wholly upon the defeat of Mr. 
Erwin. On the other hand, the friends of 
Mr. Morton realize that the chief, if not 
the only hope of his election, is in first 
electing Mr. Erwin.» In both cases the 
Speakership is realized to be the 
first matter to be settled. The ad- 
vocates of Mr. Evarts are undoubt- 
edly laboring for the best interests 
of the party in endeavoring to promote 
his election to the Senate. They acknowl- 
edge that their’s is a canvass in which 
there is much sentiment and little pol- 
itics, and for that reason some of 
them are despairing already of suc- 
cess. They have some voting strength 
in the Assembly, but it is being allowed to 
fritter itself away instead of being con- 
centrated against M1. Erwin. They might 
learn afew lessons from the politicians in 
this matter, unless their sentimentalism 
has destroyed their other senses. 

The lines in the Speakership contest are 
becoming defined with tolerable accuracy. 
It is now astrong field against the favor- 
ite. The contest differs in many important 
particulars from previous contests, in 
which there was a_ favorite at the 
start with a good lot against hin 
in the field. Itis not impossible to unite 
the latter in this present case, and therein 
lies the danger of Mr. Erwin’s chances, 
Messrs. Hubbell, O’Neil, Howe, and Curtis 
have a complete understanding upon one 
point, and that is, that Mr. Erwin must 
be defeated, not so much perhaps 
because he happens to be Mr. Erwin, but 
because of the unsavory political combina- 
tion which is behind him. It is within 
their power to unite upon any one of their 
number, and this, unless all the signs fail, 
will eventually be done. 

The supporters of Mr. Erwin on the one 
hand and of the other tour on the other 
are worth nothing. Behind the former are 
arrayed ex-Senator Platt and the friends 
of ex-Gov. Cornell, Louis F. Payn, John 
F. Smyth, and Collector Robertson. Be- 
hind the other four are such _ friends 
of President Arthur as John M. Davy, 
James D. Warren, James 8S. Smart, Con- 
gressman Henry G. Burleigh, the triends 
of Warner Miller and of those Republic- 
ans in the interior with whom Con- 
gressman George West, George Bb. 
Sloan, and James W. Wadsworth, Con- 
gressman Hiscock and James Belden 
are intimately associated. This combina- 
tion is not already completed as to detail, 
but it is bound to be made _ be- 
fore the fight 1s ended. Its members 
have their individual preferences for 
United States Senator, aud at least 
three candidates are represented by it. 
Preferences, however, wWiil be laid aside 
for the time in the one determination to 
overthrow the horse on which Messrs, 
Morton and Erwin are mounted. After 
that is successfully accomplished position 
will be taken on the Senatorial question. 

The friends of the President will perhaps 
conclude to push him. Certainly the 
friends of Mr. Hiscock will not lag. An 
inability to come to an agreement 
between the friends of these candidates 
prevents the opening for a «com- 
promise candidate. Many of the 
Artbur men would prefer Mr. Evarts to 
any” man who could be named, except the 
President himself, and in a close race it 
would not be likely te require much ure- 
ing for enough others to come in and in- 
sure Mr. Evarts’s election. There seems to 
be atacit understanding among the Re- 
publicans* that the defeat of Tom Platt is 
one of the demands of the party which 
ought to be heeded. Boodle is not to be 
allowed to control either of the offices, if 
it can be prevented. 

Assemblyman Robert A. Livingstone, of 
Putnam, has formally announced himself 
as a candidate for the Speakership, in the 
hope of becoming an acceptable compro- 
mise candidaie. He will open his head- 
quarters at the Kenmore to-morrow.

HOW THE UTICA STALWARTS FEEL. 
WATERTOWN, N. Y., Dec. 30.—C. M. Den- 
nison, a leading stalwart of Utica, spent an 
hour in this city this afternoon interview- 
ing local politicians. To a TmiEs corre- 
spondent Mr. Dennison denied that his vis- 
it possessed any political significance, but 
it is nevertheless understood that he came 
here in the interest ec? Erwin for Speaker. 
Mr. Dennison freely expressed his convic- 
tion that Erwin would be the successful 
candidate, and he seemed to imply that 
Russell’s position mm the race for the Sen- 
atorship would demand that he should go 
into the ¢ontest with his county solidly 
behind him. This would, of course, neces- 
sitate the withdrawal of Curtis for the 
Speakership, which Dennison ,thought 
would be soon announced. 
Relative to the Senatorship question, 
Dennison, who speaks for the stalwart 
element in this section, strongly tavors 
Morton, whom he claims is the freest from 





clicues and the least obtectionable of all 


the candidates. Individually the stalwarts 
may preter Arthur, but having no hope 
of his success, they turn to Morton as the 
next best man. Conkling, they ciaim, 
favors Morton above any other man. Jef- 
ferson County’s representatives having 
committed themselves to Curtis and Rus- 
sell, will probably go to Erwin should 
Curtis withdraw as expected, but their 
preference is Curtis. 


AN UPRISING OF MINERS. 





LARGE SHIPMENTS OF DYNAMITE—OFFICERS 
ON THE WAY TO THE MINES. 

Cotumeus, Ohio, Dec. 30.—A special to 
the State Journal from Logan says: There 
is a general uprising in the Hocking 
Valley to-night. Sheriff McCarthy, with 
a large posse, left here on a_ special 
train at a late hour to trace the mob. 
A large shipment of dynamite was 
received at Nelsonville yesterday. 
The attacks began on the railroad 
bridges. Special officers are being 
sworn in and taken to the region of Buch- 
tel, where the strikers are said to be con- 
centrating. With communications cut off 
at alate hour at the mining points, furth- 
er particulars cannot be obtained.

PREFERENCES OF THE MEMBERS OF THE 
LEGISLATURE, 

CurIcaco, Dec. 30.—The thirty-fourth 
General Assembly of Illinois will meet at 
Springfield Jan. 7, and the balioting for a 
United States Senator to succeed Gen.

This morning 
the Tribune printed a carefully prepared 
list of preferences of the individual mem- 
bers of the Legislature, obtained by its 
correspondents throughout the State. A 
caretul canvass of the Republican mem- 
bers has brought out an_ almost uni- 
versal expression of opinion in fa- 
vor of Gen. Logan. The T'ribune’s can-

DRIVEN TO SUICIDE BY POVERTY. 
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A PRIEST AND THE SON OF A BARON TAKES 
POISON IN ST. LOUIS, 

Sr. Lours, Mo., Dec. 30.—The body of the 
priest whose mysterious death occurred on Mon- 
day night was conveyed to-day trom the hospital 
to the Morgue, where the inquest was held. It 
was a plain case of suicide by strychnine. One 
of the witnesses at the inquest said: ‘** The de- 
ceased came into my saloon and called for a 
drink of beer. I gave it to him, and as 
I did so he turned from me and I think 
it wasthen that he poured the strychnine into 
the glass. After drinking it he was seized with 
what seemed an epileptic fit. Iran to where he 
satand held him. Ilgot some cold water and 
bathed his face. J thought it would bea good 


idea to open his clothes that he might breathe 
more freely. When I attempted to open his 
vest [saw some papers therein, but iie resisted 
my attempt to tuke them, and asl thought he 
did not want me to see them I did not persist.”’ 

The papers which the witness referred to were 
presented at the inquest. They showed that the 
dead man was Ferdinand Van Ruphlin, the son 
of aSwiss Baron. He was ordained a Catholic 
priest by Bisnop Ryan, at Buffalo, N. Y., Dec. 
17, 1880. For several years he has been obliged to 
beg from door to door. He left among other 
letters a document which read: ‘* i committed 
suicide on account of poverty and incurable 
sickness. I] had no shelter,no bread, no home, 
no means, and may God help me.” 

BurFraLo, N. Y., Dee. 30.—The Rev. F. 
Von Ruphlin, who committed suicide in St. 
Louis last Sunday, was at one time a 
member of the Buffalo. Diocese of the 
Roman Catholic Church, but was suspended 
for drunkenness and debauchery. Following 
his suspension he signified a desire to go 
to Europe, and expressed his intention of re- 
forming. A ticket was procured for him, with 
which he proceeded to New-York, but on ar- 
riving in that city he sold it and spent the 
proceeds in drink. Since that time he 
has been a wanderer and drunken beggar. 
Every opportunity was given him to reform 
while here, but he seemed possessed with an un- 
controllable desire forstrong drink. He is re- 
membered asa brilliant speaker and a man of 
more than average intelligence. He at one time 
was looked upon as one of the best of students 
and one of the most zealous priests of this dio- 
cese. 


DEATH FOLLOWING CRIME. 

Warsaw, N. Y., Dee. 30.—Frank Tall- 
man, of Castile, reported yesterday as being ac- 
cidentally shot by the explosion of a revolver in 
his overcoat pocket while boarding an Erie 
train here, turns out to be a forger, and his 
death is believed to be «a premeditated sui- 
cide. He was a member of the firm 
of Hoagland, Cummings & Co., extensive manu- 
facturers of agricultural implements. On en- 
tering the firm, four years ago, he had over- 
reached financially. To meet payments he had 
forged notes, appropriated funds raised upon 
the company’s paper privately. and had also 
tampered with the books. The _ firm discoy- 
ered the peculations last Fall, but the appropria- 
tion of money from discounting notes was just 
found out. He was given until Saturday to set- 
tle matters and avoid arrest. He begged off un- 
til Monday. While awaiting his ge cpt ata 
Monday the firm was given notice of his.fatal 
shooting. Before leaving home that morning he 
had purchased an accideut policy tor $3,000, zood 
tor 24 hours. He died this afternoon.

AN IMPOSING BODY OF TROOPS IN 
THE DESERT. 

THE MARCH FROM KORTI TO GADKUL— 
LORD WOLSELEY REVIEWS THE COLUMN ' 
--THE DEBT NEGOTIATIONS. 3 

SUAKIN, Dec. 30,—The Bishareens were‘ 
defeated, many being killed, while trying 
to raid the town of Rowayat. 

Carro, Dec. 30.—Gen. Sir Herbert Stew- 
art will advance from Korti to Gakdul 
to-day with his forces disposed in the fol- 
lowing order: A detachment of hussars 
will form the van, followed by the En- 
gineer Corps; the field, hospital, and 
water convoy and baggage train will 
come next; after them the light and heavy 
camel corps and then the artillery and 
transport train; mounted infantry and 
hussars will bring up therear. Col. Sir 
Charles Wilson and Major Kitchener will 
accompany Gen. Stewart. 

A dispatch from Korti dated 7:45 this 
evening says: ‘‘ Gen. Stewart’s expedition 
is six miles distant. Gen. Wolseley accom- 
panied the troops for a mile and then re- 
viewed them as they marched past. The 
line of their route is through a flat, de- 
serted country, in which no buts are visi- 
ble.”’ 

Gen. Earle’s brigade of infantry has 
passed Meraji and is encamped 18 miles 
from the Gerendid Cataract, which will be 
reached at noon to-morrow. It is re- 
ported that the Monaseers are advancing 
to dispute the narrow pass above Dar- 
gayat. Gen. Earle’s orders allow him to 


extend a helping hand to Gen. Stewart, if 
necessary. Gen. Wolseley’s plans are 
gig 4 criticised at Korti as being reck- 
ess. 

The Egyptian Government has appealed 
against the judgment rendered by the 
Court of First Instance in the action 
brought by the Caisse de la Dette Pub- 
lique, to secure the restitution of the 
money belonging, by the law of liquida- 
tion, to the sinking fund, which the Gov- 
ernment had diverted to the general 
Treasury. If the judgment ordering the 
restitution shall be affirmed by the Higher 
Court the Caisse will sequester ail the sal- 
aries and pensions now being paid by the 
‘Treasury. 

Kortt, Dec. 30.—The march of the En- 
glish expedition past this place was an im- 
posing sight. The column was nearly 100 
yards wide and amile long. The Hussars 
were sent ahead to prepare tea, but 
they took the wrong path. After a 
march of 10 miles the troops halted 
for an hour’s rest. The men, who were 
compelled to go without tea, bore up 
cheerfully. The small supply of water 
carried was too precious to admit of 


transportation of French troops ‘to China. 
Only French vessels will be engaged for 
this service. 

The story about the Bienhoa orignated 
at Toulon, being founded upon the delay 
in the arrival of the vessel at Saigon. 
She left Toulon the first week in No- 
vember, and was lastspoken off Singapore. 
Admiral Peyron, Minister of Marine and 
of the Colonies, becoming alarmed at the 
non-arrival of the Bienhoa, telegraphed 
orders to Hong Kong and Saigon to send 
out \earaaegs to search for the missing 
vessel.

THE IRISH AGITATION REVIVED. 
THE OFFICERS OF THE CROWN IN IRELAND 
ROUNDLY ABUSED. 

Dustin, Dec. 30.—A conference of Nation- 
alists of Dublin County, the Mayor of this 
city presiding, was held here to-day. The 
principle of paying the Irish members of 
Parliament was approved. Mr. Clancey, 
editor of the Irish Nation, was nominated 
to represent Dublin County in the House 
of Commons. In an address Mr. Clancey 
said that any nation in the world perse- 
cuted as this country is would expel an 
English and substitute an Irish Govern- 
ment, and declared that the Orange Tory 
reign in Ireland was over. 

LONDON, Dec. 31.—Mr. T. M. Healy, mem- 
ber of Parliament for Monaghan, delivered 
an address at Glasgow yesterday, in 
the course of which he. denounced 
Mr. Bannerman, the Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland, who, he _ said, 
knew no more about Ireland than he 
(Healy) knew about Scotland. ‘ How 
would Scotchmen,’” he asked, ‘like 
me to rule Scotland through scoun- 
drels, robbers, and men guilty of un- 
speakable offenses?’ Mr. Healy said 
he would rather accompany Joe Brady 
to the gallows than slink into the prison- 
ers’ dock in company with Cornwall and 
French. Mr. Healy condemned O’ Donovan 
Rossa’s policy as criminal and stupid, but 
said he understood it, because Rossa had 
been reared among the people and kuew 
their wrongs. 

Mr. J. G. Biggar, member of Parliament 
for Cavan County, speaking last night at 
Bolton, advised Irishmen to disown the 
Whigs. He said that Earl Spencer, 
the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, had 
hanged a number of men whom he 
knew to be innocent. The supporters 
of the Government were answerable for 
Earl Spencer’s misdeeds and deserved no 
mercy at the hands of Irish electors. 
Gladstone and Bannerman knew Karl 
Spencer was a scoundrel. The members 
of the Irish National League were entitled 
to the thanks of Irishmen for exposing the 
rascality of the Irish executive.

THE CONGO DISC IONS. 
Beruin, Dec. 30.—The formation of a 
Congo monarchy under a German Prince 
is being discussed in Court circles here. 
CoLoenk, Dec. 30.—An influential com- 
mittee of merchants of the Rhine Proyv- 
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another supply ot tea being prepared. 
The march was resumed by moon- 
light. The troops hope to reach the first 
wells by 8 o’clock in the morning. It is 
believed that the Hussars awaited the 
coming up of the other troops at a point 
seven miles too far to the westward. 

Native servants refuse to accompany 
Gen. Stewart’s column, but are willing to 
accompany Gen. LEarle’s. This shows 
the opinion of the natives relative to 
the dangers of the two expeditions. 
It is feared that in case of a sudden 
attack the obstinacy of the camels 
will be a _ source of danger. The 
columns will be arranged in the 
form of echelon squares if attacked. 
Gen. Stewart, with the mounted infantry 
and unloaded camels, is expected back in 
10 days, when Gen. Wolseley, with the 
main body of the expedition, will advance 
toward Shendy. 

Lonpon, Dee. 30.—Earl Granville had a 
consultation to-day with M. Waddington, 
the French Ambassador, on the proposed 
resumption of the conference on Kgyp- 
tian finances which met in London last 
Summer, and which adjourned sine die on 
Aug. 2, without arriving at any agree- 
ment. M. Waddington stated that France 
was unwilling to take part in the delibera- 
tions without a previous agreement on 
the basis of the conference. The Berlin 
Cross-Gazette says that Germany desires 
an early resumption of the London con- 
ference.

THE EFARTHQUAKE IN SPAIN. 
LATEST REPORTS SHOWING THE GREAT EX- 
TENT OF THE CALAMITY. 

Manprip, Dec. 30.—Every fresh detail re- 
eeived from the districts in which the 
earthquake shock was severest adds new 
horror to the great calamity. At Nerja, a 
town of 5,000 persons in the Province of 


Malaga and 27 miles east of the city of the 
same name, the earthquake was followed 
by a hurricane. This finished the destruc- 
tion of many houses which had already 
been brought to the brink of ruin 
by the earthquake shock. The _ in- 
habitants fied in terror from their 
houses and camped outside the town. 
Much suffering bas been caused by the 
scarcity of provisions. The alarm in 
Malaga, however, is now subsiding, and 
affairs, it is believed, will soon resume 
their ordinary course. At Granada to-day 
the Te Deum was sung and prayers were 
offered for the cessation of the earthquake. 

At Priezo, in the Province of Cordova, 
the shocks came while the theatre was 
crowded with people. A terrible panic 
followed. Many persons jumped froin the 
galleries and from the windows upon the 
crowd below. Two were killed outright 
and 40 were more or less seriously injured. 
At Malaga two lofty chimneys forming 
part of the gas works fell to the earth. 
The patients in the hospital were so terri- 
fied that they forgot for the time being 
their maladies and fled to the open air. 
The convicts in the prison refused to en- 
ter their cells and remained all night in 
the courtyard. 

The walls of all the churches in Malaga 
were cracked. Several houses in Canillas 
were destroyed and many persons were 
killed. Five persons were killed and sev- 
eral others injured at Motis. Sixteen 
houses were destroyed at Lanjaron, and 
numerous houses were demolished and 
lives lost in other villages. Fifty corpses 
have been found at Ventas de Tain Ar- 
ranza. 

Alhama and Santa Cruz were complete- 
ly destroyed. Soldiers are at work clear- 
ing up the ruinsin search of corpses, which 
are found inlarge numbers. Many of them 
are terribly disfigured. The number of 
persons killed is stillunknown. There is 
no dcubt, however, that the report which 
fixed the number at 900is an exaggeration. 
There is much distress among the surviv- 

rs, and the people are asking for relief. 
At Albufinelas 200 persons received inju- 
ries. From the ruined houses 100 bodies 
have so far been recovered. The barracks 
at Loja, in the Province of Granada, were 
ruined. At Zaffaraya. a town not far frem 
Loja, 50 persons perished. 
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THK FRANCC-CHINESE WAR. 

Panis, Dee. 89.—Official advices from 
Tonquin report that the French forces ad- 
vanced from Tuyen-Quan, met the Chi- 
nese forces, and defeated them, inflicting 
severe losses upon them. The French loss 
was trifling. 

Gen. Briere de Isle telegraphs that he 
has been iighiing with pirates near Hong- 
Yen for several days. and has killed 300 
men and captured two guns. The French 
troops ure in excellent health and spirits. 

The Government denies the truth of the 
story of the sinking of the transport Bien- 
hoa by Chinese cruisers. Tne Bienhoa is 
reported to have arrived safely at Saigon.

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ACCIDENTS ON THE 

VATED RAILROADS. 

FOUR PERSONS INJURED, CARS, ENGINES, 
AND A STATION DAMAGED, AND ONE 
TRAIN NEARLY THROWN TO THE STREET. 

In the dense fog of yesterday morning 
four collisions occurred within rifle shot of each 
other on the Third and Second avenue elevated 
roads,and at least four persons were injured. 
All the accidents occurred where the roads are 
the highest over the avenues, and in one instance 
nothing but the best of good fortune saved a 
train from toppling over into the street 40 fect 
below. The accidents placed the lives of 350 
passengers and employes in jeopardy, and 24 cars 
and 8 engines were in danger of destruction, but 
the loss on property can be covered by $2,000, 
and the officers of the companies estimate it as 
low as $600 or $700. 

The first accident occurred at about 7:10 
o’clock, at the One Hundred and Sixth-street 
station of the Third-avenue elevated railroad. 
At that time the fog was very dense. A train of 
three cars, drawn by engine No. 97, under charge 
of Engineer Terrell, in which were about 60 
passengers, stopped at the station on the 
down-town track on time. The passengers 
were getting on the train when engine No. 304, 
in charge of Engineer H. Rex, and drawing three 
cars, in which were from 70 to 80 passengers, 
came up without warning, dashed into the rear 
platform of the last caron Terrell’s train, and 
forced the train ahead about four feet. The 
shock was so violent that personsin bed 1n houseg 
near by were awakened. The result was the 
breaking of the couplings, or draw bars, oa Ter- 
rell’s train, the destruction of the platform and 
railing of the last car, and the breaking of the 
foot plates and water gearing of engine No. 304. 

The excitement was great, and it was intensi- 
fied when the passengers rushed for the station 
platform by the cry that a yirl had lost her life. 
Aftera dozen passengers had boarded Terrell’s 
train, Lila Harris, 18 years old, of No. lli East 
One Hundred and Sixth-street, who works in 
the lace establishment of Levi & Mayer, Nos. 1+ 
and 16 White-street, took her turnin getting on. 
She had one foot on the platform of a car and 
one on that of the station when the collision 
occurred, and she was pitched shoulder first be« 
tween the car and the platform to the track, 
‘It appeared an age,” said Miss Harris yesterday 
afternoon, “‘and the train went so far— 
I thought it never would stop—before 
some one caught my arm. Then the 
train was still. I lay on the track with 
my clothes torn from my waistand my boots 
torn off. There was a great outery al! around 
me and two gentlemen pulied me up to the plat- 
form and I fainted. When Lagain knew whet 
was passing i was in the waiting room, and my 
father and Dr. E. Fleming, who had been sent 
for, were beside me. I was carried home by the 
porter av the station and a young gentleman 
who would not give his name.’ Miss Harris's 
left leg was bruised and lacerated, and an injury 
to her knee may result in permanent lameness. 
She was also attended by Dr. Fields, the com- 
pany’s physician. Several persons were thrown 
downinthe cars of Terrell’s train by the colli- 
sion, but no others than Miss Harris complained 
of or exhibited any injury. 

A few minutes after the aceident a flagman 
was sent north along the footway to stop all 
south-bound trains. and at One Hundred and 
Seventh-street he flagged engine No. 110, which 
under Engineer Hows, was feeling its way cau- 
tiously. Hardly had_ his train stopped when 
engine No. 151, under Engineer T. Sweetzer, came 
along the down track sharply, and but for the 
instantaneous action of Sweetzer, nothing would 
have saved both trains. As it was, there was a 
smart collision beteen engine No. 15! and the rear 
ear of Hows’s train, anu the damage done was 
equal to that caused by the ‘collision between the 
trains of engines Nos. 97 and 304. It took 25 min- 
utes to clear the tracks, and the trains were so 
muddled up north of the scene of the accident 
that matters were still mixed last evening. and 
there was no trustworthy record of conductors 
end brakeman. ‘The two damaged engines and 
the cars were sent to the Ninety-seventh-street 
repair shops, and the company’s estimate of 
damage is $15. The reports on the train drawn’ 
by engines Nos. 110 and 1di sdy that no one was 
injured in the slightest. On them were about 
100 passengers, 

The third colhsion oceurred under precisely 
similar circumstances as the first, on tbe up- 
town track of the Second-avenue elevated rail- 
road, at the One Hundred and Hlieventh-street 
station. A train, on which was a score of pas- 
sengers, drawn by engine No. 202, Engineer Tay- 
lor, was at the station when engine No. 7%, C. 
Peel, engineer, with a train and about 25 pas« 
sengers, came up incautiously and dashed inte 
the rear platform of Tavlor’s train. The dam- 
age done was not great, but sufficient to tem- 
porarily disable er » No. 7%. A signal wag 
sent back by the tootway to the Ninty-second- 
street station, and this “held” Engineer W. 
Ferguson's train, drawn by engine No. 207. at 
the station. In this train were about 50 persons, 
half of whom got on the platform, which, with 
the station, is between the tracks, as the con- 
ductor said that the engineer had orders to stop, 
and stop he would until he got the word to go 
.on. The block was made at about 7:35 o’clock, 
and it was then so fogey that persons in the 
evenue could not see the station, 40 feet above 
them. 

‘There was approaching a train with about 33 
passengers, drawn by Engine No. 208, in charge 
of Engineer Jackson Vell. He saw a man sent 
south to tiag his train too late because of the 
grade to the Ninety-second-street station, and 
his engine dashed into the rear platform of .Per- 
guson’s train so violently that the shock was 
heard in Ehret’s brewery, and the employes ran 
to the station. The jolt forced Ferguson’s train 
forward 20 feet, and, the platform of the car be- 
hind Bell’s engine breaking from the drawbar, 
foreed itself under the cab of the engine and 
tore it otf. The cab fell westward, and, after 
grazing the side of the station and making sev- 
eral holes in it, demolished the upper end 
of it, and then, the station having been 
passed, fell over the piatform and threatened 
to sweep it. The passengers from Ferguson’s 
train who were on the platform were panic- 
stricken. The platform swryed as if it were 
about to fali. Ten of those on it were girls and 
their shrieks added to the confusion. All ran to 
the down-town track and got on it, disregarding 
the danger they ran from approaching trains. 
Ehret’s men, seeing the wrecked station and the 
steam which came from .the disabled engine, 
beiieved that the station was on fire and sent 
outan alarm from ‘Chird-avenue and Ninety- 
second-street, wiich brought three engines and 
two hook and ladder companies. The firemen, 
Gashing up the stairs of the station, rekindled 
the excitement xmong the passengers, who had 
returned to the platform, because they saw that 
their escape through the station was cut off by 
the pile of wreck ut the door. There was no fire 
and the fire apparatus went away, and the pas- 
sengers, taking the track, got to the station 
stairs overa girder. 

When order was partially restored, attention 
was directed to Engineer Bell, who was pinned 
down by the leg on his engine by the wreck of 
the water tank. Wher he was released it wag 
found he was severely bruised and cut, and he 
was taken to his home, No. 1.935 Third-avenue. 
Then a mav bleeding from a severed artery on 
the right side of his face, anda lady whose wrist 
Was Cut and biceding, were led from Bell’s train. 
The lady would not give her name, and went 
awey after asking the man if she could aid him. 
He is Joseph Muivanny, of No. 95 Virst-avenue. 
He was on his wey to bis work,as a caulker of 
wate» pipes for Fay & Morton, at Ninety-second- 
street ‘und First-avenue. As the Ninety-second- 
street ¢tation was neared, the conductor called 
itand \7as not aware of any peril. Mulvanny 
got up with his dinner pail and was near the 
door of tbe car when the collision occurred, and 
he and a brakeman were thrown down. In fall- 
ing Muivanuy struck the orbitof his right eye 
against the door handle and received a cuttwo 
inches long anda contusionof the neck. He 
was taken to the Hast Eighty-eighth-street po- 
lice station louse, bandaged up, and sent home. 
The damage done to the property of the com- 
pany was great. Engine No. 208 was a wreck. 
Its ffootplates, drawbar, water connections, and 
tank and cub were destroyed, and it was laid 
up at the Sixty-seventh-street yard. The 
car behind it had its front platform 
demolished and the rear. platform of 
tac last car on Ferguson's train was destroyed. 
S-+- ofthe drawbars of the other four cars of 
both trains and a few windows were broken. 
About $200 damage was done to the station an 
the faiks of the inner guardrail, showing that i 
the cab hed swung east it would have carried 
the train off. The officers of the company esti- 
mate the damage to rolling stock. at trom $30 
to $400. It ‘will probably exceed $1,000. The 
sbock was so-violent as to scatter coaljs, tools, 
giass, and othe. portions of the wreck over the 
avenue fora radius of 50 feet, some of them 
By the accident travel on 
the road was delayed from 45 to 50 minutes, and 
matters were muddled for six hours because of 
the block of trains behind Bel)'s train.

eighth-street were running oneanda haif min- 
utes apart. From the next station below, 
(Eighty-fourth-street,) they ran one minute 
apart. If a train were deiayed halt a minute 
and the one behind it were half a monute ahcad 
of time, they were brought very close together. 
The accident was the result of a fog in which an 
engineer could not see 75 feet ahead, and it was 
unusually thick on the Rarlem Flats. A down 
train stopped at One Hundred and Sixth-strect. 
Another train ran up behind and just camein 
contact with it. A third train ran into the last. 
The only damage was the bending of a draw- 
bar, and $10 woufd cover all the injury 
wrought. An engine was substituted for the 
one on the second train, at Ninety-eighth-street. 
A girl who was getting on the first train at the 
station was slightly hurtin the calf of the leg. 
The acciaent on the Second-avenue was on the 
up track. A train stopped at the station, and 
the * fog man” flarged the following train. The 
rear guard on the second train ran back to 
warn the next train. His train started up and 
ran into the station, and he did not remain at 
the rear. The train was delayed at the station, 
and a third train came upand ran intoit. The 
eab was knocked off the engine of the last train, 
and the platforms of several cars splintered. No 
one was hurt, and $150 would probably cover the 
damage. 

Superintendent Goundie said that the fog was 
the only serious thing the elevated roads had to 
contend with. The railroad company would be 
zlad to find a system that would absolutely pre- 
vent accidents. Thousands of dollars had been 
spent on electrical appliances, but none were 
positive, and if the appliances were not positive 
they were worse than none at all. Every safe- 
wnard was employed, but accidents, of course, 
were bound to happen as they did the world 
over. The judgment of the engineers on the 
elevated roads was relied on, and if it was at 
fault at the wrong moment it was something un- 
avoidabie. 

Jackson Bell, the engineer of motor No. 208, 
drawing the train which ran into the one on the 
Second-avenue line, and 8S. J. H. Howes, the 
engineer of motor No. 110, drawing the train 
which ran into the one on the Third-avenue line, 
were suspended pending an investigation. Col. 
i. K. Hain, the General Manager of the elevated 
railways, said there was no recklessness shown 
by either engineer. The accidents were the re- 
sult of fog. The fog came up in banks and was 
so thick at times as to be impenetrable. The 
report made to Col. Hain was that there was a 
disregard of the signal of the “fog man” on 
the part of Engineer Bell. 





THE NEXT YEAR'S EXPENSES. 


ITY ESTIMATES PASSED BY THE BOARD OF 
ESTIMATE AND APPORTIONMENT. 

The Board of Estimate and apportion- 
gent last evening took up the final estimates, 
and after scant three hours of work finished and 
declared the estimates for the expenses of the 
City Government for 1885. Except upon one 
point there was little discussion and none of the 
personalities which marked the completion of 
the like work in 188. When the item 
of $150,000 for extra street cleaning in 
ease of the visitation of cholera was 
reached President Kirk said he thought 


that Commissioner Coleman had altogether too 
much money to spend. “I saw a criticism of 
this appropriation in Tur Nrw-YorK TIMpS 
this morning,” said Controller Loew, “the idea 
being that it was rather shutting the stable door 
after the horse was stolen. Itseems to me that 
we had better provide that this money be spent 
at the discretion of the Commissioner of Street 
Oleaning and the Mayor.” 

“Or the Commissioner and the Board of 
Health,” observed Mayor Edson. 

After some discussion the expenditure was 
placed at the discretion of the Mayor, Commis- 
sioner, and Board of Health. 

The Com sioners of Charities and Correction 
asked for $30,.000for the distribution of coal to 
outdoor poor, but the board in:making up the 
provisional estimate reduced the amount to 
310,000. The Board of Aldermen increased this 
to $20,009, and the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment put it back to $10,000. 

“Twon’t vote forthat item,” said President 
irk when thissum wasread. “I won’t vote to 
confirm the estimates at ail unless that is in- 
creased to $20,000." 

The other members of the board argued with 
Mr. Kirk, but to no avail. The Mayor and Con- 
troller said the poor woulda be benefited and 
made better citizens if theitem were stricken 
out entirely, and Mr. Asten agreed with them. 
Mr. Kirk said there was a great deal of suffering 
among the poor, and that many people would 
not apply to the institutions, which had been 
liberally provided for, for aid. Even when it 
was pointed out that coal was a zood deal cheaper 
this Winter than last Mr. Kirk remained obdurate, 
and the board finally voted $20,000. After trans- 
ferring $160,817 69 of unexpended balances to the 
general fund the estimates were confirmed. 

The following table shows the amount ap- 
propriated for the several purposes for 1884, the 
amount asked for 1885 and the amount allowed. 
The amount allowed is $164,260 19 less than that 
allowed for 1884:

A POINT FOR WHISKY MEN | 


HOW THE BONDED TAX LAW MAY 
BE EVADED. 

MR. PHIL THOMPSON GETS AN OPINION 

FROM THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL AFFECT- 


ING THE KENTUCKY DISTILLERS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—Representative 
Philip Thompson, Jr., has made use of 
the holiday recess in a way that seems 
likely to make him extremely popular 
with the whisky men of his State 
and of the country. Having become 
convinced that he had discovered a 
way by which the distillers who own 
vast quantities of spirits in bond could, 
without legislation, avoid the payment 
of the whole tax upon withdrawal of 
the spirits, induced Secretary McCulloch 
to request the Attorney-General for 
an opinion upon the point he wished 
to make. The Department of Jus- 
tice, through Solicitor-General Phillips, 
has rendered an opinion, which ap- 
proved by Mr. Brewster, that the 
‘Treasury Caper’ has the power to 
permit distilled spirits to remain in a dis- 
tillery warehouse after the expiration of 
three years from the date of its entry upon 
the filing by the distiller or owner of the 
spirits of a declaration of his purpose to 
export the spirits, and the giving of a bond 
to do so within a given period. Solicitor- 
General Phillips held that * the exporta- 
tion or transportation bond frees the 
spirits for the time being from any 
obligation for a domestic tax, and, of 
course, from the operation of the 
distillery warehouse bond. The giving of 
such first-named bond is one of the acts by 
the owner which go to constitute the com- 
plex transaction of exportation. Until 
exportation is perfected the spirits also re- 
main subject to a lienon behalf of the 
Government. Therefore, while by the in- 
ception of the transaction of exportation 
the spirits are transformed into a different 
subject matter from that upon which the 
distillery warehovse bond had operated, 
they nevertheless remain one upon which 
the United States have a speciltic con- 
tingent charge in all respects perhaps, ex- 
cept that of contingency, the same as what 
it previously had.” 

Secretary McCulloch is now considering 
the Attorney-General’s decision, and will 
probably issue new regulations in conse- 
quence of it. Before doing so he will to- 
morrow listen to any suggestions interest- 
ed persons may wish to olfer on the sub- 
ject, when a number of Congressmen and 
others are expected to conter with him. 
Mr. Brewster’s opinion is highly satisfac- 
tory to whisky manufacturers, as, if the 
Secretary of the Treasury chooses to be 
guided by it, no action of Congress will be 
required to extend the time for the pay- 
ment of taxes on distilled spirits, that 
result being reached by the simpie formal 
declaration of an owner that he intends to 
export the liquor and the filing of a bond 
todoso. Mr. Thompson said to-day that 
the opinion of the Department of Justice 
clearly does away with the necessity for 
further legislation. Mr. Thcempson says 
the trouble has been that after the owner 
of whisky filed his bond of exportation 
the spirits would be taken from his ware- 
house and kept for months at his expense 
before being shipped abroad. He says that 
the expense of watching and caring for 
the liquor between those periods often used 
up all the profits. 

Some of Mr. Randall’s friends here are 
making a point just now against Ken- 
tucky as the centre of the whisky produc- 
ing interest that whisky is more securely 
protected than pig iron. The competition 
of foreign whiskies is prevented by a cus- 
toms tax of &2 a gallon. The internal 
revenue regulations are such as to discour- 
age the small distillers and favor the large 
manufacturers, thus helping what is called 
‘“*the ring.’’ The prospect of making 
great profits has led the whisky producers 
to overdo their business, and having accu- 
mulated a stock greatly in excess of the 
demand they have repeatedly asked for 
additional protection through relief 
measures.

A DRUNKEN YOUTH REPELS HIS FATHERS 
ADVICE AND SHOOTS HIM. 

SHAMOKIN, Penn., Dec. 30.—The facts of 
a tragedy at Klingerstown, 14 miles from here, 
have just come to hand. Ina quarrel at Heck- 
man’s tavern ut that place last night Henry 
Breist, aged 21, shot and killed his father, Eman- 
uel Breist, one of the wealthiest farmers in the 
Mahantongo Valley. Young Breist returned to 
his father’s home on Dec. 4, after an absence of 
four years, having run away from home in 1880, 
and for four years his parents never heard 
of him. When he returned his father wel- 
comed him warmly, and gave him what 
money he wanted to enjoy himself. He be- 
came notorious around Klingerstown and 
the neighboring towns where he went for 
the purpose of going on extended sprees. 
Among the women here with whom he became 
intimate was Mrs. Mary Heckman, wife of Will- 
jam: Heckman, proprietor of the Klinger’s Gap 
tavern. Heckman and his wife have always 
borne a bad reputation. The young man’s inti- 
macy with Mrs. Heckman soon became a subject 
of gossip. A report of his son's evil doings 
reached the ears of Mr. Breist, and be requested 
his son to have nothing more to do with the 
woman. Only a few hours after receiving the 
lecture from his father young Breist and Mrs. 
Heckman drove to Shamokin and returned 
home late at night both drunk. Next morning 
Mr. Breist turned his son out of doors, 
but through the intervention of friends 
the affair was finally settled upon, young Breist 
solemnly promising to cease his intimacy with 
Mrs. Heckman, Nothing further occurred in 
the case until last night, when Israel Mock, 
Breist’s son-in-law, came to the Briest farm and 
informed the father that Henry and Mrs. Heck- 
man were down at the tavern enjoying them- 
selves. The father, while not believing the 
story, was induced to go to the tavern, and 
when they arrived there Heckman informed 
them that Henry was notin. Mock said be had 
seen him and a quarrel followed between him 
and Heckman, during which Mr. Breist pushed 
his way into the back room and there saw his 
son and Mrs. Heckman sitting at a table, on 
which stood a bottle of whisky and glasses. 

“What are you doing here? This is no place 
for you. Go home,” said Mr. Breist. Henry re- 
plied, in a laughing way, “I guess I know what’s 
good forme. Go home yourself,” a reply which 
so angered the tather that he struck Henry in 
the face, and was about to follow up the blow 
with another, when the drunken youth drewa 
revolver and fired it point-blank at the father, 
who fell to the floor senseitess. Uponseeing what 
he had done the frightened youth dropped his 
weapon on the floor and rushed out. Heckman 
and Mock rushed in, and, on seeing what had 
happened, carried Mr. Breist up stairs. Dr. 
Sampel was summoned, and, upon examination, 
failed to find the bullet. Mr. Breist died at 11 
o’clock this morning. 

Asearch made for Henry has so far proved 
fruitless. Breist was 55 years old and the father 
of four children—three girls and Henry. Mrs. 
Heckman has been arrested for complicity in the 
crime. She is 34 years of age and very ugly.

When Undertaker Tracy went to Health 
Commissioner Raymond, of Brooklyn, yesterday 
morning for 2 permit to bury the body of 
Malachi Daly, who died at his home, No. 608 
Jefferson-street, early Monday morning, it was 
refused on the ground that the case was one re- 
quiring an investigation by the Coroner. Mr. 
Tracy went to Dr. E. E. Wood, of No. 906 Gates- 
avenue, who attended Mr. Daly during his last 
illness. Dr. Wood wrote the Health Commis- 
sioner a Jetter jetailing the case, and stating that 
Mr. Daly had died of blood poisoning, an unmis- 
takable case. It is expected that on the strength 
of this the permit will be issued to-day, if it has 
not already been granted. 

Mr. Daly was 45 years old, married, and leaves 
four children. He was employed as porter by 
0. C. Hatch, a deqjer in hides at No. 92 Gold- 
street, this city. andling hides is not a very 
pleasant occupation, and Mr. Daly’s death would 
go to show that it isa dangerous one. Hides re- 
ceived at the storesin the **Swamp" from the 
West and fureign countries are packed in bales. 
They are of about the stiffness of sheet iron, un- 
even, and with ragged edges, every little spike 
of which would make a bodkin without any fin- 
ishing. On Dee. 18 Mr. Daly, while at work 
about the store, stumbled and fell. He struck 
heavily on a bale of hides, causing an ab- 
rasion of the arm near the shoulder, though 
his clothing was nottorn. It was a heavy fail, 
but in an hour or two he thought no more of 
it, and was at work the next day as usual. On 
Christmas Eve he went home feeling badly, 
complained a great deal on Christmay Day, and 
the next day Dr. Wood was calledin. He found 
on Mr. Daly’s arm where the injury had been 
sustained a spot resembling a vaccine working, 
and around it several good-sized blisters, the 
whole having an erysipelatous look. There was 
little orno pain in the arm, and the only con- 
stitutional sympton was nausea, which con- 
tinued until death. 

‘““My time has come,” said Mr. Daly, “* and 
doctoring will dono good. I’ve been poisoned 
by the hides and have gor to go.” 

Dr. Wood saw that Mr. Daly had been inocu- 
lated with some poison, but saw nothing alarm- 
ing in the ease. When he called on Sunday att- 
ernoon Mr. Daly’s arm was much inflamed, but 
he felt no pain. Hestill persisted that he was 
going to die, and so tirm was he in the belief that 
he appears to have given up without a struggle. 
‘It’s no use,” he said. ‘‘ I’ve seen men poisoned 
too often in handling hides. Samuel McWill- 
iams, a driver, only lived 24 hours after he was 
inoculated. Michael Donovan, who worked 
with me for some time, out his leg on a stiff hide 
one day and he nearly died. You don’t know 
how deadly itis. After I got the skin taken off 
my arm I worked with my sleeves rolled up in 
sorting hides and the dust got into my blood. 
That’s the way it came about.” Mr. Daly died 
suddenly at 2 o’clock on Monday morning. 

The poison, said Dr. Wood, affected the pneu- 
mogastric nerve. and through that paralyzed 
the heart. ** There is no doubt,” he saia last 
night, ** that Mr. Daly died from being inocu- 
lated with a poisonous animal virus. It wasn’t 
the arsenic used in preparing the hides that 
entered his system, even if arsenic had been 
used. ‘The hard hides scraping together in 
handling raise more or less dust, and this is 
poisonous. Mr. Daly told me that men 
employed in the hide stores yery often had 
sore fingers, and related numerous instances 
where they had been seriously affected. Of 
course a good deal depends on the condition of 
a man when he receives such inoculation. If he 
is in a good healthy state he will throw off the 
poison with onlv a little local irritation. If his 
system is out of order and his blood bad, it will 
at once take hold. All dead animals are poison- 
ous. Butchers often receive cuts that give them 
trouble. As an instance, Supervisor Stile was 
badly poisoned a short time ago by thoughtless- 
ly picking his teeth with a skewer. I think a 
great many dog bites result in such serious con- 
sequences from the fact that the dogs have been 
eating bones and offal. In Mr. Daly’s case it is 
plain that he was inoculated with animal virus.” 

Mr. Daly had been along sufferer from stom- 
ach troubles, and this, combined with his age, so 
weakened his constitution that the poison 
spread with great rapidity. Mr. Hatch says that 
he wasa man fitted fora much higher station, 
and his home surroundings attest this. He had 
formerly been a sea Captain. As to his dying 
from poisoning Mr. Hatch was inclined to doubt. 
‘**Tnere have been cases of poisoning from 
hides,” he said, “but they are very 
rare. In the past 10 years I only 
remember two fatal cases. The hides on 
which arsenic is used in curing come from Bue- 
nos Ayres. It is a very weak solution of the 
noison to which they are treated. I havea 
man here named Samuel Brandt. He was bitten 
on the wrist by some insect packed 1n a baie of 
hides. He paidno attention to it at the time, 
but his arm _ravidly swelled, and he had quitea 
time of it. Heis all right now, however. But 
as to being poisoned by the hides, the cases are 
very rare. I often take the skin off my shins 
by running into a hide, but I never pay any at- 
tention to it.”

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MR. RANDALL IN NASHVILLE.

A WARM RECEPTION AND AN ADDRESS ON 
TARIFF BURDENS. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 30.—The Hon. 
Samuel J. Randall has much reason to be proud 
of tho recoption given him to-day by the citi- 
zens of Nashville. While Henry Watterson has 
been striking at him through the Courier-Jour- 
nal, Col. Colyar has been defending him in the 
columns of the American, and worked up pub- 
lic sentiment so thoroughly in his favor that ex- 
tensive arrangements were made for his recep- 
tion. When the train rolled into the station at 8 
o’clock this morning there were hundreds of 
persons assembled to meet the distinguished 
guest. The Pennsylvania statesman was re- 
ceived by the same committee who went 
to Kentuck to welcome him within 
the borders of Tennessee. The visiting party 
comprised Mr. and Mrs. Randall, Copgroumise 
McAdoo, of New-Jersey, with Mr. A. 8. Colyar, 
Col. Thomas Claiborne, the Hon. M. T. Bryan, 
J. M. Dickinson, Capt.. Pitcher, and Messrs. 
Considine, Austin, and Justi, of Nashville. 
When Mr. Randall alighted from the car. Gen. 
W. H. Jackson, brother of Senator Howeil E. 
Jackson, madea brief address, to which Mr. 
Randall responded as follows: “It gives 
me great pleasure to be here. I know 
but one country and one brotherhood. I 
am proud to be with you.’’ Mayor Phillips then 
welcomed Mr. Randall and tendered him the 
frecdom of the city. Members of the commit- 
tees, accompanied by Mr. Randall and his party, 
then entered carriages and were conveyed to the 
Maxwell House, where breakfast was served. 

Breakfast over, residents of Nashville and 
other places called upon him in large numbers 
and were cordially received. Many merely ex- 
changed a few words of grecting, while 
others lingered to talk about the tariff, 
the new South and the policy of the new Ad- 
ministration. Thus engaged, Mr. Randall was 
preroaves from calling upon Gov. Bate, 

yut paid his respects to Mrs. James K. 
Polk, who entertained him in a most 
agreeable way and discussed men and measures 
in a manner which excited his admiration and 
increased his appreciation of one of the most 
noted ladies in the land. After spending 
some time at Polk Place and _ viewing 
the tomb of the dead President, Mr. Randall vis- 
ited Vanderbilt and Fisk Universities and the 
manufactories. These establishments were 
carefully inspected, and comments as 
to the bright future in _ store for 
the South in a manufacturing way 
were freely made. Mr. Randall was then enter- 
tained at dinner by Col. Colyar, and the hour 
thus spent was devoid of special interest. At 
night Mr. Randall addressed 2,500 persons at the 
Grand Opera House. He was loudly applauded 
atintervals. He said: 

“T can sincerely and truthfully say that I 
stand here to-night with a heart overflowing 
with gratitude for the constant, yet considerate, 
kindness which ! have received on every 
hand and at every step since I came 
among the noble Tennesseeans. This State 
was not one of the thirteen original States, yet 
it came in closely upon the admission of Ken- 
tucky in 1791, Tennessee being admitted in 1796, 
and she has furnished to the country two of the 
greatest Presidents who have occupied the Ex- 
ecutive chair. Gen. Jackson and Mr. Polk were 
furnished by this State as Presidents of the 
United States for the benefit of a common coun- 
try, and to the honor of your State in every 
particular. After 24 years of Democratic ab- 
sence from power at last the Democratic Party 
will come again to prevail on the 4th of March 
in the administration of the Government, and 
for the first time in that period we shall have an 
administration which shall always be found in- 
grafted in the affections of the entire people. 

‘“We have had a system of burdens placed 
upon the people of the United States that have 
become absoiutely oppressive, and we are to-day 
made victims of the most excessive taxation 
known to any civilized Government. Wehavea 
system which is inquisitorial, nay, may I notsay, 
inhuman. Surely I can at least say un-American. 
But the great body of the American people, as 
they have always in the past history of our 
country, have determined that it shall be 
wiped out. I allude to the system of internal 
taxation. [Vociferous applause.) There may 
be some here who will differ witn me, and 
to such I want to address myself and tell 
each of them why I am actuated in that direc- 
tion. The amount of taxation from that source 
aggregates $120,000,000. This is just about the 
amount of money that there is no occasion to 
collect at all. Now this internal taxation has 
been particularly oppressive upon the people of 
the Southern States. This system of taxation 
comes to us from English authority. It 
was instituted in England in 1643, and 
has never yet had the full sanction and 
good-will of that people inits administration. 
It is one of the institutions handed down 
to us by our ancestors, and when the power 
came to be discussed, as to one of the ;necessary 
powers to be given to the Federal Government 
in the Constitution uf the United States it was 
only placed there after great doubt and long dis- 
cussion, and then it was incorporated or created 
with the distinct understanding that it was only 
to be exercised in time of great war necessity. 
In 1801 the internal taxes that were then operat- 
ing and became necessary during the two Ad- 
munistrations of Gen. Washington and the one 
Administration of Mr. Adams, were, upon the 
recommendation of Mr. Jefferson, wiped from 
the statutes. Again the war of 18]2 made 
it necessary to adopt this system to furnish 
means to carry on the war against Great Britain. 
In 1817, within two years after the victory of 
Gen. Jackson at New-Orleans, upon the recom- 
meudation of Mr. Monroe, this internal system 
was swept from the laws of our country, and 
now we tind ourselves with no necessity for the 
money derived from this source. 

‘Twenty years after the war is over which 
prompted the levying of it we find the Repub- 
lican Party, and some of our own party, I regret 
to say, still willing that the American people 
shall be subjected to this vicious system of 
taxation. Itis given asas an excuse that these 
taxes have taken away your necessity for a high- 
er rate of? tariff on imports. That I distinctly 
deny. I say to-day that the revenues of this 
Government ought not to exceed two hundred 
and fifty millions of money. I say that there is 
no constitutional authority in the instrument to 
take from the pockets of the people one dollar 
in excess of the amount necessary to economi- 
cally administer public affairs.” 

‘**In addition I will say that there is no excuse, 
no right or reason for any such taxation, so that 
whether we look at it from a legal standpoint or 
as a question of policy the time has come when 
internal taxation should be entirely repealed. 
{Vociforous applause.] The very approach in 
the tariff law to what is termed by some a rev- 
enue tariff Jaw will increase and not di- 
minish the revenue. The Republican Party 
seeks to continue this taxation, and for 
what purpose? Their candidate for President 
during the late campaign made plaln what their 
object was. They wanted to raise this hundred 
million of dollars and more for the purpose of 
distributing it among the States of this Union. 
I am free to say that, although utterly unconsti- 
tutional from beginning to end though it is, 
my main objection is that it would forever make 
the States of this Union the dependents of the 
Federal authority and destroy that relation 
which should exist between the States toward 
the Union, and utterly wipe out the rights of the 
people of the States, which are the groundwork 
of our institutions of freedom—the rights and 
liberties of the citizens. Now, * believe that the 
sooner we go back to the strict construction of 
our Constitution the better it will befor the 
American people.” [Prolonged applause. ] 

* Now, having said to you that Ewant to get 
clear of the international revenue taxation, you 
have a rational right to ask on what way I 
would coilect the public revenue. I would 
transfer it or remit tho raising of the revenue to 
the approved mode of collecting it from duties 
puton imports. ] have never been able with 
great study to find justification for a rey- 
enue tax to accomplish protection for the 
suke of protection, and yet we have people 
in the United States that advocate that course. I 
believe such legislation would promote monopo- 
lies, would result in class legislation, which I 
during the period of my public life have always 
resisted.”’ 

There was only one interruption. That was 
made bya man in the gallery. who shouted, 
“Jeff Davis and the Confederacy,’ soon 
after Senator McAdoo, who followed Mr. 
Randall, began speaking. Hisses from every 
part of the House followed the exclamation and 
the unknown subsided, After the speaking Mr. 
Randall held a largely attended reception at the 
Maxwell House. Mr. Randall expressed his sur- 
prise at the rapid advancement of the South, and 
reiterated the declaration that his trip had no 
political significance. 





AMERICAN WATER GAS WORKS. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 30.—The certificate 
of incorporation of the American Water Gas 
Works Construction Company, of New-York, 
capital stock $1,000,000, was filed in the office of 
the Secretary of State on Dec. 19, 1884, and the 
company was organized, with William C. Buck- 
lin, Treasurer, and Joseph H. Devoe, Secretary.

THE WRECKING OF THE NEWARK 
SAVINGS INSTITUTION. 
PRESIDENT DODD ADJUDGED GUILTY OF 
CONTEMPT AND THREE OTHER MAN- 
AGERS RESPONSIBLE FOR ANY LOSS. 

TRENTON, Dec. 30.—An opinion was filed 
in the Chancery Office this afternoon in the mat- 
ter of the application to have Daniel Dodd and 
the managers of the Newark Savings Institution 
declared guilty of, and punished for, contempt 
of court for loaning and investing the funds of 
the bank contrary to the orders of the Court of 
Chancery, under which it had been operating 
since 1877. The court had ordered that its funds 
should only be invested in bonds of the United 
States, the State of New-Jersey or city 
of Newark. The bank, through its Presi- 
dent, Daniel Dodd, deposited $840,000 
in bonds with Fisk & Hatch, and made two loans 
of $800,000 each to E. H. Harriman & Co. 
When Fisk & Hatch failed the box in which the 
deposit had been was empty, but the loans to 
Harriman & Co. were repaid. 

The opinion, which 1s an exceedingly long one, 
after reviewing the transactions complained of, 
goes on tosay: “If it were possible for a party 
tocommita contempt of court by the inherent 
insolence of his defense, it would seem to be 
quite plain, when the circumstances under 
which the order alleged to have been violated 
was made are considered that some of the per- 
sons now before the court ona charge of con- 
tempt should be adjudged guilty whether their 
conduct prior to their appearance in court on 
the present charge justified a conviction or not. 


With my views of what constitutes propriety.'de- 
cency, and manliness, it is scarcely possible for 
me toimaginea course of conduct more disre- 
spectful and insulting than fora suitorto aska 
judicial tribunal to give him, by the righttul ex- 
ercise of its undoubted jurisdiction, aid and pro- 
tection, convince the court that he is entitled by 
the law of the land to what he asks, cause the 
judgment of: the court to be entered on its 
records, and take to himself all the benefit and 
the advantage that can accrue from the judg- 
ment, and then after he has got all he can get, 
and when his interests or his caprice or his con- 
ceits make it desirable for him to do so, to insul 
the] court by trampling upon its judgment an 
defying its authority, and when he is called upon 
to answer for his misconduct, to tell the court 
that it is without power to punish him, for it had 
no authority to pronounce the judgment which 
he convinced it that it had authority to pro- 
nounce, and$which he bas since contemned.” 

The Vice-Chancellor, however, says that be is 
satistied that the defendant did not place him- 
self in that position, but his counsel put in that 
line of defense against his consent. The opinion 
reviews the order made in 1877, and holds that the 
court had the power to make it, and that it was 
its duty to do so, and says if the order had been 
obeyed an old and charitable institution would 
have been preserved to the public and all danger 
to depositors would have been averted. The 
opinion refers to the two loans of $800,000 each 
made to E. H. Harriman & Co., being secured by 
collaterals other than those prescribed by the 
court as being willful violations of the court’s 
order. The loans were paid after the institution 
failed a second time, The Vice-Chancellor 
therefore holds that the Harriman loans con- 
stituted a willful contempt of the court’s order, 

Referring to the Fisk & Hatch loans, the opin- 
ion quotes the letter of Fisk & Hatch, of Jan. 22, 
1883, in which they say: ‘tit is understood, of 
course, that we are to keep at all times in your 
special box in our vaults a sufficient amount of 
good securities to cover the amounts with ample 
margin.’”? The Vice-Chancellor says: ‘** The box 
mentioned in the letter asa special box of the in- 
stitution was not the property of the institution, 
but of Fisk & Hatch, they held the box and the 
keys which locked and unlocked it. The box 
was kept in their vault, and there no officer of 
the institution could enter without their leave. 
A simple “No,” without even closing the door 
of the vault, was all that was necessary at any 
time to putit completely beyond the power of 
the institution to secure a single one of the 
securities held for this large sum of money until 
after the debtor had had full opportunity to 
place them all beyond the reach of even judicial 
power. 

The Vice-Chancellor says he thinks Mr. Dodd 
was justified in believing Fisk & Hatch meant 
United States bonds when they said good secur- 
ities. ** This contract,” says the Vice-Chancellor, 
referring to the Fisk & Hatch letter, ** was still 
in ful) force when Fisk & Hatch suspended. 
They were still indebted to the institution in the 
sum of $845,000. The special box was stiil in 
their vaults, but the box was emnty and the in- 
stitution was without a enny’s  securi- 
ty. Fisk & Hatch had availed themselves 
of the control which their contract gave 
them over the collateral to deprive the 
institution of its security; true, not honestly, 
but fraudulently, but none the less effectually. 
Except for short intervals, the proofs show that 
the loan was whoily unsecured by any collateral 
whatever. Such a transaction is, I think, with- 
outa precedent in the history of the modern 
business world. I cannot believe that a single 
ofticer of this institution would have loaned 
$5,000 of his own money on the same sort of se- 
curity to any borrower whose personal integrity 
did not give him all the security he desired.” 

The Vice-Chancellor determines that Presi- 
dent Dodd alone was guilty of these contempts, 
but that three other managers—A. Bishop Baltd- 
win, Algernon 8. Hubbell, and Francis Mackin— 
had such a knowledge of them as to render them 
legally liable for their pecuniary consequences. 
In the last two pages of the opinion the Vice- 
Chancellor refers very pointedly to the 
pressure which has been brought’ to 
bear upon the court to hasten the de- 
cision of this case, evidently referring chiefiy 
to the criticisms upon the delay made by Justice 
Depue in his charge to the Grand Jury in New- 
ark last week. After alluding to the arbitrary, 
despotic, and omnipotent nature of the power 
of punishing contempt, and the necessity for the 
use of caution in its exercise, he concludes: 

“A Judge who either hastens or falters in the 
discharge of any duty under the stress of extra- 
neous influence, come from what source it may, 
has neither the courage nor the independence 
necessary for the faithful discharge of his duty.”

THE MICHIGAN LUMBER TRADE, 

Derrort, Mich., Dec. 80.—The cut pine 
lumber upon Saginaw River and tributaries this 
year foots up 964,435,984 feet. This amount has 
never been exceeded, except in the years 1881 
and 1882. The shipments from the river have 
been lighter in proportion than usual, owing to 
tne prevailing dullness in lumber business 
which has characterized the whole season. Asa 
consequence 458,046,848 feet remain on docks, of 
which only 51,550,000 feet are sold. Shingles 
show alike condition of output, amounting to 
261,266,750 feet. The production was only sur- 
passed in 1881 and 188. Cut hardwood lumber de- 
clined from 32,000,000 feet last :year to 14,000,000 
this year. ‘The number of staves manufactured 
was. 49,327,116, and pieces heading, 2,851,351.. This 
comprises the bulk of the lumber business on the 
eastern side of the State; reports from the west- 
ern side of the State will probably show a similar 
state of things, except that more unsold prodnct 
may be stored in yards at Chicago instead of on 
the docks at home. The fact that such a large 
quantity of lumber remains unsold will havea 
marked effect on cut logs the present Winter. 
Overations in woods have not been onsuch a 
limited scale for years. This fact will have an 
important bearing on prices next season.

AFFAIRS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


‘ MR. SENEY LEAVES THE BOARD. 
HE UNEXPECTEDLY RESIGNS AS A DIRECTOR 
OF THE EAST TENNESSEE ROAD. 

George J. Seney sent to the Board of Di- 
rectors of the East Tennessee, Virginia, and 
Georgia Railroad yesterday his resignation as 
one of their number.- This action on his 
part was unexpected, and following, as 
it did, upon the heels of some spirited 
remarks which he recently addressed to certain 
members of the board, it was viewed by Wall- 
street men with much interest. The text of Mr. 
seney’s letter was carefully guarded by the offi- 
cers of the company, who explained that it had 
not been formally acted upon by the Directors, 
and therefore ought not to be published. From 
certain outgivings of some of Mr. Seney’s 
friends it was inferred that the letter contained 
sone sharp statements of facts and opinions. 

It is well known that Mr. Seney, who is still one 
of the largest holders of East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia securities, has been working 
earnestly for some time to bring about a har- 
monious agreement upon some plan of reor- 
ganization. The road is i a bad condition 
and needs money badly. [It was proposed to 
raise $1,000,000, and Mr. Seney and his 
friends assert that Messrs. Thomas. Brice, 
Martin and others agreed to raise $300,000 if he 
would obtain subscriptions for $700,000. When 
he satistied his fellow-Directorsithat he had suc- 
ceeded in accomplishing his part of the work 
they backed out of the agreement entirely. as he 
alleges. Outside observers declare that if Thom- 
as, Brice, Martin, and their triends did make the 
agreement that Mr. Seney alleges, they did it 
with the conviction that Mr. Seney would not 
be able to carry out his part of it. 

Tt was at a meeting held last Saturday that the 
Directors voted not to raise $300,000, and at the 
same meeting, it is said, Mr. Seney upbraided 
his fellow-Directors roundly. Itis said that he 
addressed Mr. Martin, more in sorrow than in 
anger,as a man of whom he had expected much 
better things. He had no compliments to bestow 
upon Messrs. Thomas and Brice. 

At the company’s office, yesterday, it was 
stated that Mr. Seney based his resignation upon 
the ground that inasmuch as the bondholders 
were to be asked to come to the aid of the road 
financially, it was proper and best that they 
should be in control. The impression was given 
out that Mr. Seney retired simply in the inter- 
ests of harmony, not because he was dissatisfied 
and indignant. My. Seney himself was not dis- 
posed to talk about the matter, 


JERSEY CENTRAL’S INTEREST. 

PHILADELPHIA, Deo. 380.—There has 
been much discussion and guessing recently as 
to the ability of the Philadelphia and Reading 
Railroad Company to meet the guaranteed in- 
terwst on the Jersey Central bonds falling due 
Jan.1. ‘The interest due then amounts to $260,- 
000, and it hasbeen well known that the com- 
pany had nosuch sum in its treasury, in ad- 


dition to the amount of the large interest pay- 
ments to be made on the same day onits own 
bonds and other obligations. President Keim 
and Samuel Dickson, his lawyer, were in New- 
York yesterday in consultation with the Jersey 
Central people with reference to the January 
interest. Mr. Keim was at the Reading office to- 
day where a high official of the company author- 
ized THE TIMES’S correspondent to say that 
the matter had been satisfactorily  ar- 
ranged. Later it was ascertained on the 
street, from undoubted authority, that the 
money to pay the Jersey Central interest had 
been advanced by the banking house of C. & H. 
Borie, and that it wiii ve shipped to New-York 
to-morrow morning. The subcommittee of the 
Reading Bondholders’ Committee, which was 
appointed yesterday to collect facts and infor- 
mation regarding the Reading property, upon 
which to base a plan of reorganization, met 
at noon to-day atthe Provident Life and Trust 
Company’s building. The subcommittee or- 
gentes by choosing A. J. Antelo Chairman and 
John Wanamaker Secretary, and then spent an 
hour in talking over the matter. No conclusion 
was arrived at. After the adjournment Mr. 
Wanamaker went to the Reading Company’s 
office to get facts and figures desired by the sub- 
committee, which will meet every day this week. 
ERS PRES 
-TRACKS COVERED WITH WATER. 

Sr. Lowvrs, Dec. 80.—The wet weather of 
the past few days has interfered considerably 
with railroad business. At the Missouri Pacific 
headquarters yesterday a telegram was received 
reporting cold weather north of here, the ther-° 
mometer at Kansas City marking 6° below zero. 
The cold wave, however, bas not yet reached 
St. Louis, and it is still raining here. At the 
Missouri Pacific office this evening telegrams 
were received stating that at several points in 
Texas on the International and Great Northern 
Division the water was up to the ties. 
The Belmont and Cairo branches were re- 
ported in good condition. On the Missouri 
Pacific, near Saline and Little Rock, there are 
washouts, while water covers the track at sey- 
eral points. There are also heavy washouts on 
the New-Orleans and Pacific Divisions, but the 
main line below Texarkana seems to be in good 
condition and passengers are reaching Texas 
points all right. 

Owing to the bad condition of the Wabash 
tracks, which at some points are covered by 
water, itis running its trains from Litchfield 
over the Indianapolis and St. Louis tracks. The’ 
Indianapolis and St. Louis bridge at Terre Haute 
is threatened by the ice gorge. All roads run- 
ning in here will suffer more or less by the pres- 
ent thaw, which comes in the nature of a regu- 
lar deluge.

FLAMES IN A MILITARY SCHOOL 


SN 8G 
NEW-YORK INSTITUTE NEARLY 
STROYED BY FIRE. 

At about 9:15 o’eclock last night Danie) 
Norton, who lives on the King’s Bridge Road, ran 
excitedly into the engine house on Tenth- 
avenue below One Hundred and “Fifty- 
fifth-street and said that fire bad broken 
out at the old French Military Insti- 
tute, at One Hundred and Seventy-second- 
street and King’s Bridge. Mr. Norton and 
his buggy were covered with mud, and his horse 
was steaming. He had driven more than a mile 
through mud from three to six inches thickin 
about six minutes. As he spoke an alarm locat- 
ing a fire where he had reported one to be 
sounded from the box. 

While the firemen were getting ready he said 
that he was walking his horse past the institute 
grounds, when he was startled by a figure 
in white, with streaming hair and beard, 
tugging frantically at the fire box near 
the entrance gate. He leaped from his 
buggy, thinking surely that a maniac was at 
large, who might do the neighborhood mischief, 
and pounced upon the white-clad figure. In- 
stantly a pair of gleaming eyes met his 
in the darkness and a wild voice cried: * For 
God's sake open this box or Jill be ruined.” 
Mr. Norton then recognized his prisoner as Prof. 
John T. Hayes, the Principal of what has been 
known of late years as the New-York Militar 
Institute. The Professor had on only his night- 
shirt, and was shaking with cold and exeitement. 

Mr. Norton took the keys from the trembling 
hands of the Professor, who stood by 
sobbing and moaning that the flames, 
whose glare then appeared over the knoll 
beyond the gate, were ruining him. The fire-box 
key would not work. Mr. Norton sent the Pro- 
fessor back to the institute to arouse the in. 
mates, and whipped his horseintoa run forthe 
fire engine house. 

In alittle while after the first alarm the sky 
grew a deep red over Washington Heights and 
another alarm was sounded, which sent the six 
fire companies from the section thereabout 
lumbering up the heavy roads toward the point 
where the sky was brightest. There was so 
much hubbub that people turned out of nearly 
all the houses in the. neighborhood. Many 
of them chased the tiremen up _ the 
road. It was generally thought that 
the Juvenile Asylum, from the direction 
of which the fire appeared, was burning. 
When the engines reached the institute, at 
about 9:30 o’clock, the frame buildings, in 
which were the class and arill rooms, the 
gymnasium, library, and other apartments ex- 
cept the dormitories, were beyond saving. 
Prof. Hayes had awakened his household of 
18 persons—it is now vacation at the Insti- 
tute and many are away—and was at work 
with them trying to save the contents of the 
main building, which is of brick, but which was 
already in great danger. The firemen devot- 
ed themselves also to that building, and in 
an hour had the fire under control. [t was not 
extinguished, however, until after midnight, 
when the south wing of the main building, 
which adjoinedthe frame structures, was in 
ruins, only part of the walls standing. 

It is suspected that the fire was an incendiary’s 
work. When the holiday vacation began fires 
in the stoves and furnaces in the frame 
buildings were put out, and have _ not 
since been lighted. The buildings, indeed, 
were not open to _ general use, but 
the janitor looked through them _ sev- 
eral times daily. At dark yesterday he re- 

orted to Prof. Hayes that they were all right. 
Military discipline is kept up at the institute, and 
early retiring is one of the rules. At 8:30 0’clock 
last night, when all the lights were out in the 
dormitories, Prof. Hayes went to his own room, 
which is in an extension at the rear of the house 
and commands a view of the entire premises. 
He had nearly fallen asicep. when his 
room was suddenly lighted by the _ first 
flash of flame from the wooden buildings. Pick- 
ing up his keys, he rushed from the house in the 
asuise in which Mr. Norton found him at the fire

Suspicion of incendiarism is based on an oc- 
currence at the institute yesterday afternoon, 
A colored man named William, who had 
done sundry work for Prof. Hayes, was 
discharged. There wase scene over it. and the 
man left, threatening to make Prof. Hayes re- 
gret it within 24 hours. The total loss is about 
$65,000. The building is owned by J. P. Martin.

tHE FORMATION OF A DEAF VARIETY OF 

THE HUMAN RACE SCIENTIFICALLY DIS- 

CUSSED—VARIOUS PLANS CONSIDERED, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—Among a number 

of memoirs transmitted to Congress by the Na- 


tional Academy of Sciences is a paper prepared 
by Prof. Alexander Graham Bell upon the for- 


mation of a deaf variety of the human race. In 
discussing the marriages of the deaf Prof. Bell 
gays it is evident from the records that there is 
gm tendency among deaf-mutes to select deaf- 
mutes as their partners in marriage; that this 
tendency has been commonly exhibited during 
the past 40 or 50 years, and that there is every 
probability that the selection of the deaf bv the 
deaf in marriage will continue in the future. 
“ While we cannot at present arrive at any per- 
centage,” he continues, “it is certain that the 
proportion of deaf-mute offspring born to deaf- 
mutes is many times greater than the proportion 
born to the people at large.” The Professor's 
conclusion is based upon replies to a circular 
letter of inquiry sent to educational institutions 
for the deaf and dumb and requesting the names 
of pupils who had been admitted who had deaf- 
mute parents. Prof. Bell further says: ‘The 
reports of the American Asylum, New- 
York, Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois institu- 
tions show that in each institution deaf- 
mutes have been received who belong to fam- 
ilies containing five, six, or even, more deaf- 
mutes; and there is an abundance of evidence 
to indicate that such families are very numer- 
ous in the United States. In cases where there 
are fiye or six children of one family deaf and 
dumb some of them marry when they grow up, 
and in many cases they marry persons who be- 
long, lixe themselves, to families containing 
several deaf-mutes. Thus it happens that we 
have here and there, scattered over the country, 


groups of deaf-mute families connected together 
by blood and marriage. * * Plans for the 

formation ot a deaf-mute community have a 
number of times been discussed by the deaf- 
mutes themselves. ‘The idea originated in the 
action of Congress in endowing the American 
Asylum for Deaf-Mutes at Hartford with a tract 
of land. M. Laurent Clerc, in conversation 
with some of the earlier pupils of the American 
Asylum, remarked that it would bea good plan 
to sell a portion of the land for the benefit of 
the institution and retain the remainder as 
headquarters for the deaf and dumb, who 
could emigrate after being educated. This 
idea took root in the minds of the pupils 
of the American Asylum and afterward de- 
veloped into a number of independent and 
eccentric schemes for the formation of a 
deaf mute community. Some of the pupils 
before their graduation formed an agreement to 
emigrate to the West and settle ina common 
place. Then, a number of years afterward, a 
deaf-mute publicly urged the formation of a 
deaf-mute commonwealth. Congress was to be 
petitioned to form a deaf-mute State or Terri- 
tory. The details, though quite impracticable, 
brought forward the fact that a number of 
schemes of somewhat similar character were in 
the minds of deaf-mutes in different parts of the 
country. One deaf-mute publicly offered to 
contribute -$5,000 ; toward such a scheme if 
others could be found to join him. It was 
urged that the natural affection of the parents 
would jead to the distribution of the land among 
their children, and that, as the majority of their 
children could hear and speak,the land wouid 
soon pass out of the control of the deaf-mutes 
themselves. Tnis was to be remedied in various 
ways—as for instance by legislation—so as to se- 
cure descent in the deaf-mute line alone. The 
American Annals of the Deaf and Dumb became 
the channel of communication between the vari- 
ous thinkers. The scheme that received most 
approbation was the purchase of a tract of land 
by a few of the wealthy deaf-mutes, who 
were to agree to sell out the land in 
small blocks to other deaf-mutes. The whole’ 
scheme was atterward discussed at a convention 
of the deaf-mutes of New-England and was 
overthrown by the influence of the Rev. W. W. 
Turner, Laurent Clerc, and other teachers, in 
conjunction with the most intelligent of the 
deat-mutes themselves. Since then the subject 
has not been *publicly discussed to my knowl- 
edge, but sucha scheme is still favored by in- 
dividual deaf-mutes and may therefore be re- 
vived in organized shape at any time. A Eu- 
ropean philanthropist has commenced the colo- 
nization of a tract of land in Manitoba by deaf- 
mutes. laminformed by a friend who resides 
in Winnipeg that about 24 deaf-mutes with their 
families have already arrived from Europe and 
have settled upon the land. More are expected 
next year.” 

Relative to the adoption of remedial measures 
to lessen or check the formation of a deaf vari- 
ety of the human race in America, Prof. Bell 
says: “fhe first thought that occurs in this 
connection is that ,the intermarriage of deaf- 
mutes might be forbidden by legislative enact- 
ment. So long, however, as deaf-mutes of both 
sexes continue to associate together in adult life 
legislative interference with marriage might 
only promote immorality. Legislation forbid- 
ding the intermarriage of persons belonging to 
families containing more taan one deaf-mute 
would be more practicable. But due con- 
sideration of all the objections renders it 
doubtful whether legislative interference 
with the marriage of the deaf would 
be advisable. The most promising method 
of lessening the evil appears to lie in the adop- 
tion of preventive measures. The immediate 
cause of intermarriage is undoubtedly the pref- 
erence that adult deaf-mutes exhibit for the 
companionship of deaf-mutes rather than that 
of hearing persons. Among the causes that con- 
tribute to bring about this a are seg- 
regation for the purposes of education and the 
use, aS a Means Of communication, of a laneuage 
which is different from that of the people. 
These, then, aretwo of the points that should 
be avoided in the adoption of preventive 
measures. * * * The grand central principle 
that should guide us in our search for 
preventive measures should be the retention 
of the normal en nment during the 
period of education. The natural range 4 
toward adaptation would then co-operate wit 
instruction to Po pape accommodation to the 
permanent conditions of life. The direction of 
change should, therefore, be toward the estab- 
lishment of smail schools and the extension of 
the day school plan. The practicability of any 
great development of day schools will depend 
upon the possibility of conducting very small 
schools of this kind economically to the State, 
for the scattered condition of the deaf and 
dumb in the community precludes the idea of 
large day schools, excepting in the great centres 
ot population. The principle referred to above 
indicates that such schools should be of the 
minimum possible size; for the school that 
would most perfectly fulfill the condition re- 
quired would contain only one deaf child. It 
also points to the advisability of coeducation 
with hearing children. But this is not practica- 
ble to any great extent. No instruction can be 
given through the ear, and complete coeduca- 
fion would only, therefore, be possible by a 
change in the methods of teaching hearing chil- 
dren. It is useless to expect that such a change 
would be made for the benefit of the deaf and 
dumb on account of their limited number. 
Partial coeducation is, however, possible, for 
some studies are pursued in the common 
schools in which information is gained through 
theeye. * * * Nearly one-third of the teach- 
ers of the deaf and dumb in America are them- 
selves deaf, and this must be considered as an- 
other element favorable to the formation of a 
deat race—to be therefore avoided. The segre- 
gation of deaf-mutes, the use of the sign lan- 
guage, and the employment of deaf teachers 
produce an environment that is unfavorable to 
the cultivation of articulation and speech read- 
ing, and that sometimes causes the disuse of 
speech by speaking pupils who are only deaf.” 
Prof. Bell concludes by commending the whole 
subject to the attention of scientific men.

ARMY AND NAVY NEWS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—Gen. Hazen has re- 
turned to the War Department the charges preferred 
against Sergt. Otto Hoiltnorth of having rified Lieut. 
Greeley’s papers, preferring not to order a court-mar- 
tial, although requested to do so by the Secretary of 
War. The Chief Signal Officer assigns as a reason for 


this course that a court ordered by him would be 
merely a garrison court, with power to inflict no se- 
severer punishment than a reduction in rank and a 
short imprisonment. The charges against Holtnorth, 
if proved, should be followed, in the opinion of Gen. 
Hazen, by more summary punishment than such a 
court would be able to impose. 

The Secretary of the Navy has sent the following 
telegram to ail commandants of navy yards who will 
not receive, before Jan. 1,the circular mailed yester- 
day: “* Discharge all emp!oyes who have hitherto been 
paid under the six months’ appropriation act except 
those required to prevent destruction of property or 
loss of life, and all such must work without agreement 
for compensation.” 

Paymaster Carmody has been elected Secretary and 
Treasurer of the Jeannette monument fund, vice 
Lieut. J. H. Moore, who has been ordered to duty on 
the Marion, which is soon to sail for China.

THE ALDERMEN ANXIOUS TO TAKE A HAND 
N MAKING A NEW BOARD. 

A good dealof curiosity has been ex- 
cited in financial and political circles in Jersey 
City within the last few days by a current story 
that the Board of Aldermen propose to bend 
their energies to the making of a new Board of 
Finance. The present Board ot Finance is made 
up of Allan L. McDermott, whois one of the 
State Railroad Tax Commission; Thomas B. 
Jordan, Cashier of the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society, of New-York; Emi! Datz, a well-known 
business man ot Jersey City and New-York}; ex- 
Congressman A. A. Hardenhergh, President of 
the Hudson County National Bank, and Otto 
Heppenheimer, of the well-known firm of Hep- 
penheimer & Maurer. They were appointed by 
the Mayor. is 

The Board of Aldermen claim that the power 
of appointment lies with them, and the case in 
which the question as to where the right of ap- 
pointment iies is now awaiting decision in the 
Court of Errors and Appeals. Some of the 
Aldermen are in favor of making a new board, 
notwithstanding the fact that their right to ap- 
point has not been legally adjudicated, and are 
reported to have entered into a ** deal” to ac- 
complish this. They propose to retain Messrs. 
Datzand Heppenreimer, but to displace Nir. 
Hardenbergh for ex-Justice Seymour, Mr. Mc- 
Dermott for Alderman Reynolds, and Mr. Jor- 
dan for ex-Alderman James C. Reid. If the deal 
can be carried out Alderman Abernethy is to be- 
come City Treasurer and Alderman Furman 
City Controller. 

The scheme was to have been consummaied at 
the meeting of the Board of Aldermen a week 
ago, but the caucus was broken, Alderman 
Abernethy says now that it willbe deterred till 
the Court of Errors shall have ruled upon the 
right of the Aldermen to designate the city 
financiers. Jersey City capitalists look with @is- 
favor upon any changes in the Board of Finance. 
The present board, they say, has won the conti- 
dence of the community and restored the credit 
of the city. Last yearcity bonds could not be 
disposed of at more than 95. ‘'wo weeks ago a 
large block tound ready purchasers at par and 
interest.

SIGNING ANOTHER DOCTOR'S NAME. 

Dr. J. Milton Willians, a colored physi- 
cian, living at No. 209 East One Hundred and 
Fifth-street, called on Dr. John T. Nagle, Regis- 
trar of Vital Statistics, yesterday, and com- 
plained that Dr. E. Elsner, a German, practicing 
as a physician at No. 167 East One Hundred and 


Third-street, had signed his name to a death cer- 
tificate without authority. The complainant 
said that he went to Chicasro on the l4th inst., 
and returned to this city on Christmas Day. 
During his absence, Dr. Eisner was called to at- 
tend Arthur Williams, the child of a colorea por- 
ter employedon the elevated railroad, and living 
at No. 206 East Ninety-seventh-street. Thechild 
died on the 20thinst., and Dr. Elsner senta certifi- 
cate of death to the Bureau of Vital Statistics, 
giving the cause of death as scrofula and 
phthisis pulmonalis. As Dr. Elsner was not reg- 
istered on the books at the Health Department, 
and was therefore not regarded as a regular 
physician, the certificate was not accepted. The 
same day another certiffcate was sent in, pur- 
porting to be signed by Dr. J. Milton Will- 
iams. Thisis the certificate that Dr. Elsner is 
accused of having signed without authority. 
He isalso accused of having sizned Dr. Williams’s 
name to a certificate of death in the same case 
which was presented to an insurance company 
in which the child’s life was insured. Dr. Will- 
jams also alleged that Dr. Elsner, although he 
has practiced in this city for four years, was not 
registered at the County Clerk’s office, as required 
by law. The information given by Dr. Will- 
iams was embodied ina communication to the 
Board of Healtb, which was referred to the 
counsel of the department for action. 

Dr. Elsner admitted that he had signed the 
name of Dr. Williams to the certificates, and 
gave as the reason for doing so that the family 
ot the child were patients of Dr. Williams, and 
that in attending the child he was merely acting 
for the absent physician. He asserted that his 
action was in accordance with the customin 
Germany, where he had studied medicine and 
had practiced for 12 years. He said that he was 
registered in the County Clerk’s oftice and it was 
through ignorance that he had failed to register 
his name on the booksof the Health Depart- 
ment. He had been graduated atthe Medical 
University at Halle,in Germany, but his diploma 
was still in that country.

FRENCH AND GERMAN IN THE SCHOOLS, 
At present the children in the public 
schools are required to devote 100 minutes every 
week to reciting their lessons in the French and 
the German languages, divided into four recita- 
tions of 25 minutes each. Commissioner Tam- 


sen endeavored to get the Board of Education to 
divide the specified time differentiy, so that more 
time should be given each recitation. When the 
matter came up for final action at the meeting 
of the board yesterday afternoon Commissioner 
Wallace said very emphatically that he believed 
the present system of teaching the children Ger- 
manand French to bealmost useless. It gave 
themamere smattering of two languages, but 
notenough of either to be of any practical use 
tothem. He was in favorof a supplementary 
course, in which the school children who desired 
it might have thorough instruction in French, 
German, music, and drawing. he time now 
used with French and German might be better 
applied to the English branches. After urging 
his views at some length, Commissioner Wal- 
lace offered a substitute resolution, limiting the 
time to be Gevoted to these recitation to one 
hour each week. Commissioner Tamsen op- 
a any reduction in the time. He said that 
e was convinced that 100 minutes every week 
was not enough, but as there was not much 
hope of getting anincrease of time he wanted 
a better distribution of that now allowed. In 
some German public schools which he had 
visited five hours each week were devoted to 
teaching the children the English language. 
The matter was finally disposed of by changing 
the rules so that,in place of the present four 
recitations in French and German each week, 
the schoo! principals may, at their option, have 
two recitations of 50 minutes each or else two 
of 35 minutes each and one of 30 minutes. 
During the debate Commissioner Crawford 
created some amusement by saying plainly that 
he believed the whole subject was agitated to 
increase the pay of special teachers and not to 
improve the advantages of the school children.

When Michael Eagle and his wife arrived 
from Ireland in Bayonne some months ago, and 
he secured employment at $15 per week, it was 
agreed between them that $5 of the weekly 
stipend should be put aside fora rainy day. The 
agreement was religiously kept and the money 
was carried to a New-York savings bank for de- 
posit.

Ip part it was 
as follows: 

We assume that you inform us of these violations of 
haw, believing then: correctly reported and as guides 
for our action in suppressing them in the future and 
not as indicating neglect of duty on our part. Of the 
115 unlicensed seilers of liquor by retail cited by you 
we find as follows: 

Seven were at the timie licensed by you and three of 
the places haye been since; three have applied and 
paid for licenses, and while waiting their issue are not 
selling; one house is uninhabitable; one Jot has no 
house upon it; éight are closed up, and were closed by 
the action of the police some time prior to your re- 
port. 

Thirty-one are saloons not licensed or stores dealing 
by wholesale. ‘The proprietors of these retail saioons 
or their employes, whenever caught in the ect of sell- 
ing, have been arrested throughout the year and taken 
betore Justices, by whom they have been trequently 
fined or bailed for trial. That ali were not punished 
and that some have been bailed and held zor trial for 
nearly a year is no faultof this department. Forty- 
two are restaurants, saloons, lager beer manufactories 
and grocery stores. Some are not selling, and no legal 
evidence can be had of violations of the law by the 
others. ‘here aie no visibie signs of the sale of 
iguor. 

‘!wenty-two are private houses to all appearances, 
bearing no indication of selling liquor. It is alleged 
that many, if not ail, of the last named are disorderly 
hovses. ‘he proof that the occupants are violating 
the law by selling liquor is wanting and not within our 
power to pepours, without violating mora! if not statu- 
tory law, by causing our agents to be Jed into tempta- 
tion orto lead others to do wrong. ‘tke falling under 
this temptation—the commission of the wrong—seems 
to be the only proof which some administrators of 
justice willadmit as evidence of the violation of law. 

n similar cases as well us in these it is deemed 
impracticable, without being a particeps criminis, to 
procure evidence of guilt, on which one would feel 
justitied in insinuating, much less openly charging 
violations of law, though one may feel convinced 
morally that the offense exists. Undersuch circum- 
stances we do not deem it our duty to direct or author- 
ize the commissfon of one offense against law and 
morality, by which under the law we might be held 
culpable, in order to ferret out other olfenses of like 
character. If, however, any persons in the employ of 
your department are cognizant of the legal evidence 
to sustain your report, and you will furnish the testi- 
mony for our action, we will promptly avail ourselves 
of it. 

Believing that the united efforts of our respective co- 
ordinate departments in suppressing violations of the 
excise law wouid be productive of the good effect 
which the law designs and our departments desire, we 
respectfully solicit your cordial co-operation, and we 
offer you ours, to accomplish this end. In furtherance 
of it we would ask you to favor us with the existing 
proof and future proof as soon as acquired of the of- 
fenses such as reported by you on the 17th inst., so that 
if legal and satisfactory the necessary prompt action 
can be tuken by us. 

Yhough you were evidently misled when you re- 
ported to us on the 17th inst. into the belief that all 
these reported violations of law were taking place at 
that time, we do not doubt your full reliance in’ your 
sources of information, and as much, if not all, of that 
information was received from your employes, paid to 
gain it, we wouldrespectfully ask youto send them for- 
ward to secure and sustain the warrants of arrest 
that we may feel justified in applying for, and without 
which, as you will see, we cannot act. 

On Saturday a letter was received by the Com- 
missioners from Mr. W. C. Beecher, counseit to 
the Society for the Prevention of Crime, of 
which the htev. Dr. Howard Crosby is President, 
in which he said: ‘*I am requested as counsel to 
the Society for the Prevention of Crime to call 
the attention of your honorable body to the fact 
that, notwithstanding the stringent orders is- 
sued to Inspectors and Captains, the excise law 
appears from the evidence submitted to me to 
have been very generally viotated 1n the Fourth 
Precinct.” Then Mr. Beecher enumerates 14 sa- 
joons that were open on Sunday, Dec. 7, 14, and 21. 
Many other places, he continues, were found 
open, with men and women going in and out, 
but were not entered by the society’s witnesses. 
On Sunday the 14th there were 208 men seen by 
the witnesses in these different places, most of 
them drinking; on Sunday the 2lst, 166 were 
seen in these saloons. These places were open 
to allcomersand no particular effort seems to 
have been made to avoid observation or to con- 
ceal the violation of law going on. “I am in- 
structed to add,” the letter concludes, * that the 
openness and universality of these violations 1n 
the Fourth Precinct indicate a very undesir- 
able laxity upon the part of those ollicials who 
have that precinct in charge. Proof of tho 
above violations will be furnished to the board 
at any time if they desire to make any investiga- 
tion.”

It 
said: “The Commissioners are obliged to you 
for the information, and accept your offer to 
furnish proof of the sales of liquor in violation 
of law. Your witnesses will be received at any 
time by the Superintendent. Inasmuch as the 
Excise Board has power to bring such offenders 
of the Sunday Jaws before the courts, and as pun- 
ishment to promptly revoke the licenses for 
daily sales, our Commissioners would respect- 
fully suggest that the accomplishment of the 
worthy objects of your society might possibly 
be hastened effectively by reporting the viola- 
tions to the Excise Board as soon as possible 
after discovery.”

WELLS UNFIT FOR USE.

WORK OF OUR FISHING FLEETS. 


WHAT IT COSTS TO CATCH MACKEREL IN 
THE GULF OF ST, LAWRENCE. 

GLovuctstmR, Mass., Dec, 80.—In an inter- 
view with Mr. Babson, the Collector of this 
port, some facts and figures relative to the 
fishing interests intimately conaected with the 
Washington treaty wore obtained, During the 
zeason just part the Maine and Massachusetts 
fleets have in all tuken nearly 499,391 barrels of 
mackerel, and out of this total only 21,293 bar- 
rels have been caught in the Gulf of St, Law- 


rence, While Canada takes from 100,000 to 150,090 
barrels yearly. American fleets, numbering 
about 60 of the best-equipped vessels, have 
taken 15,299 barreis, and out of this num- 
ber 12,161 barrels have been taken outside 
the three-mile limit and 3,188 barrels Inside. 
Mr. Babson estimates the value of the 
outside catch at $68,662, and the insiae at $18,190. 
There haye been off our shores 267 American ves- 
sels catching mackerel. The average catch of 
the shore Heet has been 1,670 barrels, and that of 
the bay fleet 251 barrels to cach vessel. The ex- 
pense of the outfit, supplies, &¢c., was $127,517, 
and adding the wages of men at the rate they 
would be paid as sailors, $80,552, we find $208,069 
is spent to secure $86,859 worth of mackerel in 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence, and only $18,190 in the 
limits of that fishery. The United States remits 
in duties $624,000 each year to Canada, 
making during the 12 years of the treaty 
a total of $7,488,000, which with the $5,500,- 

paid, makes a total of $12,988,000, or 
nearly the amount first claimed, $14,500,000. This 
is for the privilege of taking a few mackerel). 
From the month of July, 1873, to the present 
time, during the total fishing seasons our ves- 
sels took from the St. Luwrence Gulf 286,435 
barrels of mackerel, and of these 95,480 barrels 
were caught inside or the three-mile limit. The 
total value was $2,100,802. The value of the in- 
side catch was $700,320; 1,160 vessels at a cost on 
the average of $2,801,122 were employed, and 
190,955 barrels were caught outside of the three- 
mile limit, estimated to be worth $1,400,472, mak- 
ing a difference of $800,000 in amount of ex- 
penses against the whole product, $800,000, and 
against the inshore fishery of about $2,000,000 ad- 
ditional. The actual earnings of the fisherman 
on the average do not exceed $300 per year.

of preventing subscriptions, and is false; that no 
copies of said book are to be sold except to sub- 
ecribers, and that even after publication it can 
be obtained by Estes & Lauriat only by collusion 
and conspiracy with the plaintiff's agents and by 
inducing. them to break their lawful contract 
with the plaintiff to sell only to subscribers, and 
that they are now so conspiring.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 30.—Gen. Sherman 
and Messrs. Childs and Drexel held another con- 
ference of about an hour’s duration to-day with 
reference to the best means of securing to Gen.

THE PARTY IN THE FUTURE. 
From the Boston Adzertiser, Dec. 30. 

In regard to the live questions before the 
country—tax reduction, civil service reform,

4A BASEBALL PROBLEM. 
From the Washington Star, Dec. 26. 

It was reported that Superintendent Mc- 
Laughlin, of the Washington Monument, had 
made a bet with Paul Hines, the famous base- 
ball fielder, that he (Hines) cannot catch a base- 
ball thrown from one of the windows of the 
Washington ‘Monument. Mr. McLaughlin said 
to-day that he had made no such bet, but that he 


would be willing to wager that the ball would 
not be caught. It is probable that the monu- 
ment will be used for many tests as to falling 
bodies, but so much interest attaches to an ex- 
periment similar to the one spoken of that it is 
more than likely the test will be made. Officers 
of the monument calculate roughly that the ball 
would take about five and a half seconds to de- 
scernd, and at the bottom would be going at the 
rate ot about 180 feet per second, or in the neigh- 
borhooa ot twomiles perminute. Theresistance 
to be offered by the person who attempts to 
catch it would be only about 110 pounds, or, in 
other words, he would have to put forth enough 
strength to lift that weight. The ball,it is 
thought, would not be going as fast as many 
that are taken readily by the infielders in a game 
of bali, but there are other matters to be consid- 
ered which would make the test more difficult. 
The great height would perhaps prevent the 
ball’s being seen at once when thrown, and any 
person who hasattemptea to catch a ball thrown 
or batted very high in the air recognizes the 
difficulty of judging it accurately. If Hines 
should attempt to catch it he would probably have 
more trouble in judging it than in catching it. 





SHOPS AND WAREHOUSES BURNED. 

LoGAnsport, Ind., Dec. 30.—For the sec- 
ond time in two years Kentland, Newton Coun- 
ty, this State, was visited by a disastrous fire 
yesterday morning. It originated in the business 


section, and was not controlied until nearly 
every shop and storeroom had been wiped out. 
The loss is estimated at from $40,000 to $50,000, 
mostly covered by insurance. The disaster was 
caused by an incendiary.

RECIPROCITY FOR CANADA. 
From the Toronto (Canada) Globe, Dec. 25. 

All who heard or read the speeches mace 
at the Tory convention and the Tory banquet 
must be satisfied that Sir John Macdonald has 
not the slightest intention of doing anything to 
obtain reciprocity with the United States. The 
people want it, but the monopolists are afraid of 
it, and Sir John is in the hands of the monopo- 
lists. To the farmers, the lumberers, the owners 
of coal and ironand salt mines, it would open the 


markets of 50,000,000 of people. It would retain 
those markets for our fishermen. Our farmers 
who do not now rely wholly gem their grain crops 
know what an advantage it would be to them 
did they obtain free access to the markets of all 
those cities and towns along the frontier, and 
as far south as their sheep, lambs, poultry, pota- 
toes, hay, &c., could be taken with profit. They 
are told coolly that they should look for other 
markets and be independent of these oe 
Independence is good, but Canada is not inde- 
pendent of the markets of the United States 
and cannot be. Our farmers now sell large 
quantities of their produce in that country and 
obtain lower prices for all they sell, because there 
is no reciprocity treaty. A farmer from Essex, 
who spoke at the convention, seemed to find 
satisfaction in the exclusion of American prod- 
ucts from our markets. That 1s a poor sort of 
satisfaction. The exclusion of American prod- 
ucts from our markets does not compensate our 
farmers for having their products so heavily 
taxed south of the Jine. Our lumber dealers are 
not independent of the United States markets 
and never can They must send immense 
quantities of lumber of many kinds to that 
market if they would sellitatall. It willbea 
serious loss to our fishermen to have the Amer- 
ican markets closed against them. Four-fifths 
of our whole population are directly and deeply 
interested in having a fair reciprocity treaty 
with the United States.

CHARACTER OF THE CORRESPONDENCE RE- 
CENTLY DISCOVERED IN CAMBRIDGE, MD.

| XCampripex, Md., Dec. 26.—-Some months 
| azo the record of a most important, interesting, 
; and, we may say, surprising episode in Ameri- 
| can history was found slumbering in a box. 
hidden away in a cellar connected with one o! 
the oldest houses in Cambridge, once the prop. 
erty of the Murray family, and now belonging 
to Col. Clement Sulivane, whose mother is 4 
Murray. This record is contained in four manu. 
script volumes, and embraces a correspondence 
between William Vans Murray, American Min- 


ister Resident and Envoy Extraordinary to the 
Netherlands, and Gen. Washington and Alexan- 
der Hamilton. 

These letters were written after the battle of 
Marengo had made Napoleon the arbiter of Eu- 
rope, and they extend from the year 1797 to the 
year 1799. This was the period when the young 
American Republic was divided between Feder- 
alists and Republicans, and when the destiny of 
its future seemed to be trembling in the balance, 
Washington was a Federalist, and was supported 
with the greatest enthusiasm by the brilliant 
Hamilton, while on the other side Jefferson was 
the leading mind. These parties were also known 
as the English and French Party, because they 
were supposed to represent on one side English 
conservatism and on the other side the French 
idea of a universal republic. The term of Presi- 
dent John Adams was drawing toa close, and 
the momentous question was, Who should suc. 
ceed him? Jefferson aspired to the position, but 
Gen. Washington distrusted him, fearing, if he 
became President, that he would = this coun- 
uy, to France in asweeping revolutionary cru- 
sade. 

At this time a subject of universal interest 
was whether Lafayette, the idol of the American 
people, should leave France and adopt our 
country as his own. Except Washington him- 
self Lafayette was of all living men the most 
popular and the most beloved personage 
throughout the United States. 

Washington and Hamilton publicly joined in 
the Nation’s loud acclaim of gratification which 
followed the announcement of Lafayette’s wish 
and purpose to cross the Atlantic and to becom¢ 
an American citizen. But while they weré 
making evéry demonstration which invited his 
coming, and promised a welcome, they as 8 
matter of fact were most strongly und 
resolutely opposed to his adopting any 
such action. To pravent the consum: 
roation of such design they opened and carried 
on a correspondence with William Vans Murray, 
the American Envoy to the Netherlands, whq 
also informally represented our country wit} 
reference to France. They urged that every ob: 
stacle should be interposed to his coming and 
every possible expedient be adopted. Thiscorres 
spondence gives a history of this remarkable ins 
trigue, for as such it must be characterized. It 
embraces the letters written in connection there- 
with. The devout and sincere patriotism of 
Washington was unguestionably the motive that 
influenced his conduct. He believed that Jeffer- 
son’s political tenets would ruin the Nation, 
and for some reason he was convinced 
that if Lafayette came to America hé 
would join himself to Jefferson, and that in 
such event the balance of parties would be de- 
stroyed, and that the Frenchman’s wonderful 
popularity would carry Jefferson ona tidal wave 
to the Presidency. To prevent this result they 
devoted their utmost energies to prevent se- 
cretly what they advocated openly. To say the 
least of it, the ropes A is startling. 

These letters are copied in four volumes, and 
the writing is close, neat, and perfectly pre- 
served. Col. Sulivane, to whom they belong,pre- 
sented them tothe Librarian of Congress to be 
valued. On his recommendation a joint commit- 
tee has been appointed by Congress to consider 
the propriety of purchasing them. This com- 
mittee has recommended that $5,000 be appro- 
priated for their purchase. On one of the pages

I hada very oo regard and 
high esteem for Mr. Johnson. ewe him .much 
gratitude, and 1 had hoped to show him in such 
way as li might be abie in this country some 
small return for the abundant serylices he so 
generously rendered to me while a visitor in 
America. It has pleased God to order other- 
wise, and I can only say to you, and not to 
him, how highly [ valued him and how 
entirely 1 agree in your estimate of his char- 
acter and powers. In energy, in mastery over de- 
tails, in loyalty, in generous forget‘ ulness of self 
and comfort in working for others, 1 have never 
seen any one like him. Much might and would 
have been expected of him in a country like 
yours; indeed, through a much older country 
sucna man as he must have broken his way.

- Such 
employés of the Government have good 
reason to fear the effects of the new 
influences which will be dominant after 
the 4th of March. There is another class 
of Federal employés who have still better 
cause for alarm as to their future. We 
van in no way describe them more clear- 
Jy, perhaps, than by saying that if Mr. 
‘BuarneE had been elected and Mr. ELKINs, 
Mr. Dorsey, or Mr. POWELL CLAYTON 
had been appointed Postmaster-General 
they would immediately have appeared 
as purchasers of brownstone houses in 
‘fashionable quarters of the capital. 











The whisky distillers rejoice because 
they believe that they are about to gain by 
the action of the Treasury Department 
and the Department of Justice all the re- 
iief for which they have so long appealed 
to Congress. The law requires that the 
tax on whisky in warehouse shall be paid 
ut the expiration of a term of three years 
from the date of entry. Overproduction 
filled the warehouses, and the distillers 
were unwilling to pay the tax upon 
millions of gallons when there was no 
market for it. They asked for an ex- 
tension of time, and thus far they have 
failed to secure the desired legislation. 
After trying to devise some means of 
evading the law by exporting the whisky 
to be stored fora time on the Bermuda 
Islands and elsewhere, they at last turned 
to the new Secretary of the Treasury, who 
aas procured from the Department of Jus- 
tice a remarkable opinion, to the effect 
that if a distiller shall, at the time 
when his tax becomes due, declare that 
be intends to export his warehoused 
whisky and shall file an export bond, 
the Treasury Department has power to 
allow the whisky to remain in the ware- 
house without requiring payment of tax. 
The distillers regard this opinion as one 
that practically provides for an extension 
pf the bonded period. They say that if 
regulations are made in accordance with 
}t they will be able to avoid navment of 





tux. for a year or two by means of the ex- 
port declaration, and then to sell the 
whisky in the home market. The pro- 
posed regulations have not yet, however, 
been issued by the Treasury Department. 








Mr. RANDALL received yesterday a deli- 
cate recognition of the purpose which 
pervades his recent political action from 
the lips of the venerable widow of Pres- 
ident PoLtk. This estimable lady re- 
marked that it gave her great pleasure to 
meet one who was worthy to be the suc- 
cessor of her husband. This was a 
graceful compliment, and may very 
properly have pleased the recipient. But 
when he gets time to reflect it will occur 
to Mr. RANDALL that as a happy omen of 
his future it is not conclusive. Lightning 
rarely strikes twice in the same place or 
in the same way, and the remarkable com- 
bination of circumstances which made 
the obscure Mr. PoLK the candidate of the 
Texas annexationists in 1844 is not likely to 
be repeated, or anything like it, for the 
benefit of a politician equally obscure and 
far less able. : 








Four accidents on the elevated roads in 
the course of one foggy day make a strong 
indictment against the management of 
the roads. There issomething indecent in 
the attempt of the officials to put the re- 
sponsibility on the engineers in charge 
of the trains. The accidents are an- 
other proof that the same persons are 
seldom proficient in the diverse arts of 
stock jobbing and practical railroad 
management. Foggy weather has the 
effect of bringing out the weak points of 
the elevated railroad system, apart from 
the defects of its management. When 
the tracks are slippery the light locomo- 
tives in use can scarcely move the trains, 
and the lack of power in the locomotives 
prevents the use of heavier trains, and 
thus increases the danger of collision by 
multiplying trains. The use of heavier 
locomotives is in turn forbidden by the 
frailty of the structure. 











Judge BARRETT’S suspension of sentence 
against Mr. KaNE is more considerate of 
the defendant than the defendant had any 
right to expect. As Mr. OLNEY pointed 
out, KANE has made the enormous accu- 
mulation which is such a nuisance to the 
neighborhood at his own risk, having 
been indicted for it six years ago. His 
plea that the magnitude of the nuisance 
puts it beyond the power of abatement 
within a reasonable time is an attempt to 
take advantage of his own wrong. At 
the same time the difficulty of making 
the removal in a hurry is undeniable. 
Giving KANE a month in which to wind 
up the business of keeping a public nui- 
sance was probably as near a perfect com- 
bination of justice and mercy as the case 
admitted. 


The London Spectator very properly 
says that the Nicaragua treaty ‘‘ should 
have been preceded by negotiations in 
London,” and adds, with easy assumption 
of a point of view so lofty that it rises su- 
perior to alllogic: ‘‘ If the statesmen of 
the Union would legislate against dyna- 
mite a compromise ought to be easy.” 
The connection between the two subjects 
is not very clear, but the remark permits 
us to suggest that if the nearly omnipo- 
tent Parliament of Great Britain would 
give us one simple example within the 
narrow limits of their little island, and 
under the watchful eyes of their highly 
organized police, of how to ‘‘ legislate 
against dynamite” it might be “‘ easy,” 
or at least easier than it now is, for the 
‘* statesmen of the Union” to do some- 
thing in the same direction. 




















IF 1T HAD BEEN BLAINE. 


What kind of a letter would Mr. BLAINE 

have written if he had been elected 
President and the Civil Service Reform 
League had commended the cause it repre- 
sents to his patriotic care in the exercise 
of the great power with which the Ameri- 
can people had intrusted him? 
» The task would have been in nowise 
difficult, for Mr. BLAINE is as ready at 
professing good principles as any states- 
man whom the league could find in the 
whole country. ‘‘I approve the Reform 
act of Jan. 16, 1883, without qualification 
or reservation”—so he might have writ- 
ten. ‘The two ends to be accomplished 
are impartiality in the mode of appoint- 
ment to be based on qualification and 
security of tenure to be based on 
faithful discharge of duty. If the legisla- 
tive branch of the Government is sep- 
arated from all control of appointments a 
great advantage will be gained in the 
transaction of public business, and the sub- 
jection of appointments to fixed rules will 
go far to relieve the Executive from irk- 
some and wearying labor in sifting the 
claims of importunate applicants. Be- 
lieve me, gentlemen, your obedient serv- 
ant, &c., &c.” 

It was something very like these easy 
flowing generalities which Mr. BLAINE 
put into his letter of acceptance. Even 
Mr. BLAINE had read enough about civil 
service reform to catch and reproduce the 
appropriate phrases. But compare these 
facile utterances with Gov. CLEVELAND'S 
direct and manly promise: ‘‘I regard 
myself pledged to this, [7.e., the fair and 
honest’ enforcement of the Reform act, ] 
because my conception of true Democratic 
faith and public duty requires that this 
and all other statutes should be in good 
faith and without evasion enforced, and 
because in many utterances made prior to 
my election as President, approved by the 
party to which I belong, and which I have 
no disposition to disclaim, I have in effect 
promised the people that this should be 
done.” 

Compare, furthermcre, anything that 
Mr. BLAINE ever has said, or by any stretch 
of the imagination could be deemed capable 
of saying, on this subject with this state- 
ment of advanced radicalism in civil serv- 
ice reform doctrine: ‘‘ Selections for office 
not embraced within the civil service rules 
will be based upon sufficient inquiry as to 
fitness, instituted by those charged with 
that duty, rather than upon persistent im- 
portunity or self-solicited recommenda- 
tions on behalf of candidates for appoint- 
ment.” And what violence is done to Mr. 
BLAINE’s whole record of words and deeds

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ice by the attempt to conceive of these 
sentiments as coming from his pen: 

“There is a class of Government positions 
which are not within the letter of the civil 
service statute, but which are so disconnected 
with the policy of an Administration thatthe 
removai therefrom of present incumbents, in 
my opinion, should not be made during the 
terms for which they were appointed solely on 
partisan grounds and for the purpose of put- 
ting in their places those who are in political 
accord with the appointing power. But many 
now holding such positions have forfeited all 
just claim to retention, because they have used 
their places for party purposes in disregard of 
their duty to the people, and because, instead of 
being decent public servants, they have proved 
themselves offensive partisans and unscrupu- 
lous manipulators of local party management.” 

About that “class of Government posi- 
tions” Mr. BLAINE would never have 
dreamed of saying anything whatever to 
the Civil Service Reform League. His 
communings on the subject would have 
been with a ‘‘ league” as unlike that to 
whose letter Gov, CLEVELAND has replied 
as Mr. ELKINS is unlike Mr. Curtis. And 
as President Mr. BLAINE would have 
found infinite joy in dealing with ‘that 
class,” and would have pursued the sport 
as a fox busies himself in a hen-pen long 
after the uttermost demands of normal 
appetite have been satisfied, merely for 
the delight he has in killing. 

It is, of course, idle to speculate upon 
what Mr. BLAINE would have written in 
such a case, so long as there is not the 
slightest doubt about what he would have 
done. As President Mr. BLAINE’s part in 
extending and perpetuating the old spoils 
system would have passed quite beyond 
mere acquiescence in the vicious schemes 
of his advisers. His own marked liking 
for that sort of thing, the obligations he 
is under to countless jobbers, his rooted 
hates no less than his warm friendships, all 
would have moved him to look upon Col- 
lectorships and Postmasterships, Judge- 
ships and District Attorneyships, as so 
much treasure poured into his strong 
boxes by a confiding people to be dis- 
tributed according to his own unham- 
pered will. And the fact that the holder 
of one of these positions was an Arthur 
man, or anything but a Blaine man from 
the first, would have been with him quite 
as potent a cause for dismissal as the 
most active campaign service against 
himself can possibly prove to be with 
Gov. CLEVELAND. 

Since the election a great many Repub- 
licans whose party ties constrained them 
to vote for Mr. BLAINE, but not without mis- 
givings, have had time for sober reflection, 
for a more careful measuring of Mr. 
BLAINE, and for some not unprofitable 
speculation as to the acts and policies 
which would have characterized his Ad- 
ministration had not the disaster of 
his election been happily averted from the 
Nation. And these Republicans have had 


an opportunity also to study more closely 
Mr. CLEVELAND’S character and pubiic 
record, and to form some kind of an 
opinion as to what influences and de- 
sires are likely to guide him in the ex- 
ercise of the powers confided to him. 
THE TIMES happens to know that in 
the case of some prominent Republicans 
the fruit of these reflections has been a 
sincere and more or less openly avowed 
regret that they did not earlier acknowl- 
edge their half-suppressed convictions, 
oppose BLAINE, and vote for GROVER 
CLEVELAND. The remarkable declaration 
of principle and purposes which the letter 
of the Civil Service Reform League 
has drawn from Mr. CLEVELAND will 
wonderfully promote- this kind of 
change of heart among Republicans. It 
is a letter which amply justifies the 
course of THE TIMEs in the campaign, and 
lends new force and confirmation to its 
conviction that in opposing a candidate of 
notorious moral and political unfitness for 
the Presidency it aided in the election of a 
man who in his performance as in his 
promise will hold that great public office 
as a great public trust. 














ENGLAND AND THE NICARAGUA 
CANAL. 

Two points connected with the Nicara- 
gua treaty have been noticed in the En- 
glish press. One is the bearing upon 
it of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty; the 
other is the supposed change of position 
by this Government as to the ‘‘ Monroe 
doctrine” with regard tothe Panama Canal. 
As to the first point, it must be conceded 
that the position taken by the United 
States, while it is a sound one in sub- 
stance, is open to objection on account of 
the manner in which it has been taken. 
The Clayton-Bulwer treaty was concluded 
in April, 1850. The circumstances of the 
parties to it, the conditions that made 
it then desirable, the ends pursued 
by each of the two’ Governments, 
and the means by which our own 
Government at least could attain its 
ends are now entirely different. There 
has been, moreover, a variation by Great 
Britain from the course laid down and 
the policy pledged by the treaty, which 
may justly be regarded as leaving this 
country free, in a proper manner, to seek 
a new understanding on the subject, and, 
failing that, to treat the agreement as 
void. And it is perfectly true that on 
the one hand the particular scheme which 
was the occasion of the treaty, and with- 
out which the treaty would probably 
not have been made, failed; and on the 
other hand, that the general principle to 
which the two Governments assented— 
that of general joint guarantee of the neu- 
trality of any canal across the isthmus— 
was never, in practice, applied by either of 
them, is not now approved by the United 
States, and has been shown by experience 
to be unnecessary. 

The variation from the requirements of 
the treaty in which Great Britain has in- 
dulged is the practical acquirement in 
Central America of the territory known 
as British Honduras. The treaty declared 
that neither Government would colonize 
or ‘‘ exercise any dominion over any part 
of Central America.” Great Britain 
within nine years of tne conclusion of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty entered on a con- 
vention with Guatemala that ‘‘all the 
territory to the north and east” of a speci- 
fied boundary ‘‘ belongs to Her Britannic 
Majesty,” and this territory was declared 
by the treaty to be ‘‘ Her Britannic Majes- 
ty’s settlement and possessions.” It was 
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duct regarding it that the Secretary of 
State referred in his dispatch of the 8th 
of May, 1882: ‘If Great Britain has vio- 
lated and continues to violate that provis- 
ion, [forbidding the exercise of dominion 
in Central America,] the treaty is, of 
course, woidable at the pleasure of the 
United States.” But if the treaty be void- 
able it should be terminated in a frank 
and courteous and considerate manner, 
and not by assumption or on the basis of 
the declaration that it may be terminated 
at our pleasure. This is an obvious re- 
quirement which our Government should 
observe, and which is ignored in the ne- 
gotiation of the Nicaragua treaty. 

Again, the assumption that the Clay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty is no longer in force, 
because it was intended to secure one par- 
ticular canal now no longer possible, is not 
a tenable one. Whatever may have been 
the specific scheme contemplated, it was 
sought by an agreement extending to ‘‘ any 
means of communication by ship canal 
which may be constructed between the At- 
lantic and Pacific Oceans” across the Nica- 
raguan territory, and including the lakes. 
This language covers the present project, 
and it should be recognized as doing so, 
and a new understanding should be 
sought with Great Britain with regard to 
it. There is likely to be no difficulty in 
reaching it, and whatever subsequent 
course our Government might adopt the 
effort to reach it ought not to be omitted. 
This is not less but more obligatory upon 
the United States, because, as pointed out 
by Mr. FRELINGHUYSEN, this Government 
has shown, since 1846, that its own guar- 
antee of neutrality, in the case of the Pan- 
ama Railroad, is ample to secure all that 
was sought by the joint action of the two 
Governments. 

The other point that has been raised by 
the English press relates to what is called 
‘the sacrosanct Monroe doctrine,” which, 
it is alleged, we have allowed to be vio- 
lated in the case of the Panama Canal. 
In the first place, the Monroe doctrine, 
whether ‘‘sacrosanct”—the term is con- 
fined to the musty thesaurus of the Sat- 
urday Review—or not, has nothing to do 
with the Panama Canal of M. pr LEssEps. 
That doctrine was laid down by Mr. Mon- 
ROE himself in 1823 in the following 
words: ‘‘ It is impossible that the allied 
powers should extend their political 
system to any portion of either continent 
without endangering our peace and _ hap- 
piness. * * * It is equally impossible, 
therefore, that we should behold such in- 
terposition with indifference.”” Mr. ADAMs, 
who was then Secretary of State, three 
years later as President explained that 
this language was intended also to de- 
clare that the United States could not 
look with indifference upon an attempt 
by colonization to close any part 
of the continent against the com- 
merce of the United States. The Panama 
Canal in no way comes within the terms 
of either of these declarations, being a 
private enterprise, not fostered or adopted 
by the Government of which M. pe Lgs- 
SEPS is a citizen. In the second place, 
when it was suggested that England and 
the United States should join with other 
powers to protect the Panama Canal, 
our Government, so far from abjur- 
ing the Monroe doctrine, pointed out 
that ‘‘to place the isthmus under 
the protection and guarantee of the powers 
of Europe rather than under the protec- 
tion of the leading power of this hemi- 
sphere would seriously threaten and affect 
the political interests of that power.’”’ Our 
powers, rights, and duties as to the 
isthmus are very clear and are clearly un- 
derstood. We have need only to observe 
with reference to them the candor and 
courtesy common among friendly Gov- 
ernments. 








THE ALDERMEN’S PLAN. 

The legal proceedings had yesterday 
heighten the improbability that the Board 
of Aldermen will attempt to confirm 
Mayor Epson’s nominations. It is com- 
monly understood that the result of the 
investigation thus far made has been to 
give a wholesome admonition both to the 
nominating and to the confirming power. 
This understanding yesterday took the 
form of an absurd rumor that the Mayor 
would be ‘‘ impeached,” as if the term of 
an official who had but twenty-four hours 
to serve could be shortened by so dilatory 
a process as an impeachment. 

Mayor Epson, however, has given no evi- 
dence that he is the kind of man who can 
stand up against so general and deep an 
indignation as his recent actions have 
excited, and carry out his purposes 
in spite of it. His term expires to- 
morrow, and it may be assumed that 
he will not venture to send in an- 
other nomination in place of that which 
the Aldermen rejected for the office of 
Corporation Counsel, in defiance of the 
injunction which was_ yesterday served 
upon him. The only question is whether 
the Aldermen will confirm the nomina- 
tion of Gen. PorRTER for Commissioner of 
Public Works. Judge BEaca’s injunction 
was made returnable this morning. If it 
is made permanent the ‘‘ deal” is of course 
defeated. If it is dissolved another ques- 
tion arises. Assuming that Mayor Epson 
does not possess what may be called the 
immoral courage to make new appoint- 
ments to-day, his power for mischief 
will cease at midnight. The Aldermen, 
however, by an anomaly common enough 
in the hodge-podge of our municipal legis- 
lation, do not go out of office with the 
Mayor on the first day of January, but on 
the first Monday of January, which gives 
them two more working days for mischief. 
Some of them cherish the hope that during 
these two days they will be able to take up 
as unfinished business Mayor Epson’s nom- 
ination for Commissioner of Public Works 
and confirm it, if they can complete the 
arrangement they have thus far failed to 
make. 

We are not aware of any precedents 
which bear upon the question thus raised, 
but from the reason of the thing it seems 
clear that the Mayor’s nominations not 
acted upon must fail with the expiration 
of his term of office. If an Alderman 
should move on Friday that the board 
proceed to take up the Mayor’s nomina- 
tions, and another Alderman should raise 
the point of order that the Mayor had 
sent in no nominations, the presid- 
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ing officer, it seems, would have 
no choice but to decide the point 
well taken. When we say no choice, 
we, of course, mean no logical choice. 
The board is bound to know who 
is, in fact, the Mayor, and on Friday it 
will be Mr. Grace. Mr. Epson’s nomi- 
nations will be of no more validity than 
if Mr. Epson had retained his reputation 
by acting for the last two years as Presi- 
dent of the Produce Exchange instead of 
as Mayor. The President of the board 
would, in fact, decide according to his 
own positfon with reference to the “‘ deal,” 
but fortunately his decision would be re- 
viewable by the courts. 

The case against the right to confirm 
the nominations of a defunct Mayor is 
much stronger than it would be if May- 
or GRACE took office with no other 
powers than those possessed by his prede- 
cessor. Even then the power of making 
nominations to the board would be in 
him. In fact, as everybody knows, the 
power of making not only nominations but 
appointments is vested by law in him ex- 
clusively, and this right must begin with 
the very beginning of his term. Sup- 
pose the present Board of Alder- 
men held office for another year, 
instead of for four days more. Evidently 
their power of confirming or rejecting 
nominations would cease the moment that 
the Mayor, clothed with the complete 
power of making appointments, took 
office. Any attempt under the pretext of 
completing ‘‘unfinished business” or un- 
der any other pretext to také any share in 
duties which are by law vested in the 
Mayor alone is an attempt to usurp the 
power of the Mayor, and cannot be sus- 
tained. 

It seems clear, therefore, that, even if 
Judge Beacu’s injunction is dissolved this 
morning, whatever the Aldermen and the 
outgoing Mayor do to hamper the incom- 
ing Mayor and to promote the cause of 
misgovernment in this city must be done 
before 12 o’clock to-night. There is little 
chance that the necessary *‘ combination” 
can be made in time. Aldermen who are 
fresh from interviews with the Grand 
Jury must be impressed with a whole- 
some terror of thelaw that will keep them 
from taking part in such a combination. 
It is probable therefore that Mr. Epson 
will go out of office not only humiliated 
by the exposure of his attempt to induce 
the Board of Aldermen to help him spite 
his successor and his constituents, but 
humiliated also by the failure of that at- 
tempt. 








SANITARY WORK NEEDED. 

There are texts for a great many in- 
structive discourses in the vital statistics 
of a great city. The record of deaths in 
New-York for the past yearshows that the 
increase in number, as compared with the 
preceding year, is less than 1,000, and that 
the total is less by 3,600 than it was 
in 1881, and less by nearly 3,000 than 
it was in 1882. The tables show that the 
change for the better since those two 
years can be accounted for without 
going beyond that part of the record that 
relates to zymotic diseases. There has 
been since 1882 a marked decrease in the 
number of deaths assigned to those dis- 
eases that are caused and fostered by filth 
of one kind or another. For example, 
there were 2,066 fatal cases of scarlatina 
in 1882 and only 635 in the last 
year. In 1881 diphtheria caused the 
death of 2,287 persons; in 1882 the 
number was 1,525, and in the 
last year 1,017. There has been very, 
little change in the number of deaths 
caused by constitutional diseases in the 
last four years. The improvement has 
been confined in the main to those dis- 
eases that can be warded off by the en- 
forcement of sanitary laws, and it is due 
in great part to a more thorough clean- 
ing of the streets and a growing tendency 
on the part of intelligent people to pro- 
tect themselves. 

Notwithstanding the improvement of 
which we have spoken, the record shows 
that there is still a great deal of work to 
be done, In the eleven years preceding 
1884 there were in this city 34,967 cases of 
diphtheria, of which 15,697 were fatal—an 
average annual mortality of more than 
1,400. Diphtheria is without doubt a 
filth disease. It is caused in many cases by 
bad plumbing. It can be excluded from the 
household by proper sanitary precautions. 
The careless or ignorant plumber fills 
many accffin in New-York. It appears 
that of the total number of deaths in the 
past year, 15,179 were those of children 
under 5 years of age, and 12,064 those of 
children under 2 years. These figures, 
showing that nearly half of the deaths are 
those of young children, bring to mind the 
facts reported by members of the Tenement 
House Commission. Thousands of these 
little ones perish in the districts where 
almost all sanitary laws are disregarded. 
Many are the victims of public poison- 
ers and adulterators of food. In the 
crowded and pestilential barracks, where 
the death rate of adults is alarmingly 
large, these unfortunate children are 
swept away by hundreds. 

The statistics for the year, showing as 
they do so many deaths that were caused 
by filth and could have been prevented, 
should remind the people that New-York 
is not prepared for the coming of cholera, 
They prove again what has been proved 
by other evidence, that 
of citizens and our commercial interests 
are to be protected agreat deal of sani- 
tary work should be done before next 
Spring. At least one of our con- 
temporaries is inclined to laugh at 
the idea that the chances are in favor of 
an outbreak of cholera here next Spring 
orSummer. It says that the disease has 
disappeared in Europe. ‘‘If it had con- 
tinued in France during the Winter,” adds 
this contemporary, ‘‘ there would have 
been every reason to expect its importa- 
tion into this city next Spring. But it has 
not continued.” Our contemporary is in 
error. On Dec. 13, some weeks after the 
world had been led to believe that 
there was no. longer any cholera 
in Paris, the cable reported that 
in the week ending on that date there had 
been no less than 21 fatal cases in the city. 
There is reason to believe that in the last 
two weeks there have been other fatal 
cases there. and it is well known that the 
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cold weather has not entirely suppressed 
the disease in Spain. Two fresh cases and 
one death were reported in Toledo yester- 
day. The cholera has not disappeared on 
the Continent, and it will probably again 
become epidemic there next Spring. 

Common sense demands that vigorous 
efforts shall be made to clean New-York. 
A wise City Government would not hesi- 
tate to spend the people’s money freely 
now in the work of preparation. It is folly 
to wait until the disease has come in and 
taken possession. We are glad to see that 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
has changed the conditions by which it 
originally tied up the extra appropriation 
for street cleaning. Expenditures made 
now in the work of preparation will be 
approved by public opinion. They are in 
the line of true economy. 








THE “ WORLD” VS. THE MARQUIS. 


It is to be feared that our esteemed con- 
temporary the World will find that it has 
committed a grave mistake in quarreling 
with the Marquis DE LEUVILLE. That 
eminent nobleman has sued the World for 
libel, because it intimated that the Mar- 
quis had no right to his title, and although 
the World comforts itself with the theory 
that no American jury will give the Mar- 
quis a verdict, it may yet be very disagree- 
ably surprised. 

It is a serious matter to call in questiona 
nobleman’s title. To a Marquis who visits 
this country his title is so much capital. If 
he gives dancing lessons he can charge 
higher prices and command more pupils 
than could a plain bourgeois. If he 
plays the organ he will find the public 
much more disposed to listen to his music, 
and much better pleased with his monkey 
than would be the case were he merely a 
reformed bandit. In the case of the 
Marquis DE LEUVILLE, although he is 
engaged neither in the dancing nor the 
organ industry, his title is nevertheless of 
value to him as a poet and a painter. Al- 
most any man wishing to have his fence 
painted or to be supplied with a handsome 
painted sign to advertise his business 
would take pleasure in employing a real 
Marquis to do the work, provided, of 
course, the Marquis did not make ex- 
orbitant charges. So, too, any enter- 
prising tailor wishing to hire a _ poet 
to write verses in praise of trousers 
and ready-made coats would be 
willing .to pay something above the 
market price for poetry with the signa- 
ture of a Marquis. Now, if it could be 
shown that the Marquis DE LEUVILLE 
is not a Marquis his market value asa 
painter and poet would instantly decline. 
Enterprising clothing firms would decline 
to pay any higher for the Marquis’s poetry 
than they are accustomed to pay for the 
poetry of untitled poets; and the demand 
for signs bearing the de Leuville crest in 
the corner would be materially decreased. 

The World by casting doubt on the 
Marquis DE LEUVILLE’s title has thus done 
him a real injury, though there is no doubt 
that it meant no harm. It will not do to 
assume that an American jury will refuse 
to give M. DE LEUVILLE a verdict merely 
because Americans disapprove of titles of 
nobility. The jury will be called upon to 
decide a question of fact, and it will de- 
cide according to the evidence, whatever 
may be the result. The Marquis has, it is 
said, a formidable amount of evidence to 
prove that he is a Marquis. He has a 
family Bible, beautifully bound, in 
which appears a record distinctly show- 
ing that he was born, and he has other 
evidence which the World cannot afford to 
ignore. The World would do well to com- 
promise the matter without delay. Let it 
offer the Marquis five dollars and a cer- 
tificate acknowledged before a notary and 
setting forth the repentance of the World 
and its conviction thag it is entirely pos- 
sible that M. DE LEUVILLE is a Marquis, 
although he does not give dancing lessons. 
It will be easier to do this than it will be 
to pay the Marquis $25,000 and costs, and 
our contemporary ought to perceive this 
truth before it is too late.

CHICAGO, Dec. 30.—About 11 o’clock last 
night a tall, powerfully built young man walked 
into the First National Bank by the elevator 
entrance, stating to the watchman that he came 
to draw out his deposit. He was told that the 
safes would not be opened until morning, but he 
pushed on down the steps leading to the 


depository. Watchman Nash tried to lead him 
out, but the intruder felled him like an ox and, 
jumping upon him, began to pound him with 
his fists. When Charles Baerndt, the other 
watchman, came to Nash’s assistance, he was 
also knocked down. Nash recovered his feet 
and was ayain laid out by the insane Hercules, 
Baerndt finally got an opportunity to use 
his billy, and with it laid open the 
scalp of the maniac and _  lamed his 
wrist. ‘The latter sprang to his feet and 
with a wild yeli made an attempt as if to drawa 
revolver, but Baerndt fired before he could 
reach it. The man dropped instantly, bleeding 
sae Thinking he was dead or dying, 

aerndt ran to call the patrol. He had been ab- 
sent but a moment when the man again jumped 
up, leaped over the counter into the Cashier’s 
department, and tried by main strength to break 
open the desk. Upon Nash’s attempting again 
to stop him the madman leaped upon him 
like a wild beast and bore him to the floor, where 
he was slowly choking him to death when Officers 
Cox and Dutfy arrived. They had to club the 
man to get him under arrest. He was taken to 
the armory in ironsand locked upinaceill.

ORATORIO IN BROOKLYN. 

A performance of ‘“‘ The Messiah,” undwp 
the direction of Mr. Walter Damrosch, attracted 
a large audience to Plymouth Church last even- 
ing. The rendering of Handel's masterpiece en- 
listed the exertions of Miss Medora Henson, 
Friiulein Marianne Brandt, Mr. W. H. Stanley, 
and Herr Staudigl, as soloists, and an orchestra 
including the well-known faces of most of 
Dr. Damrosch’s New-York musicians supplied 
the accompaniments. The performance, as a 
whole, was quite creditable. The honors, how- 
ever, were borne off mainly by the soloists. Miss 
Medora Henson, who comes, if we: are not mis- 
taken, from the West, was particularly success- 
ful. This young lady has an unusually pure 
and true soprano voice, of no great volume 
perhaps, but agreeably resonant, and she wa3 
equally happy in her recitatives, which she de- 
livered with directness, refinement, and expres- 
sion, in the lovely cantabile measures in which 
* The Messiah” abounds, and in the fiorid pas- 
sages of thescore. The air, * I know that my Re- 
edeemer liveth.” was a little above Miss Henson's 
powers, but the other solos allotted to the sopra- 
no were interpreted with considerable beauty 
of tone, feeling, andgood taste. Herr Staudigi'g 
brilliant execution, referred to in these columns 
after his appearance at the Academy of Music 
on Friday and Saturday of last week, was 
once more admired, especially in ‘Why do 
the nations.”” Mr. W. H. Stanley sang the tenor’s 
music acceptably, and it was sufficientiy 
clear by the breadth and feeling with which 
Friiulein Brandt rendered her numbers that 
these would have been at least as impressive as 
her associates, had the singer’s voice been in 
even passable condition. The work done by the 
chorus was of varying merit. Many of 
the fugal parts of their numbers were sung 
with creditable precision and fluency, 
but there was often less certainty of 
attack and firmness than could_be wished, and 
the nice gradations of tone and exultant out- 
bursts which are expected in the choruses of 
the oratorio were, as a rule, suggested rather 
than brought forth. The orchestra was in capi- 
tal form, and the too brief ‘* Pastoral Sym.

STRIKING MINERS BACK TO WORK. 

CoLumBus, Ohio, Dee. 30.—The break 
among the striking miners in the Hocking Val- 
ley commenced in earnest yesterday and con- 
tinued to-day, there being 75 in all who gave up 
the contest and accepted the rate, 50 cents per 
ton. Numerous applications were made to-day 
for work, the applicants being desirous to con- 
mence next week. No promises forthe tuture 
would be given by the operators, but men were 
told that room could be made if they desired ta 
go to work to-morrow, but places could not be 
had for next week. An additional number 
of old miners will return to work to« 
morrow. Inquiries among miners regard- 
ing their approaching convention and 
as to who will represent them reveal 
an utter indifference among the great majority. 
They said that they are not running the ma- 
chine; many faintly realize that the leaders who 
still agitate a continuance of the strike will see 
to it that they represent themselves. The va- 
rious commissary officials will be used to insure 
such a result, and wben assembled in convention 
the entire body will be controlled by McBride, 
Evans, and Hysell. A well-authenticated report 
is in circulation to the effect that the contribu- 
tions to the miners’ relief fund and for the 
benefit of hungry miners and their families 
have in certain instances been misappropri- 
ated. The President of the Miners’ Union is 
John McBride, a member of the Ohio Leg- 
islature. It is stated that $100 in money, 
which was contributed by the charitable people 
of the country. was used to pay the salary of 
the President, which was overdue. It has long 
been suspected that there was crookedness in 
the distribution, and now the charge is openly 
made. This statement is made strong by the fact 
that the agent of the relief committee sent from 
Chicago to inquire into affairs and learn the 
wants of the miners, after investigation recom- 
mended that shoes and clothes be purchased and 
torwarded instead of sending relief in the shape 
of money. Charles King, Nick Dumont, and A, 
M. Beadle, all striking miners, have been ar- 
rested py Sheriff McCarthy and Detective Con- 
nors. ‘They are charged with burglary, and 
were taken to Logan Jail. 





TRAVELING MEN’S ASSOCIATION. 
Cuicaao, lll., Dee. 30.—The annual ses- 
sion of the Northwestern Traveling Men's 
Association was begun here to-day. The Secre- 
tary’s report showed that $172,000 had been col- 


lected for death losses during the year and that 
$140,090 had been paid for beneficianes. The 
election of officers resulted as follows: President 
—James C. Miller; Vice-Presidents—Thomas H. 
Shaughnessy, Chicago; J. J. Giimore, St. Louis; 
Frank W. Smith, Davenport; J. H. Reynolds. 
Minneapolis; W. F. McMillen, Indiana; L. C. 
Stiles, St. Joseph, Mo.; Secretary and Treasurer 
—T. S. Quincey; Board of Directors, for two 
years—H. L. Penney, J. B. Patterson, D. K.

THE ALDERMEN INDIGNANT 


ENJOINED FROM CONFIRMING THE 
’AYOR’'S NOMINATIONS. 
AN AFFIDAVIT REFLECTING ON MAYOR ED- 
SON—AN IMPOSING ARRAY OF COUNSEL 
TO ARGUE THE MATTER TO-DAY. 

Alderman Michael Duffy introduced the 
droceedings of the Board of Aldermen yester- 
day with the following'sneech: ‘ Mr. President, 
! move these ’ere counsel be put outside the rail.” 
President Kirk followed up the telling remark of 
his Tammany associate with this impressive ob- 
servation: ‘ The board will be in order.” 

Interrogatories put to Mr. Duffy in an un- 
dertone Grew out the information that * these 
‘ere counsel” was Mr. Charles P. Miller, who 
stood in the rear of Alderman Rothman’s desk. 
Mr. Muller did not go outside the rail, but staid 
to witness the effect of aspoke he had just put 
into the Aldermanic wheel in the shape of an in- 
junction. Some hundreds of persons crowded 
into the rnom to see and hear whatever there 
was to occupy those senses. The spectators 
were treated to an exhibition of Alderman 
Grant’s indignation and to a fine outburst of 
the rhetoric of Aldermen Sheils and Reilly. 
President Kirk first told the Aldermen that 
Judge Van Hoesen had dissolved the injunction 
restraining them from granting the franchise of 
a railroad through Chambers-street, and the 
board promptiy granted the franchise, passing 
it over the Mayor’s veto. 

Then President Kirk announced with becom- 
ing sadness that the board had been served with 
an injunction, and Alderman Duffy fixed his 
right eye with awful severity upon Mr. Miller. 
John J. O’Brien slipped into the room and tapped 
Alderman Rothman on the shoulder. Alderman 


Rothman listened a moment to O’Brien’s 
whispers and then walked over to Alderman 
Waite and told him O’Brien wanted him. Waite 
waited a few moments and then walked back to 
O’Brien. There was a moment’s whispered talk 
and then O’Brien went away. Ex-Senator Grady 
sneaked through the crowd and talked to 
* Jimmy” Martin. Bourke Cockran and * John- 
ny” Carroll sat up by President Kirk, and As- 
semblyman House leaned over Alderman Miller’s 
chair and looked at the injunction. Somebody 
~y that it be read and Cierk Moloney rattled 
it off. 

The injunction was granted by Judge Miles 
Beach, of the Court of Common Pleas, in an ac- 
tion begun inthe Superior Court by Charles P. 
Miller on behaif of Theodore Roosevelt, Osear 8. 
Straus, Henry A. Oaklev, and George Haven Put- 
nam against Mayor Edson and the Board of Al- 
dermen, individually and collectively, to restrain 
the former from making and the latter from 
confirming any nominations for the offices of 
Commissioner of Public Works and Corporation 
Counsel. The injunction states that it appear- 
ing to the court trom the affidavits submitted in 
the action that the defendants are about to join 
in the perpetration of an illegal act by filling 
the offices named ‘in pursuance and as 
part of a corrupt scheme, whereby such offices 
are to be filled in consideration of payments and 
promises of payments of money or of appoint- 
ments,” the defendants are ‘“‘enjuined, re- 
strained, and commanded to desist from ap- 
pointing, nominating, or confirming the nomina- 
tion of any person to the office of Commissioner 
ot Public Works or of Counsel to the Corpora- 
tion.”’ The order is made returnable at a Special 
Term of the Superior Court this morning at ll 
o'clock, when the defenaants will be required to 
show cause why the injunction should not be 
made perpetual. 

The injunction was issued on the strength of 
five affidavits, the first of whicn issworn to by 
Leonard W. Johnson, of No. 66 West Forty-sixth- 
street. Mr. Johnson states that he is informed 
and believes that it is the purpose or certain 
evil-disposed persons, by connivance and cor- 
rupt combinations, unlawfully and corruptly to 
secure the appointment to important offices in 
this city of certain persons by means of bribes 
and gross corruption. Hecharges that a con- 
spiracy has been formed to secure the appoint- 
ment of persons on condition that as heads of 
departments they will appoint certain other 
persons to subordinate positions, and that cer- 
tain members of the Board of Aldermen have 
corruptly agreed to vote in favor of confirming 
the Mayor’s appointments, on condition that 
either they or their friends be appointed to these 
subordinate offices. One of these that has been 
made subject to this corrupt bargain is that of 
Deputy Commissioner of Public Works. Mr. 
Johnson swears that he is informed and believes 
that many meetings, conferences, and negotia- 
tions have been had for the purpose of arranging 
these bargains, and that in view of these facts 
the confirmation of any nominees of the Mayor 
by the present Board of Aldermen will be detri- 
mental to the interests of the city and to his in- 
terests and rights asa taxpayer. 

Mr. Johnson states that should any persons be 
appointed and confirmed pursuant to tiiese cor- 
rupt bargains they could not honestiy adminis- 
ter the offices or perform the duties devolved 
upon them by Jaw in an unprejudiced manner, 
and that the present outrageous condition of af- 
fairsand the grave dangers which now menace 
the community have grown out of the present 

system of appointing heads of departments in 
this city. No public interests can possibly be 
injuriously atfected by the granting of the 
injunction prayed for, but, ou the contrary, 
the will of the people, as expressed by 
the action of the last Legislature, will 
be carried out, both in spirit and 
letter, by giving to the incoming Mayor the op- 
portunity to appoint successors to the present 
incumbents of the two offices. The act giving 
the Mayor power to appoint without confirma- 
tion will go into effect on Jan. 1, and after that 
there will pe no possibility of any such corrupt 
bargains as now exists between the appointing 
and confirming powers. 

Attached to the affidavit are extracts from 
THE Times, Herald, Worid, Tribune, Sun, Post, 
Telegram, and Mail and Express, giving accounts 
of the conferences which have been held to tur- 
ther the plans of the Mayor and Aldermen. 

James A. Lyons, of No. 1,125 North Third-av- 
Bnue, states in his affidavit that on Dec. 13, in 
company with Patrick Handibode, he entered 
the saloon of Diedreich Knabe, at Centre and 
Franklin streets. Knowing that Knabe was a 
member of the Tammany Hal! General Commit- 
tee and was interpreter of the Second Judicial 
District Court, of which Charles M. Clancy, also 
a member of the Tammany Hall General Com- 
mittee, is Justice, Lyons asked him what 
his opinion was about the confirmation of 
Fitz John Porter. Lyons swears that Knabe 
then told him that Fitz John Porter 
would be confirmed by the Board of Aldermen 
ps Commissioner of Public Works, for which 
position he had been nominated by Mayor Edson 
on Dec. 10, and supplemented his opinion by 
raising his hand and displaying his five fingers 
and saying, **He will be confirmed; it cost me 
this to-day.”’ Lyons then asked Knabe whether 
it cost him $5 or $500 to help to have Fitz John 
Porter confirmed, and Knabe said it cost him 
$500, remarking, at the same time, that it was a 
d—— shame, but that the “‘ boodle’’ was raised 
and Thompson would be ** knocked out.” 

Patrick Handibode, of No. 808 Sixth-avenue, 

states that he was in the saloon with Lyons and 
beard Knabe make the statement. John H. 
Londergan, of No. 419 East One Hundred and 
‘ineteenth-street, makes an affidavit that he be- 
ieves “that a corrupt combination exists 
among the members of the Board of Aldermen, 
by which certain sums of money are to be paid 
to the members of said board to secure the 
confirmation of the name of Fitz John Porter as 
Commissioner of Public Works.” 

The last affidavit is the most striking of al}, 
and reads as follows: 

“John O’Brien, of the town of Rhinebeck, in 
the County of Dutchess and State of New-York, 
being duly sworn, says: lama contractor and 
have been engagedin business for 20 years. I 
am acquainted with Franklin Edson, Mayor' of 
the city of New-York,and have known him 
about three years. Iwas one ot the bidders 
upon the work recently let in this city tor the 
building of anew aqueduct. After] had putin 
my bid for said work and after the severa! bids 
bad been opened andthe lowest bidders ascer- 
tained, Mr. Edson, who is and was one of the 
Aqueduct Commissioners, sent a messenger for 
me to go to his office. I went there and saw him. 
He said hebad sent outtwo or three messep- 
gers to find mc, and was very anxious to see me. 

“He took me into his private office, and 
thereupon the following conversation took 
place: Mr. Edson said, ‘ Why can’t you arrange 
with Brown, Howard & Co. for each to take half 
the work ?? I answered, ‘No; I am entitled to 
the whole of the work and ought to have 
it. Mr. Edson then said that if I would get him 
two Aldermen to confirm his nominee for Com- 
missioner of Public Works, Fitz John Porter, 
that he (Edson) would vote as a member ot the 
Aqueduct Commission to give me the whole of 
the work. 

“And deponent further says that at the time 
the said conversation took place Brown, Howard 
& Co. were bidders upon the aqueduct work and 
were rival contractors, and that at the same 
time Fitz John Porter’s name was about being 
sentin by Mayor Edson to the Board of Alder- 
men for confirmation as Commissioner of Public 
Works.” 

_Attached tothe papers isa bond entered into 

by Theodore Roosevelt and Oscar 8. Straus in 
$1.000, binding them to pay the costs of the de- 
ee ggaas should the action be decided against 
them. 

Alderman Grant moved that a committee of 
three be appointed to take charge of the injunc- 
tion matter and consult counsel. Alderman 
Jaehne wanted to know whatcounsel the motion 
referred to. 

**T will state for the information of the gen- 
tHeman,” said Alderman Grant, *“‘that for my 
pwn purposes and intents of this motion I pro- 
pose separate counsel. This ‘is certainly a very 
extraordinary proceeding and one that a Justice 
of the Supreme Court recently dissolved. It 
reflects little credit on the Judge who granted 
this injunction and the people who got it.” 

“In the opinion of the speaker,” remarked 
Alderman Jaehne in an undertone. 

**In the opinion of every honest man,” retort- 
ed Alderman Grant. “It isatrick and a device.” 

Alderman Reilly moved that the injunction 
be referred to the Corporation Counsel, and said 
Alderman Grant was mistaken in thinking that 
any Judge in New-York would lend himself to 
atrick and a device. “I hope,” said Alderman 
Reilly sternly, “that Alderman Grant will never 
repeat that remark while he is a member of this 
board.” 

Then Alderman Sheils got the floor, and said 
that *‘in the days of Joodge Barnard such an in- 


junction was never granted.” The object of the 
injunction was to deprive the Aldermen of the 
power to contirm any appointments the Mayor 
might make. “It is an intrigue,” said Alderman 
Sheils. “I hope theinjunction won't be beeded. 
Eminent counse! will defend this board and the 
people. I have been informed that Counsel- 
or Miller and other gentlemen whom I 
have seen on the floor have been in 
consultation with the Corporation Ccunsel, 
in the Corporation Counsel’s office, and 
that this injunction has been made up by them. 
It is unfairand unjust to this board to refer this 
injunction to the Corporation Counsel.” In con- 
clusion Alderman Shcils offered to sit in his seat 
and cast his vote to confirm the Mayor's ap- 
pointees, believing that there were ** honest 
Joodges who would deal out justice to the 
board.” 

Alderman Reilly spoke to his amendment, re- 
ferring to Mr. Edson as “that man Gown stairs, 
who would be Mayor only two days longer.” He 
had worked to take away the power of confirma- 
tion from the Aldermen, and was now trying to 
fill all the offices before the law to that end could 
go into effect. “He is acting as he does,” said 
the Alderman, “simply as a matter of spite.” 

Alderman O'Neil called attention to John 
O'Brien's affidavit and said he thought that de- 
served some attention. Alderman Grant with- 
drew his motion and the injunction was referred 
to the Corporation Counsel, with a request that 
he designate counsel to represent the board. 

Later in the afternoon Mr. Lacombe, at the 
Mayor’s request, assigned as his counsel Robert 
Sewelland also gave Mr. Edson a blank assign- 
ment. This the Mayor filled in with the name of 
Congressman Dorsheimer. The Mayorand Mr. 
Dorsheimer were in consultation most of the 
afternoon. All that Mr. Dorsheimer would say 
was that an effort would be made during the 
afternoon to dissolve the injunction. 

In response to inquiries concerning the injunc- 
tion, the Mayor made the following statement: 
**T only wish to say for publication that a delib- 
erate attempt is being made to stop the wheels 
of the municipal Government through the 
courts by the issue of injunctions based upon 
falsehood and perjury; that to-day an injunc- 
tion, signed by a Judge of the Court of 
Common Pleas, has been’ served upon 
me, which injunction was issued upon the 
motion of one Charles P. Miller, restraining 
the Mayor and the Board of Aldermen trom per- 
forming functions clearly defined by law; and 
that this injunction is based upon newspaper 
articles and upon affidavits in which there is 
not the semblance of truth. All this points, in 
my judgment, to an organized attempt to inter- 
rupt the course of the municipal Government of 
this city... When asked as to the conversation 
which is detailed in Contractor O’Brien’s affi- 
davit, Mr. Edson said: “it is false in every re- 
spect.” 

At the request of Alderman O’Connor, Mr. 
Lacombe appointed Col. George Bliss to repre- 
sent him, and at the request of Alderman Kirk 
and other Tammany Aldermen, Bourke Cockran 
was appointed to look atter the Tammany men’s 
interests. When asked about the matter last 
evening, Mr. Cockran said: ‘*Tne injunction is 
not worth the paper itis written on, and I ad- 
vised my clients inthe board this afternoon to 
pay no attention to it. It is the result of the 
most outrageous abuse of the machinery of 
justice that has ever come to my knowledge. No 
Judge had any right to issue such an order, and 
I have no fear that we shall have any trouble in 
getting the injunction dissolved.” 

“On what ground do you hold that the Judge 
had no rizht to grant the injunction ?” asxe2 the 
reporter. 

“On the general ground that no Judge hasa 
right to restrain the Board of Aldermen from 
doing what the law compels them todo. When 
there is a contiict between the courts and the 
law it is the duty of the board to obey the law. 
There are other reasons why the injunction 
should not, and I believe cannot, stand, but it 
would not be proper for me to specify them in 
advance.”’ 

**The Aldermen’s term of office does not ex- 
pire until next Monday,” said the reporter. 
“ Would they have the power to confirm Mr. 
Edson’s nominations after Thursday ?”” 

‘“*“No; they must confirm the nominations be- 
fore noon on Jan. 1, when Mr. Grace will become 
Mayor of the city, and from that time his power 
to make appointments will be absolute. There 
is no difference of opinion about the law on that 
point. What the Aldermen do inthe matter of 
confirmation must be done within 24 hours of 
the argument in court to-morrow.” 

The injunction formed the chief topic of con- 

versation at the up-town hotels last night. There 
was an imposing gathering of statesmen ai the 
Hoffman House, and the legal, political, and 
personal aspects of the subject were handled 
with the ability of'a council of Solons. <A friend 
of Contractor O’Brien said that gentleman had 
gone to Rhinebeck to attend the wedding of his 
sister, but before starting he had been toid 
that Mayor Edson haa characterized his state- 
ments as blank lies. O’Brien had replied that 
his affidavit was on record, and that when 
the matter came up for judicial determination 
he would show that his statements were true. 
Police Commissioner French, Senator Gibbs, 
George Dean, Jr., and one or two lesser lights 
were gathered around a table in the Hoffman 
House barroom discussing beverages and the 
situation. Mr. French was non-committal, but 
Senator Gibbs said that the combination to de- 
feat Mayor Edson’s nominations was as 
solid as a rock. Alderman Waite was 
circulating about the house,and he thought 
that¢so far as Mr. Edson was concerned 
the jig wns up. The first injunction was a triv- 
ial matter, but he regarded the one issued yes- 
terday as a serious business. It was based on 
specific charges and enjoined the Aldermen 
from doing specific things, and he did not see 
how it could be removed in timetoallow the 
Mayor to act before the expiration of his term 
of office. Anyhow, as far as he was concerned, 
he thought Mayor Grace was good enough tu 
make his own nominations. 

It was said that the Tammany people claimed 
that they had won over since the adjournment 
of the board in theafternoon three Aldermen, 
and were in afair way ofcapturing a fourth, 
but who those Aldermen were they declined to 
say. It was also said that in the event of failing 
to have the injunction removed the lawyers rep- 
resenting the Mayor and his henchmen would 
advise the board to go ahead and vote on any 
nominations the Mayor might see fit to make, 
the ground to be taken being that the court had 
no right to interfere. 

Aldermen Waite, Duffy, Pearson, Sheils, Wen- 
del, McLoughlin, and Fulgraff were in attend- 
ance on the Grand Jury again yesterday morn- 
ing. Alderman Waite was the only one exam- 
ined, but the nature of his examination was 
not revealed. Civil Service Examiner Paine 
was also examined, but whether in re- 
lation to the Aldermanic matter or not 
could not be ascertained. About = 12:3 
the Aldermen were told that their presence 
would not be required any more during the day, 
but that they must be on hand again this morn- 
ing. While Alderman Waite was under exami- 
nation and the cther Aldermen were waiting 
in the anteroom a startling sensation was pro- 
duced by aloud explosion in the stove, fol- 
lowed by a start and an exclamation in Latin 
by Alderman Sheils. Subsequent examination 
showed that a 42-calibre cartridge, which, in 
some mysterious manner, had found its way 
into the stove had exploded, and that the bullet 
had narrowly escaped the portly form of Alder- 
man Sheils. That Alderman is said to have 
promptly expressed the belief that the cartridge 
was placed in the stove by an emissary of the 
County Democracy.

INTRODUCING MR. BEECHER, 


A LARGE, ENTHUSIASTIC AUDIENCE LISTEN- 
ING TO HIS LECTURE, 

The Rev. Henry Ward Beecher lectured 
last evening in Chickering Hall upon “ Evolu- 
tionand Revolution,” and that the popularity 
of the great preacher is still at its height was 
evinced by the fact that nearly every seat in the 
hall was taken and his utterances were received 
with the greatest enthusiasm. He was intro- 
duced by the Rev. Dr. Maynard, of Brooklyn, 
who eulogized him in the most flattering terms, 


and the audience burst into spontaneous ap- 
plause as Mr. Beecher advanced to the tront of 
the platform. 

“ After what my friend has said, ** remarked 
Mr. Beecher, whimsically, leaning his elbow 
upon the reading desk, “ I fgel that I have lost 
my identity. 1 didn't know that I was that 
kind ofa man at all. All I can say is that he is 
going tolecture here next week, and if I could 
come over here then I’d introduce him, and if 
any of you recognized him afterward it would 
be more than he could do himself.’? Evolution, 
Mr. Beecher said. was the attempt to prove that 
the creation of the earth was not instantaneous. 
The statement of the Bible that it was created 
by the commana of God in six days was a 
pramatic truth, not a literai one, Speaking of 
the theory that man was descended from the 
monkey, Mr. Beecher said that he did not care 
whether he was descended from a monkey or 
anything else, provided he was descended tar 
enough. He didn’t care by what path man had 
reached the altitude he occupied now. That 
made no difference. “* What I do know,” he said, 
‘is that lamaman and not a monkey.” The 
lecturer told of a lady who said to him that she 
was sure she hadn’t descended from a monkey. 
**Sure enough she was right,”’ he said, **for she 
hadn’t descended at all.”* Mr. Beecher was fre- 
quently interrupted by applause and was enthu- 
siasticaJly cheered when he took his seat after 
the lecture.

MR. CLEVELAND'S LETTER. 
From the Commercial Advertiser. 

Mr. Cleveland’s letter concerning the 
civil service, which was published in this journal 
yesterday, gives most gratifying encouragement 
to the hope we have hitherto expressed, namely, 
that although the coming Administration is to 
be Democratic, and will therefore represent 
policies with which we are not ourselves in ac- 
ing it promises to be patriotic and statesman- 

ike. 

The letter is at once manly, frank, and able. 
We do not know that we have anywhere seen a 
truer or better exposition of sound doctrine as 
to the civil service, or an utterance on the sub- 
ject which seemed to rest upon a clearer percep- 
tion of the practical work to be done in oracr 
that the service may be cured of the evils with 
which it is deeply afflicted. Moreover the letter 
is by no means a diplomatic parade of gtner- 
alities which may mean much or little or noth- 
ing at all, according to every man’s method of 
interpreting it. On the contrary, it is direct, 
positive, and utterly free from what we may 
call the ‘“‘shiftiness’” that is apt to mark sue 
expressions. It commits the President-elect, 
not only to the enforcement of the civil service 
law, but also to a conscientious endeavor to 
carry the spirit of the law and of the reform 
into all the acts of removal and appointment 
with which he shall be concerned.

A CLERK’S EPISTOLARY FUN.

THE GIRL TAKES IT IN EARNEST AND SUES 
HIM FOR BREACH OF PROMISE. 

CHIcaGo, Dec. 30.—Papers in a breach of 
promise case have been filed in the Circuit Court 
by Miss Laura O'Neill, the damages sought being 
$5,000. The plaintiff is a brunette, who com- 
pleted her education in a convent near Water- 
town. In October, 1883, she, tegether with three 
other girls, was engaged by a manufacturer to 
exhibit and explain the workings of a corset at- 
tachment at the exposition. Among the persons 
whose attention was attracted to the stand were 
two young men, who appeared to take an un- 
usual interest inthe stays. One of them, who 
introduced himself as Thomas Cameron Ho- 
garth, said that he was in the dry goods 4tne 
with John M. Graves, at Nos. 122 and 124 Market- 
street. The two men visited the stand every 
evening for a week, and on Oct. 20 Hogarth 
asked Miss O’Neill if he might not see her home. 
She at first refused, but at length consented, 
provided they were accompanied by two of the 
other girls. 

Shortly after this Hogarth wrote and asked 
Miss O’ Neill 1f she would accompany him to the 
theatre. She replied that she would be pleased 
to do so on condition that her sister might ac- 
company them. He acceded to this, and after- 
ward she went out alone with him. He told her 
that he was tired of counter jumping and in- 
tended to go into the cattle business as a cow- 
boy. He went away and a correspondence was 
kept up, which resulted in an engagement in 
July last. Some of his letters, which have been 
submitted to’ the reporters, are very gushing, 
besides being of a descriptive character. They 
are ostensibly indited from Santa Fé, New-Mex- 
ico, Dakota, and various parts of the Rocky 
Mountains. It suddenly occurred to Miss O'Neill 
to scrutinize the postmarks on the envelopes 
and she found that they were so obscure and in- 
distinct that they were illegible. 

Miss O’ Neill now declares that Hogarth never 
got further West than the Chicago suburban 
station of Jefferson, and that the 3.000 steers 
which he stated that he had purchased from 
various ranches in New-Mexico were creatures 
of hisimagination. She avers that he has been 
since July, and is at present, a clerk in the Jef- 
ferson Post Office, and that while in that position 
he succeeded in disguising the postmarks upon 
the letters she received from him. Last Septem- 
ber Hogarth, who is a Protestant, sent her a let- 
ter stating that his relatives were opposed to the 
match; therefore he withdrew from the engage- 
ment. Miss O'Neil! says that subsequently Ho- 
garth came with a bag of money and asked her 
to release him, but she indignantiy refused.

Omrumwa, Iowa, Dec. 30.—Pleasant An- 
derson was hanged by eight masked men last 
night near the town of Blakesburg, in this 
county, 15 miles west of here. The causes which 
lead to the lynching are as follows: In Novem- 
ber, 1882, near Blakesburg, Chris McAllister was 
murdered at his residence. A few months there- 
after Pleasant Anderson was arrested for the 
murder and finally was tried one year ago at 
Oskaloosa, the trial lasting two weeks. ‘There 
wasa strong array of circumstantial evidence 
against him, but he was acquitted. The belief 
was general at Blakesburg that he was guilty. 
Bad feeling has prevailed, and last night 
Anderson was seized at the house or his father- 
in-law, taken in a sled to a school house, a mock 
trial was had before a jury of eight men, and 
by them he was sentenced to be hanged. As- 
sembled at the school house were nearly a 
hundred persons, among whom Anderson seemed 
to have friends. At 10:30 last night the lynchers 
took him to the scene of the murder of McAllis- 
ter and hanged him to the limb of a cottonwood 
tree. He protested his innocence to the last. 
The body was lett hanging for more than 
two hours, and was finally taken down by the 
order of a magistrate, who went to the scene of 
the tragedy, and a Coroner was sent for. From 
ths temper of the crowd it was evident that they 
would brook no interference. 
A WEW TRIAL IN A MURDER CASE. 
RALEIGH, N. C., Dee. 380.—In December 
of last year Joseph J. Williams and John Pool, in 
Wake County, ambushed themselves for the pur- 
pose of killing Joseph Peebles because Peebles 
had supplanted Williams in the affections of Miss 
Alvarado Watkins. Instead of Peebles a young 
lad about 16 years old, named Willie Watkins, 
came along near the ambuscade and Williams 
shot him dead with a rifle. The murder was a 
mystery for several days, and finally Pool was 
arrested, and he confessed the whole affair. Will- 
jams was tried in June last and was found guilty. 
Before the trial Pool was taken to the office of 
the counsel! of Williams and was examined by 
them as to the homicide. Pool was the principal 
witness against Williams, and the defendant's 
counsel proposed to contradict Pool by the evi- 
dence of the counsel who had taken his testi- 
mony before the trial. Judge Avery refused to 
allow this to be done, and this ruling was as- 
signed as error in the appeal. The opinion of 








the Supreme Court was delivered to-day by 
Chief-Justice Smith. He says: “We iknow of 
norule by which this testimony can be withdrawn 
from the operation of the well-settled principle 
of the law of evidence which permits proof of 
declarations in conflict with testimony delivered 
atthe time and bearing directly upon the de- 
tendant’s guiit, with a view of discrediting the 
witness before the jury.’ And upon this ground 
the finding of the Suverior Court is set aside, 
and a new trial is ordered. The Superior Court 
for this (Wake) county commences next Mon- 
day. It is probable that Williams will ask to 
have his trial removed to another county. Si- 
multaneously with the Supreme Court opinion 
comes the news that on the 22d of this month 
Joseph Peebles and Miss Alvarado Watkins were 
married. 





SOUTH AMERICAN COMMISSION. 
New-OrtEAns, La., Dec. 30.—Members of 
the South American Commission met to-day at 
the Mexican Exchange to receive the report of 
the committee from the various Exchanges on 
the importance of trade relations with Mexico, 


Central and South America, and other points of 
interest and value to the United States and to 
the countries south of this Republic. There 
were present of the commission Judge Thomas 
C. Reynolds, 8. O. Thatcher, and Secretary Wiil- 
iam EK. Curtis. There were also in attendance a 
number of delegates from the commercial Ex- 
ehanges and the Board of Trude, Collector Bad- 
ger and a number of business men, and Major F. 
F. Hilder, of St. Louis. The Chairman of the Ex- 
changes’ committee pointed out the great com-— 
mercial advantages involved in the question, and 
said no city had a greater interest in this trade 
than New-Orleans, which was the natural] outlet 
forthe productions of the Mississippi Valley, 
estimated at $4,000,000,000 annually. The chief 
impediment heretofore had been the obnoxious 
and obstructive quarantine laws, which have 
closed this port of Southern commerce one-half 
of each year. The passage of a law by Congress 
providing for the thorough sanitation of vessels 
and inspections of the crews at foreign trading 
ports was recommended. The extension of rail- 
roads and the enlargement of the Consular serv- 
ice, the service to be placed in the hands of com- 
petent men, were also recommended.

A DONATION DECLINED. 
WILKESBARRE, Penn., Dec. 80.—Ben Dilley 
is the proprietor of a well-known drinking place 
in this city. It is his custom each yearto place a 
glass box on his drinking bar about holiday 
time and solicit contributions from those of his 


customers who are inclined to give. Anything 
from a cent to a dollar is dropped.in the box, and 
when the receptacle is full guesses are taken as 
to the amount of money it contains, a small sum 
being charged for a guess. The money collected 
in this way is given to some charitable institu- 
tion. Mr. Dilley expressed his intention of send- 
ing the money this year, the whole amounting 
to $250, to the Home for Friendless Children. 
The managers of the Home, hearing of Mr. Dil- 
ley’s intention, wrote him a letter to-day declin- 
ing to accept any such gift from such a source. 





STEAMER SUNK BY A COLLISION, 

Norrotk, Va., Dec. 30.—The steamer 
John Romer, used as a transfer boat for the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Railway between Norfolk 
and Newport News, was sunk this morning in 
the harbor bere by coming into collision with a 
mud scow. The weather was thick anda tue- 
boat was going out of the harbor with two mud 
dumpers intow. The Captain of the tug did not 
indicate that he had a tow, and the steamer ran 
into the last scow, not seeing it until too late to 
avoid the ,collision, The steamer began to fill 
rapidly and was run ashore and beached. The 
tuy came upand took the passengers on board 
without accident. 





ASSAULTED AND ROBBED. 

Ronpovut, N. Y., Dee. 80.—The wife of 
Jacob Heitzman, in the employ of the Cornell 
Steamboat Company, was robbed in a very bold 
fashion on Christmas night. The Heitzmans 
live in North Rondout, and they have no near- 
by neighbors. When the robbery occurred the 
husband was away from home. The thieves 
opened the door suddenly, struck the woman 
with a heavy billy on the head, and after she was 
felled to the floor they jumped upon her and 
struck her several times. Several hundred dol- 
lars, the savings of the Heitzmans for a number 
of years, was taken, and the robbers made good 
their escape.

ABOUT MARIE ANTOINETTE, 


Paris Letter to the London Truth. 

Comte de Reiset, brother-in-law of the 
Marquis de Caux, has brought out a work in two 
large volumes, with many superb illustrations, 
on * The Modes and Usages in the Time of Marie 
Antoinette.” That Queen, whom he canonizes, 
is the animating principle, the vis vitw, of the 
work. Her end was tragical, doubtiess; but 
this is not a reason why it should be taken av, 
tragique by writers of our generation. Count 
Hector de Laferridre would have deduced some 
thing else than saintliness from the furbe- 
lows and flounces, the spider-legged tables, 
the almost uscless desks, the affected 
rusticity and smirking sentiment which 
were in vogue when Marie Antoinette reigned. 
The only thing associated with her which is not 
trivial are Gluck’s operas, and she patronized 
them simply because Gluck was an Austrian. 
I was reared in a circle in which there was cur- 
rent no end of oral traditions about the ill-fated 
Queen. These traditions all came from émigrés 
and persons who had belonged to her houshold 
or had personally known her. One of the latter 


was an Italian named Panormo, who was in some 
way attached to the Neapolitan Embassy in Paris, 
and disliked being asked to the Trianon concerts 
because her Majesty sang out of tune. The 
impressions I gathered from the traditions of 
wich I speak was that Marie Antoinette had a 
téte de linotte, had Viennese ideas about matri- 
monial vows, took sudden and strong fancies, 
had too big a nose, but, when young, marvelous 
g2den hair, a skin in which roses and lilies were 
£0 blended that it resembled painted porcelain, 
& smooth and erect neck, but coarse bands, 
and aé figure which required the lace 
and muslin fichu that she wore’ on 
all occasions to hide its defects—the shoulder- 
blades were very projecting. One of the tra- 
ditional authorities trom whom I gathered this 
notion of her personal appearance was the 
Comtesse O’Hegerty, née Le Breton Deschapelles, 
whose children had all places in the Courts of 
Louis XVIII. and Charles X., and whose sons 
were pensioners to the end of their lives of the 
Comte de Chambord. 

Fashion engravings, taken from Le Cabinet des 
Modes and Les Modes Nouvelles, are given by the 
Comte de Reiset, with ‘a series of portraits of his 
Saint and heroine, and with pages from the ac- 
count books of her hairdresser and dressmakers 
and modistes, Mile. Bertin and Mme. Eloffe. 
The latter priestess of fashion bought the 

place of couturiére la Reine. But, as 

er Majesty often went to Mlle. Bertin, 
who worked for the stars of the opera 
house, and was inventive, Eloffe was frequently 
employed only to mend and furbish up. How- 
ever, she was allowed to work for ladies who 
were not of the royal family—an innovation 
which let in that light upon the Court that so 
deteriorated its prestige. Mlle. Bertin also 
drew customers by being an oral Gazette 
au Palais. The distress of the exchequer 
toward the end of Louis XVI.’s_ reign 
is shown in the bills of the dressmakers. 

Satin shoes of the Queen were sent to Elofte to 

be recovered, and gauze skirts were ironed out 
and garnished afresh. The silks, satins, flowers, 

muslins, and gauzes are described in the account 
books ag of gay, light shades, and puce, rose, sky 
blue; and zebra ribbons are frequently entered. 

There were corsages which ‘* molded” the waist, 
**polissons’’—the French word for pectoral im- 
provers—and “ platitudes,”’ whatever they might 

have been. 

Marie Antoinette went on the principle of 
bringing in art where nature failed. Her head 

was small to excess and her profile strong. 
Hence the enormity ot the poufs into whic 
Léonard worked her hair. The pouf sentimental 
was a museum of keepsake objects and souve- 
néivse. The wife of fa Pérouse wore on her head 
models of his ship and, the boats attached there- 
to. Blue and white gauzes represented the 
ocean. The Duchesse de Chartres had in her 
pouf small effigies of her five children. The 
Duchesse de Lauzun wore a landscape in re- 
lief, in which there was a duck-inhabited 
pond, a water mull,’'a miller with a grist- 
laden donkey, and, behind his back, his wife 
listening to a tale of passion which an abbé was 
whispering into ner ear. Impiecty was then the 
fashion, and so was gallantry. The Duchess’s 
pouf was an intimation that she had no objection 
to anything which the church sanctioned by its 
example. 

The salons of Paris, which were generally in 

opposition, attacked the Crown by attacking the 
pouf. A certain man milliner named Beaulard, 
who was the forerunner of Gibus, the inventor 
of the crush hat, devised a headgear which could 
be made to adapt itself to the sober taste of 
the Paris dowagers, or to the extravagant mode 
of Versailles. He called it le bonnet dla honne 
maman, or “grandmamma’s cap.” By the aid 
of an internal spring it could be flattened down, 
or raised a yard above the forehead. The youth- 
ful belles of the capital and Court were en- 
chanted with it. s one of the Vigée- 
Lebrun portraits of the Queen in the 
Feuillet des Conches’ collection shows, 
Marie Antoinette became a client of Beau- 
lard, who was recommended to_ her by the Prin- 
cesse de Lambaile. The recommendation was 
attended, for the latter, with tragic conse- 
quences. Mlle. Bertin, furious at Beaulard’s 
success, propagated those scandals which gave 
rise to the idea that the Trianon was 
an abode where virtue shone by its ab- 
sence. Queens oug<t to remain Queens, 
and Princes Princes. Marie Antoinette fell to 
the ground between two stools. She hated the 
restraints of her position, and she wanted to 
enjoy the glory and luxury of thethrone. It’s 
impossible to drink at the same time at the 
mouth and the source ofariver. After being 
maligned by Bertin, the Queen made up the 
quarrel between her and the Princesse de Lam- 
balle, who opined that the sharp-tongued mil- 
liner was the only one in Paris who knew how 
to dress hats. 

Other details suegestive of the ways of French 
royalty toward the close of the eighteenth cent- 
ury are gleaned from the ledgers or the Court 
milliners and dressmakers and of the coiffeur 
Léonard. Six years before the Revolution the 
Queen did not need any pectoral **improver.” 
Hor girth just beneath the arms was 109 centi- 
meters, and her waist, which was then held in by 
a *platitude” corset, 59 centimeters. She slept 
with a large coif of oiled taffeta on her 
head, to prevent the powder from falling off and 
to keep the marteau curls in place. Il faut 
souffrir pour étre belle. The ladies of Marie 
Antoinette’s time made the sacrifice to their 
beauty of sleeping in a sitting posture, with 
their backs propped up with pillows. 

The Queen lost her hair, and then yielded to 
the taste of the Paris salons in the matter of low 
headgear. Hard times soon after obliged 
her to limit her expenses, and forced her 
fashion purveyors to accept the custom of the 
wives of tradesmen, and of sirens who neither 
belonged to the opera house nor hung onto 
illustrious protectors. Dresses of the Queen 
were freshened up and turned and ribbons 
cleaned and dyed. Adieu, chiffons! adieu, fal- 
balas! The two last bills run up at Mme. Eloffe’s 
for the furbishing up of finery and for some 
muslin neckerchiefs were never paid. Marie 
Antoinette’s last sumptuary account was with 
an obscure shopkeeper for two bazin dresses, a 
skirt and body of striped cotton, two muslin 
coifs, two thick muslin fichus, and white cotton 
to darn stockings. 





MR. AND MRS. REYNOLDS’S TROUBLES. 

Eimrra, N. Y., Dec. 30.—The examina- 
tion in the case of Mrs. 8. T. Reynolds against 
her husband, in the matter of the custody of 
their two children. has been going on for several 
weeks. Mr. Reynolds married the plaintiff, then 
Mrs. Stancliff, daughter of Dr. Eldridge, Di- 
rector of the Erié Railway and a member of the 
Fisk-Gould syndicate, 15 years ago. She was very 
wealthy, while Reynolds’s capital consisted of a 
good character, good appearance, and business 


qualifications. After marriage he became man- 
ager of his wife’s property, and so continued to 
July of last year, when family troubles arose 
anda separation resulted. Mr. Reynolds went to 
Chicago and became manager of E. H. Cook & 
Co.’s branch plumbing and gas fitting establish- 
ment. His return to this city a few months 
ago was the signal for more trouble, he 
insisting on seeing his children, while his wife 
would permit his presence at her one-hundred- 
and-seventy-thousand-collar mansion only at 
stipulated hours. In an impassioned conversa- 
tion the father threatened to take the children 
away, which threat resulted in Mrs. Reynolds 
making application to the County Surrogate to 
be made guardian of the two children, the 
oldest child,a girl over 14, having previously 
made application for herself, and her mother 
was appointed. The case was the principal topic 
of conversation here during the trial, and the 
decision handed down this evening is the subject 
of much comment. It issummed up as follows: 
The decision oe Mrs. Reynolds guardian of 
the estate of the children, and, inasmuch as the 
eldest child will in a few months arrive at legal 
age for the choice of a general guardian, the 
question of the guardianship of the children is 
ior a time withheld.

THE SPANISH TREATY. 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

I shall now, in accordance with my 
promise, from time to time give such informa- 
tion as to the nature of our trade with Cuba and 
Porto? Rico as may be found, I hope, both in- 
teresting and useful in connection with the 
Spanish treaty now before the Senate. Our ex- 
port trade is statistically classified, and inciudes 
exactly 238 classes of goods or commodities 
which we export to foreign countries. It is of 
course generally known that the bulk in value 
aswell asin diversity of our products goes to 


England. Thus the export in value to England 
in 1883 was $342,245,206, and out of 238 classified 
commodities we find 184 classes sent to England. 

Now, the export trade to Cuba and Porto Rico 
in 1883 in value was only $16,684,417, yet the class- 
ification embraces actually 181 different com- 
modities, or only three less than were exported to 
England. In comparing these statistical facts 
my sole object is to show the diversity of our 
trade with a comparatively small country. Now 
although our exports to Germany in 1 
amounted in value to $64,340,490, which is four 
times as much in value as the exports to Cuba 
and Porto Rico, yet the enumerated classified 
commodities were only 162 classes, as_ against 181 
to Cuba. This is easily explained by the fact 
that to Germany we export chiefly crude raw 
material, such as cotton, oil, provisions, and so 
on, whereas the exports to Cuba are made up 
from all kinds of manufactures, although com- 
paratively small in value, but greatly diversified. 
In short, Germany is a country that does not 
need our manufactures, being a great manufac- 
turing country herself. 

Another most remarkable fact is that our ex- 
ports in value to Germany are less than $1 50 
per capita of the German population. The 
population of Germary is about 42,000,000, and 
our exports to that country in 1883 were $64,- 
000,000, while our exports to Cuba and Porto 
Rico, taking the population at 2,500,000, are over 
$6 50 per capita. These statistics seem very curi- 
ous, but they are as true as they are significant. 
My object is simply to open our manufacturers’ 
eyes where to look for a profitable market, with- 
out reference to this or any other treaty before 
Congress. 

Itis perfectly natural that a large manufact- 
— country should look out for markets forits 
surplus products in countries where manufact- 
uring has not been developed, and by a mode of 
reasonable proper exchanges make it profitable 
to both lands and peoples. The discussion of the 
treaty openly, for wnich THE NEW-YORK TIMES 
ought to have the full credit, will instruct the 
whole commercial and industrial community of 
thecountry as to the nature, advantage, and de- 
sirability of our export trade. AsI promised, I 
will fully discuss further this important subject.

THE MEXICAN NATIONAL RAILWAY. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

In your issue of 26th inst. a New-Orleans 
correspondent charges extravagance 1n the con- 
struction of this road, alleging that * it has cost 
$90,000 a mile to build road involving no difficulty 
or exceptional elements of cost.” This is so 
wide a misstatement of fact that I venture to 
ask a correction. In point of fact $90,000 per 
mile is more than four times the cost of the con- 
struction and equipment of this road. The 
building being done in a foreign country has in- 
volved exceptional elements of cost; and much 
of ithas been through a mountainous region 


and in ascending the plateau from the level of 
the sea. Notwithstanding itis being built and 
equipped at an average cost not exceeding 
$20,000 per mile—the original estimate. 

There are to-day 910 miles constructed, which 
have been built ata cash cost (leaving out roll- 
ing stock and interest during construction) of 
$18,596,857, being $20,486 per mile, or $23,000 per 
mile including rolling stock. This includes 
organizing the whole system and the building of 
the most expensive sections of the northern and 
southern ends, including one division from the 
city of Mexico to Taluca, (46 miles,) crossing a 
mountain range at 10,000 feet above the ocean, 
which cost about $75,000 per mile. There are 
also 500 miles additional surveyed, located, and 
partially constructed. This mileage is to com- 

lete the link of 869 miles in the through line 

rom the United States to the city of Mexico, 
and to finish one or two short branches to coal 
mines and forests. Detailed estimates made by 
the best of engineers show that this 500 
miles can be completed at an _ additional 
cost of $5,360,000, making, say, 1,400 miles, 
costing $23,956,857, or an average of $17,112 per 
mile. These 500 miles can doubtless be built 
within the estimate above given, if construction 
were entered on now, since labor and materials 
are cheaper than they were when these estimates 
were made, and the whole could be finished with- 
in nine months. 

When these 1,400 miles, the present 910 miles 
built; and the 500 needed to complete the 
through line from the city of Mexico to the 
United States and round out the system are fin- 
ished, they will have cost, including equipment, 
not over $20,000 per mile. For this the owners 
would have a property of superior solidity and 
excellence of construction. It is, I believe, the 
judgment of every railroad man who has visited 
that country that the American roads in Mexico, 
built under the supervision of the Government 
and up to a standard required in their con- 
cessiong, are of a character higher than those of 
the average railway in the United States.

LIBERAL PATRONAGE OF THE CABLE.

Some little while ago THt New-Yorx« 
Times, by means of Mr. Frederic, its London 
correspondent, performed a very creditable jour- 
nalistic feat in obtaining from that gentleman, 


who bravely visited the stricken city for the 
purpose, long cable dispatches describing the 
condition of Marseilles during the epidemic of 
cholera. The dispatches were most welcome, and 
evinced a keen appreciation of what the pub- 
lic wanted in the way ot news. Now THE 
Times has again displayed great enter- 
prise, without regard to cost, in obtain- 
ing by cable from Madrida draft of the ea 
posed Spanish treaty. The dispatch was all in 
the Spanish language, but it was immediately 
translated here and it was soon in the hands of 
the community. Naturally some mistakes in 
transmiasion and trans!ation were made, but asa 
whole the feat was one of which any journal 
might be proud. The actual cost of cabling, 
aside from other expenses, was over $4,000. The 
sum is a large one, but it was judiciously ex- 
pended. We may look for more exploits in the 
same line. Cable proprietors, here and abroad, 
will be the last to frown on such spirited collec- 
tion of news. 





A FAMILY DIARY.

The diary which we commend is a book 
in which the affairs of the whole family are suc- 
cinctly recorded. Appoint oneof the family 
journalist. If there are several children, let each 
take the duty in turn a month at atime; but if 
the children gre too young, let father or mother 
look after it. This family diary should briefly 
chronicle thejweather each day, with any incident 
ot note—the arrival ofa visitor or caller, any 
sickness in the family, the death of a friend or 
any person well known to the family in or out 
of town, the purchase of articles of wearing ap- 
parel, or of coal or other supplies for the house, 
&c.\ It should teil briefly what has been accom- 
plished on each day. Any matter talked about 
in the house and of interest to the whole family 
should go into this family diary, and the more 
detailed you make it the more valuable and in- 
teresting it will be tolook overin after year 
What would you not give if you could look into 
the family life of your ancestors by means of 
such a record? And would not your children 
and your children’s children delight in reading 
such . record of your family inthe years to 
come .

THE CHAMBERS-STREET RAILWAY 
FRANCHISE. 

WHY JUDGE VAN HOESEN VACATES THE 
PRELIMINARY INJUNCTION AGAINST 
GIVING IT AWAY. 

In the suit of Michael Gavin to restrain 
she Board of Aldermen. from giving the Cham- 
bers-Street and Grand-Street Railway Company 
ite consent to the construction of the railway, 
Judge Van Hoesen, hoiding Common Pleas, 
Chambers, has decided to vacate the preliminary 
injunction, on the ground that there were no 
facts presented to him proving that there was 
such a competition for the route laid out by the 
company as should induce the Aldermen to put 
their consent up atauction. In his opinion he 
states very clearly his idea, that the Aldermanic 
consent is property, ard that the Aldermen, as 
Trustees of the city property, are bound to 
treat it as if they were disposing of theit own 
property. He says: 

* Oceasionally, though rarely, proof may be 
attainable that an Alderman has actually re- 
ceived, or agreed to receive,a bribe for voting 
In favor of some grant of city property. Where 
direct proof can be had that Aldermen have 
succumbed to the temptation of a bribe, all 
lawyers agree that a grant made by them under 
the influence of the douceur may be set aside Ly 
the court. But in the great majority of cases 
no direct evidence of bribery can be procured. 
There may, however, be circumstances surrouna- 
Ing the making of a grant that leave little or no 
doubt uvon the minds of men of fair and honest 
judgment that the grant is the offspring of cor- 
ruption; and where such circumstances exist 
the court may act, though no witness be pro- 
duced who can swear that he saw paid, or heard 
the bargain made for the payment of, a bribe. 
There is high authority for this. * * Now, 
as the loca! authorities have the option to sell or 
not to sell at public auction their consent to the J 
building and operation of a street surface® 
railway, the courts have no power to 
control the Aldermen in the exercise of 
their discretion unless it be shown that 
they are actir’g in bad faith. The Legislature 
undoubtedly regarded the consent of the city 
authorities as a thing of value that might be 
sold for the benefit of thecity. * * * It be- 
jJongs to the city, andis part of the property 
that the local authorities hold in trust. There 
may be circumstances that wouldrender the sale 
of the consent inexpedient, and uniess fraud be 
shown the courts will always assume that the 
loca! authorities are properly exercising their 
discretion, though their consent be granted 
without a sale at auction. 

* But let us suppose that two companies ask for 
the very same franchise, and that one of them 
offers to pay $100,000 for it and that the other 
offers nothing. Then suppose that the local au- 
thorities threaten to give the franchise to the 
company that will pay nothing for it. Their 
action will cause aloss to the city of $100,000. 
Is there no way to avert the loss. Is it in the 
power of the Aldermen to say: ‘We have an 
pption as toseiling the iranchise at auction ; 
we have no authority to sell at private sale, and 
tonsequently there is no way to prevent us from 
giving the franchise away’? Unless these cir- 
cumstances create a presumption of fraud on 
the part of the Aldermen the taxpayers would be 

‘remediless. Now, the law expects of Trustees 
that they shall manage the trust estate 
gs carefully as they manage their own 
property. Is it to believed that any Alderman 
would knowingly and deliberately throw away 
his own property that couid readily be sold for 
$100,000? If he wouid not, what interence must 
be drawn when he is seen deliberately and will- 
fully giving away city property for which 
£100,000 has been offered? Is there not a pre- 
sumption that he is acting in bad faith? That 
presumption may be rebutted, it is true; but, in 
the absence df any explanation, is it not fair to 

resume that he is not acting honestly? If there 

such a presumption—and I think there is— 
there can be no doubt that the court may vacate 
the concession that the local authorities have 
made gratuitously, and I see no reason why it 
may uot forbid the granting of the concession. 

“While these suggestions may be applied on 
some other occasion they are not applicable to 
the case as presented by the plaintiff. The plaint- 
itt does not charge fraud upon the Aldermen, 
though he says that some persons have their sus- 
picions. He does not show that any offer of any 
sum whatever has been made forthe franchise 
that the Grand-Street and Chambers-Street Rail- 
road Company have petitioned for. There wasan 
offer for another franchise similar in many re- 
spects to, but differing in many important points 
from, the franchise now in controversy. The 
franchise for which Mr. Sullivan offered $100,000 
was for arailway that toucbed Fulton Ferry on 
the East River and the Liberty-Strect and 
Cortlandt-Street Ferries on the North River. 
A connection with those ferries adds, I believe, 

reatly to the value ofthe franchise. The Grand- 

Street and Chambers-Street Railroad Company 
have uot sought a franchise that would give it 
access to the ferries I have named. There is no 
evidence before me to show that the franchises 
are equal in value, but if there were I should 
not consider myself warranted in indulging the 
presumption of fraud against the Aldermen. To 
raise that presumption there should be proof 
that they were giving away the very franchise 
for which a very large sum had been offered. 
That proof would leave no room for discussion 
as to the comparative values of different fran- 
chises, but would force the mind to the inquiry, 
What good motive could have prompted the re- 
fusai to accept the offer? The motion to con- 
tinue the injunction must be denied and the in- 
juuction vacated.”

District Attorney-elect Randolph B. Mar- 
tine yesterday made the following appointments 
in his office: Associates—John R. Fellowes, Gun- 
ning S$. Bedford,and Delancey Nicoll; Deputy 
Associates—James Fitzgerald and Vernon M. 
Davis; Recognizance Clerk and Secretary—Wili- 
iam N. Penney. : 

Mr. Fellowes is already in the office and is well 
known. 

Ex-Judge Gunning S. Bedford was born in this 
city in 1837. He was educated at Columbia Col- 
lege, and was subsequently graduated from the 
law School at Harvard. After leaving Cam- 
bridge he studied in the law office of Benjamin 
D. Siiliman, in this city, and was soon afterward 
admitted to the Bar. In 1865 he was appointed 
Assistant District Attorney by Oakey Hall, and 
remained in the office four years. In 1869 he was 
nominated for City Judge, and was elected by a 
majority of 70,000, running 29,000 votes ahead of 
his ticket. He held office until 1872, when he was 
renominated by Tammany and defeated. Since 
that time he has not held any office. 

Delancey Nicoll is a young man. He was 
graduated from Princeton College in 1874, and 
subsequentiy studied law atthe Columbia Law 
Schooi. Since his graduation there he has been 
engaged in the practice of his profession in this 
city at No. 120 Broadway. His family reside at 
Bayside, Long Island. 

James Fitzgerald was born in Treland on Oct. 
28,1851. He came tothis country early in life, 
and was educated at the public schools and 
Cooper institute. He studied law at Columbia 
College and was admitted to the Bar. In 1880 he 
stumped the States of Ohio, New-Jersey, and 
Connecticut for the Democratic candidates. He 
Was a member of the Assembly in 1878. He was 
zubsequently nominated for the State Senate as 
an Anti-Tammany Democrat, and was elected 
over Gen. Spinola by a vote of 11,400 to 9,189. He 
was renominated in 1883 and defeated. When 
Mr. Olney became District Attorney he ap- 

inted Mr. Fitzgerald to the post in which Mr. 
artine has decided to retain him. 

Vernon Mansfield Davis is a member of the 
firm of Davis, Cohen & McWilliam, No. 71 Broad- 
way. He has been with the firm since its incep- 
tion, in October, 1881. He was graduated in L876 
from the College of the City of New-York, where 
he stood very high as ascholar. and also from 
the Columbia Law School. Subsequently for 
Some years he was atutor in the City College 
and left the position to join the firm mentioned.

THE SPECIAL SERVICE POLICEMEN. 

At the meeting of the Police Commis- 
fioners yesterday the resolution § recently 
adopted remanding to patrol duty all officers 
specially detailed to the service of pri- 


vate corporations and institutions was sus- 
pended so far as it relates to charitable 
and educational institutions. The whole matter 
was given in charge of Commissioners French 
and Porter, to whom ali communications in re- 
jation to the detail of policemen at such institu- 
tions wil! be referred.

HOME AGAIN AFTER AN ABSENCE OF OVER 
THREE YEARS. 

A section of the United States Navy, in 
the shape of the man-of-war Essex, arrived in 
the Lower Bay on Monday afternoon, where she 
was anchored. Yesterday the fog lifted and 
she steamed up the harbor, and at 2 
o’clock was off the navy yard. She was not 
allowed to tie upat the dock, the powder on 
board not having been discharged, and the 
anchor was dropped some distance from the flag- 
ship Tennessee, which is at the foot of the yard, 
astern of the Brooklyn. Capt. McCormick, com- 
mander of the Essex, was quickly rowed ashore, 
where he paid his respects to Capt. Kirkland, the 
commandant of the navy yard. Few persons 
were allowed to board the man-of-war during 
the aicernoon, 

“Tm glad to be here,” said Capt. McCormick, 
*“ for I thought last night that perhaps, after all, 
we wouldn't reach the vard. The fog in the 
Lower Bay was something to marvel at. and 
there was an immense amount of ice running 
out. Had it been colder I really believe that we 
would have been nipped.” 

Officers and crew were alike rejoiced to be back 
in American waters and near American land, 
though few had the pleasure of treading it yes- 
terduy. The cruise of the Essex has been one of 
unusual! length for United States vessels. She 
was fitted out at Philadelphia in November, 
1881. She went to Norfolk and, on Jan. 10, sailed 
for Funchal, Madiera. Counting the time of her 
departure from Philadelphia the cruise covered 
a period of 38 months, during which the ship 
sailed under steam and saila distance of 52,648 
miles, going around the world. The west coast 
of Africa was reached in February, is. Brief 
stops were made at Santa Cruz, Teneriffe; Port 
Praya, St. Jago; Porte Grande, St. Vincent; 
Monrovia, Liberia, and other ports in the Afri- 
cun Republic. Leaving Cape Palmas on April 5 
Montevideo, Uruguay, was reached on May 16. 
Here it was discovered that there was a flaw in 
the crank shaft. The Soutn American city had no 
shops large enough to cast a new one, and 
the ship was detained nearly a month until 
a shaft arrived from this country. Through the 
Straits of Magellan numerous stops were made, 
Caliao being reached in October. Here the ship 
remained urtil March, 1883, a good part of the 
time at quarantine, as fever was raging in the 
city. Honolulu was reached June 18, 1883. Leav- 
ing the Sandwich Islands July &, the Essex was 
at Yokohama, Japan, on Aug. 11, sailing 3,865 
miles without a stop. Untii Nov. 27 she was at 
different Japanese ports. On Dec. 2 she waa an- 
chored at Amoy, China, and on the 15th sailed up 
the river beyond Canton and anchored near the 
island Shameen, where is situated the foreign 
eettlement, remaining until March 3, 1884. 

‘It was feared,” said an officer of the Essex 
yesterday, ** that the riots of the September pre- 
vious might be repeated. But I can tell you 
that hada single man-of-war been at Canton in 
September there would have been no trouble. 
Matters looked threatening and we were under 
arms, with our guns trained on thecity. The 
island is not over a quarter of a mile long, and 
there are not over 100 people on it—the agents 
of foreign mercantile houses and the like. There 
were 500 troops on the island, originally Tartars, 
but there were a great many Chinese substitutes, 
and no discipline at all. However, there was no 
trouble. The foreigners feared the troops more 
than the mobs, for the troops were armed. We 
saw no actual trouble during our cruise in those 
waters. The river below Canton was blockaded, 
except for a narrow channel, by an extensive 
system of torpedoes. By the way, Lieut. Gra- 
don’s system of chain torpedoes was used. Gra- 
don was formerly of the United States Navy.” 

Returning to Hong Kong on March 3, 1884, the 
Essex went to Nagasaki, Japan, whence she 
sailed on March 20 for Ujai, one of the Marshall 
Islands, to rescue a portion of the crew of the 
wrecked ship Ramer,a full account of which 
has already been given in Tue Times. The 11 
persons taken off had received the best of atten- 
tion from the natives, who were given in return 
astock of tools, bread, meat, &c. Jaluit, an- 
other of the Marshall Islands, was also visited. 
Here has recently been established a German 
trading post. The Essex staid in Japanese waters 
until July 12 last, the giorious Fourth being 
celebrated at Nagasaki. Hoisting anchor at 
Hong Kong for the last time on Aug. 30 
the Essex was at Singapore, Straits of Malacca, 
on Sept. 6,and at Batavia, (sland of Java, on 
Sept. 13. Thence she sailed for Mozambique to 
investigate a claim of the Portuguese that an 
attempt was being made to evade the customs 
laws on the cargo of the ship Wheatland, owned 
by Ropes & Co., of Boston. The Sicilian, an- 
other ship of the same tine, had been condemned, 
and her cargo had been transferred to the Wheat- 
land. Capt. McCormick will make bis report to 
the department. A stop was made at Cape 
Town on Nov. 4, at St. Helena Nov. 20, and at St. 
Thomas, West Indies, Dec. 19. 

The Essex met with no accidents during the 
cruise besides the flaw in her shaft. She carried 
20 officers and a crew of 176 men. There was no 
sickness on board, and, as Schoolmaster McAnas- 
pie said yesterday, ** All of us are mighty glad to 
be home for New Year’s.”’ The principal ofiicers 
are: Commander—A. H. McCormick: Executive 
Officer—W. H. Parker; Chief Engineer, D. T. 
McCartney; Surgeon—M. L. Ruth; Lieutenants 
—Wainwright Kellog, Karl Rohrer, Corwin P.

Ata meeting of the Pilot Commissioners 
yesterday the yearly report to the Legislature 
was signed. This states that there are 133 
licensed pilots under the control of the board, of 
whom all but 2arein active service. There are 
19 boats in the service. During the fyear 6,045 
vessels have been brought into port and taken 
out by pilots at a cost of $415,513 45. Four serious 
casualties occurred to vessels under the manage- 
ment of pilots. The discovery of the rock on 
which the Vincenzo Florio struck and various 
others which have been found since the advent 
of very large ships show that a new and thor- 
ough survey of the harbor is neeged. ‘The re- 
moval of 16 sunken wrecks was expedited by the 
Inspector employed by the board. As a rule, 
the scows of the Street Cleaning Department 
have been dumped out at sea during the year. 
Floating rubbish occasionally seen, however, 
showed that these scows were sometimes dumped 
this side of the proper lines, but such cases were 
difficult to prove. 

No improvement has been made in the manner 
of disposing of dredgings. These were still 
dumped at night and frequentiy in the channels. 
Although some of these cases have been detect- 
ed, proof strong enough to convict the guilty 
parties has been wanting. The Legislature’s at- 
tention has been cailed to this evil before. The 
maritime bodies of the city have asked the Gen- 
eral Government to assume the duty of protect- 
ing the port from further encroachments on the 
part of shore owners. The ‘Treasurer's report 
shows a balance on hand of $3,203 06, 





NEW-YORK FANCIERS’ CLUB SEOW. 

The third annual exhibition of the New- 
York Fanciers’ Club will be held in Madison- 
Sauare Garden during the entire week, begin- 
ning Feb. 4and ending Feb. 11. This exhibition 
will be without question one of the most exten- 
sive and interesting displays of live stock ever 
given in this city. Poultry, with incubators and 
brooders, pigeons, cage birds, and minor pets, 
dogs, cats, goats, and Shetland ponies are the 
general classes into which the display will 
be divided. Under the head of poultry a 
long list of prizes is offered for all kinds 
of chickens, turkeys, guinea fowls, golden and 
silver pheasants, quails, partridges, ducks, 
and geese. In addition to the regular prizes in 
this division 45 special prizes are offered. In the 
pigeon class there are premiums for all kinds, 
including pouters, carriers, fantails, English 
owls, African owls, turbits, trumpeters, tum- 
blers, helmets, barbs, and jacobins. The class 
of birdsand minor pets will include canaries, 
ra bbits, squirrels, parrots, &c. 

Under dogs are pugs, Yorkshire terriers, toy 
bull terriers. King Charles spaniels, Blenbeim 
and Japanese spaniels, Italian greyhounds, Skye 
terriers. Irish and Dandie Dinmont terriers, trick 
dogs, and black and tan smooth coats not weigh- 
ing over eight pounds. The display of cats, the 
exhibition of which is in its infancy in this coun- 
try, promises to be very interesting. Goats in har- 
ness as wellas out, and all kinds of Shetland 
ponies will complete the exhibit. The prize list 
is so attractive that the entries are sure to be 
very numerous. The managers at present an- 
ticipate the entry of 10,000 exhibits, 


A GIANT WEEPING IN COURT. 

Louis Mossback is a burly giant 6 feet 
and 2 inches in height, with an appearance calcu- 
lated to terrify even a policeman or a prize- 
fighter. Louis has had considerable fun and has 
saved some money during the last month by rid- 
ing on Fourth-avenue street cars and refusing 
to pay his fare. His habit was to calmly mount 
the rear platform, and when the conductor asked 
his fare to bend upon hima glance that would 
frighten a horse, suggest that he go to a warmer 
climate, cast the reflection of the bar sinister in 
his teeth, or throw doubt upon the respecta- 
bility of his ancestors. Louis tried this 
game on Monday evening, and a_ policeman 
nipped him in the bud.

‘Go home to your mother, poor child. Be 
careful of the crossings and don’t get led astray.”

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JEWELRY WAITING FOR AN OWNER. 

Edward Morris, a Chicago jeweler, was 
arrested by Inspector Byrnes on the 26th of No- 
vember, on a charge of fraud made through the 
police authorities of that city. Three cases of 
valuable jewelry were taken from him. The 
jewelry was subsequently seized hy the Custom 
House authorities, on the suspicion that it 
was smuggled from Canada. Morris, after 
being detained for upward of a week, was dis- 
charged. On Monday a quantity of the jewelry 
found in Morris's rcssession was taken to 
Police Headquarters by the Custom House 
authorities, and it was explained that it had 
been ascertained that the goods were of Ameri- 
can manufacture. Collector Robertson asked 
that the police take charge of the property and 
find the rightful owners. Chief Clerk Kipp re- 
fused to receive the property, as the Police De- 
partment hud nothing to do with it and would 
not assume the responsibility forits safe keep- 
ing. The property was therefore taken back to 
the Custom House to await the claim of the 
owners. 





HENRY PROUSE COOPER IN JAIL. 

In a suit brought against the erratic 
Henry Prouse Cooper, before Juage Barrett in 
the Supreme Court, an injunction was granted 
on Noy. 26 restraining Cooper from in any way 
interfering with the workings of the firm of 
Henry Prouse Cooper & Co., from acting as its 
President, or from receiving any money which 
might be due the company. On Dec. 8, onan 
allegation that Cooper violated the injunctio& 
by receiving $178 and in still claiming to be its 
President, Judge Lawrence issued an order for 
Cooper to appear and show cause why he should 
not be punisbed for contempt of court in vio- 
lating the injunction. The order was made re- 
turnable on Dec. 27, and as Cooper did not ap- 
pear Judge Lawrence issued an order for his 
arrest. Deputy Sheriffs McGonigal and Brown 
arrested him Monday night, and yesterday Judge 
Lawrence sentenced him to 30 days’ imprison- 
ment and to pay a fine of $428. Mr. Cooper now 
reposes in Ludlow-Street Jail. 








AVOIDING THE BURGLAR ALARMS. 

Some time during Monday night burg- 
lars entered the dry goods store of Wiesenbach
